Senator Darling and Representa- 


tives Thompson, Newcomb and Flint. 


The Massachusetts Legislature is again 
in session, the new legislators assembling 
today at 11 o’clock. This senatorial dis- 
trict is represeuted by the Hon. Francis 
W. Darling of Hyde Park, and the Quincy- 
Weymouth Representative district by 
James Thompson and Thaddeus H. New- 


comb of Quircy, and Hon. James H. 
Flint of Weymouth. 
It is not new business for Senator 


Darling and Representative Flint. Both 
have served faithfully and we!!l and have 
been returned by their constituents with 
flattering endorsment. 

Mr. Thompson is one of the city’s lead- 
ing granite manufacturers, being president 
of the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
of Quincy. He is heartily in sympathy 
with any legislation which will increase 
the prosperity of our industries and our 
people and his constituents would be pleased 
to see him chairman of the Committee on 
Manufactures. He is also prominent ip 
financial circles, being a director of the 
National Granite bank, one of the incor- 
porators of the Quincy Savings bank, a 
director of the Quincy Quarry Co., one of 
trustees of the Presidents Hill Real Estate 
Trust, etc. For four or five years he 
served in the City Council of Quincy, and 
for two years was its president, making an 
excellent record as a legislator and as a 
presiding officer. He is 47 years of age, 
forty of which have been passed in Quincy 
where he commands the confidence and 
trust of bis fellow citizens generally. 

Representative Newcomb will be among 
the senior members of the Great and 
General Court, being ia his 70th year. 
While we hear a great deal nowadays about 
bringing the young men to the front the 
State need much of the mature judgmen: 
of such gentlemen as Mr. Newcomb, As 
a critic of the Council of 1891 said: ‘* He 
seldom avails himself of the privilege to 
speak, and makes no claims to orator, 
but few members make statements as 
clearly and honestly.

Mr, New- 
comb is a thorough Republican but in no 
sense a politician. Years ago he was 
prominent in the old Whig party and has 
since served on Republican committees 
His service in the City Council wasa long 
and honorable one and was only severed 
at his request. He was born in Quincy, 
and up to his retirement recently has been 
engaged in the granite business. In his 
earlier days he was a constable and a 
fireman. He served in the civil war and 
rose to the rank of lieutenant in the 42d 
Mass. Vols. For nineteen months he was 
in a rebel prison.. Good honest ‘* Thad’’ 
will make the district a faithful Represen- 
tative.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORERS 


Work of Quincy Union the Past 
Year—Report of President. 


The annual meeting was held in the 
Centre Congregational church, at the close 
of Dr. Kneeland’s address, Monday even- 
ing. 

Reports were received and adopted from 
the president, secretary, treasurer, and the 
chairmen of the lookout, social and 
missionary committees. The presidenw’s 
report was as follows: 

FELLOW ENDEAVORERS: There have 
been tbree regular bi-montkly meetings of 
the Quincy Christian Endeavor Union 
since the meeting in this charch in May, 
whea your present officers were elected. 

The first was an ** Echoes of the Conven- 
tion’’ rally held in the First Presbyterian 
church, Water street, in July. The 
speakers were the Rey. John Pollock, of 
Glasgow, Scotland, and Rev. Mr. Maursell, 
of Derby, England. Their addresses were 
stirring, strong and wise. So great a privi- 
lege this union may never"enjoy again. 
The church was well filled but the society 
of the Centre Congregational church was 
the only one aside from that of the local 
church which was well represented. Ow- 
ing to the necessary haste in securing these 
speakers before there return home from 
the convention in Boston, your President 
had no time to enlist other helpers, and 
had to make the preparations unaided. 

In September we met with the society of 
the Memorial Congregational church, 
Atlantic. The Rev. Edward Kelley, of the 
Golden Rule office, was the speaker, and 
gave an earnest and refined appeal to our 
consciences, The Centre Congregational 
and Presbyterian societies were present in 
goodly numbers, 

The November meeting was held with 
the Quincy Point Congregational society, 
the speaker being the Rey. Daniel Evans, 
of East Weymouth. Seldom have we 
listened to an adress of more sustained 
eloquence. The Centre Congregational 
society was the only one having any con- 
siderable number in attendance, beside the 
local society. 

One special meeting was held, in 
December, in the Presbyterian church, the 
Rev. John G. May being the speaker, and 
the subject, ‘‘Italian Mission Work.’ 

The societies were conspicuous for their 
absence, and the desired increase of 
knowledge of this most important work 
was therefore not obtained. 

This leads to the statement that the 
Union at the Atlantic meeting under- 
took the expenses of the car fares of the 
Kev. Mr. May, who comes from Boston 
twice a week to conduct services in 
Italian in the third ward. The Presby- 
terian church is furnished free of charge 
for these meetings. A missionary com- 
mittee was pointed (one from each 
society, with your speaker added as chair- 
man.) The committee acted slowly, but 
finally, chiefly through pledges secured by 
the members from the Centre Congrega- 
tional society, the amount necessary 
date, with a small balance, was raised. 
am sorry that our own society has not 
done better. 

At the Atlantic meeting your President 
was empowered to have the Wollaston 
societies invited to join the Union, After 
futile efforts to get a committee tog2ther 
for this purpose, I gave the invitation per- 
sonally, and requested the societies to elect 
members of the Union committees, and to 
be present tonight, if they should vote to 
come with us. We still earnestly hope 
that they may join our Union. 

The reports of the secretary and treas 
urer, and of the committees will give 
other facts of our part-of-a-year’s work. I[ 
allude to the social held in this chapel in 
October, only that I may personally thank 
the Social Committee, and especially Mrs. 
Alfred Baxier and the chairman, Mr. Alex 
Clark, for that delightful evening. I ac- 
knowledge with thanks, the excellent work 
of our secretary, Miss Maria Drew and of 
our treasurer, Mr. Walter Sampson. Let 
our motto be, ** Better work next year.”’ 

The report of the chairman of the 
Lookout Committee, Mr. W. P. Bailey, 
was very important, detailing the work of 
the Union Bible classes, taught by Mr. O. 
C. Colton and Mrs. James M. Gray of 
Boston telling of efforts made toward or- 
ganizing new societies, and recommending 
organized efforts in the No-license cause 
tbronghont the coming year.

WéASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—There are no new 
developments in Washington in the mat- 
terof anew bond issue, and the opinion 
now prevails that 1t may be postponed for 
@ number of days yet. 

The cessation of large withdrawals of 
gold for export and the fact that one or 
more orders have been placed for gold ship- 
ments from abroad are important factors 
in the question of an early issue. 

On the other hand, the almost daily an- 
nouncement from the sub-treasury at 
New York that considerable quantities are 
being withdrawn in redemption of legal 
tenders would seem to justify prompt ac- 
tion on the part of the president. These 
redemptions, it is said, are undoubtedly 
asked for for the purpose of accumulating 
asupply of gold with which to purchase 
bonds when they shall have been placed 
onthe market by the syndicate, and as 
they now aggregate considerably more 
than $5,000,000 since the forthcoming is- 
sue became a settled fact, their early dis- 
eontinuance has becomes matter of the 
first importance. 

This can be accomplished, however, 
only through the operations of the syndi- 
cate, and it is argued, therefore, that the 
interests of the government lie in a 
prompt announcement of the issue. What 
would be the result of these conflicting in- 
terests is pot now apparent. 

The report from New York to tho effect 
that the members of the new syndicate 
have entered into an arrangement by 
which the government is to be at once 
furnished with $10,000,000 in gold, and 
later on, at its option, with $100,000,000 in 


| addition, cannot be verified at this time. 


It is the general opinion, however, that 
this arrangement for an additional con- 
tingent amount was made with the ap 


| proval of the president, who is anxious 


that this issue shall be the last during his 
term of office. Itis believed further that 
the conditions as to the procurement of a 
part of the gold from abroad and that no 
part of it shall be withdrawn from the 
treasury are made parts of the new con- 
tract. 

The forthcoming monthly treasury 
statement will show an excess of receipis 
over expenditures for the month of De- 
cember of about $542,000, which is a gain 
over November of about $1,800,000. The 
heavy payments on account of interest, 
pensions and Pacific bond redemptions 
during January are expected to result in 
a large deficit for that month. The deficit 
for the present fiscal year ending June 30, 
1896, is expected to be approximately $17,- 


} 000,000.

These figures, however, are based upon 
the assumption that the receipts from 
customs will materially increase during 
the next three months, as is usually the 
case. 

Ready to Furnish Gold. 

A dispatch from New York says that a 
contract was signed yesterday by all the 
members of the new bond syndicate, sub- 
ject to the formal acceptance of the gov- 
ernment. 

The syndicate agree to furnish 11,500,000 
ounces of gold, amounting to about $200,- 
000,000 gold, the government to take one- 
half of this sum first and to have tho 
option of taking the other half, and to de- 
liver 4 per cent 30-year coin bonds at about 
the same price as paid for the last issue of 
bonds; the managers of the syndicate to 
receive & commission of 1 per cent. 

The dispatch further says: The most 
interesting piece of news in financial cir- 
cles (next to the report that a contract 
had been signed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
fora new government loan) was the an- 
nouncement that Lawson, Weidenfeld & 
Co. had offered $500,000 in gold from Lon- 
and that it will leave on Saturday. It is 
understood that the gold is imported for 
the purpose of paying for some of the new 
government bonds to be issued. 

Eyery one down town when questioned 
about a bond issue professed absolute ig- 
norance on the subject, but on eyery hand 
it was said that when a new lIcan is made, 
one of the stipulations with subscribers to 
whom bonds are allotted will be that part 
of the gold to be received in payment 
therefor must come from abroad, and an- 
other will be that none of the gold so re- 
ceived has been taken from the United 
States treasury for the purpose. A curious 
thing in connection with the importation 
of gold by Lawson, Weidenfeld & Co. is 
that bankers who sold them the exchange 
on which to import the gold will have to 
export gold to cover their bills. 

It was reported that J. P. Morgan & 
Co. did not receive any subscriptions to the 
government bond syndicate after 3 o’clock, 
because the applications had amounted 
to $150,000,000 at that time. 

It was also reported that the syndicate 
in the first instanve was made up by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the City National bank, 
the Hanover National bank and a German 
bank; that Messrs. Morgan & Co. would 
take $50,000,0000, the City and Hanover 
National banks $25,000,000 between them 
and the German house $25,000,000. Other 
banks and institutions are to be allowed 
to participate ata price in what is virtually 
to be a blind pool, the four members of 
the syndicate mentioned handling the 
bonds. 

Further proof was received of the or- 
ders given by London bankers to claim 
gold forall coupons payable in gold dus 
on Jan. 1, and remit the gold, or, as in 
some cases, retain it subject to order. In 
event of non-payment in gold, protest 
thereof is to be made. Many bankers also

banks with regard to coupons of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company and other 
companies falling due on Jan.2. These 
banks, some of them in Pennsylvania, in- 
structed their agents here to remit the 
gold to them by express. 

Bullion dealers yesterday bid % cent 
premium for gold, but could obtain none 
at that price. The lowest offers made 
were at 14% cents premium, and at that 
rate one foreign house said it could be im- 
ported ata profit. It was announced at 
noon that the gold shipped from this city 
to London today had been purchased (for 
American account in London and would 
be returned on the same steamer. The 
price paid was half penny an ounce higher 
than the Bank of England’s bid.

Mr. Nelson (Rep., Minn.) made 
his first speech in the senate advocating 
higher duties as a remedy for financial 
troubles, 

Revenue and Bond Bills to Be Considered. 

Senator Morrill, the new chairman of 
the senate committee on finance, said yes- 
terday thata meeting of that committee 
would be called tomorrow to take up the 
house revenue and bond bills. Mr. Morrill 
expressed the opinion that the bond bill 
would be given precedence in the commit- 
tee, but declined to express an opinion as 
to how speedily it might be disposed of or 
in what shape it might be reported. 

There would have been a meeting of the 
committee yesterday, in accordance with 
Senator Voorhees’ original plan, but for 
the expressed wish of the Republican 
members of the committee, who requested 
Mr. Voorhees to allow the meeting to be 
postponed until after the reorganization 
takes effect. It is believed it will be sate 
isfactory to the Democratic members of 
the committee to have the bond bill re- 
ceive first consideration in committee. 
Senator Jones (Ark.), who is a leading 
Democratic member of the committee, 
yesterday expressed a preference for prior 
consideration of the bond question. 


A Repentant Sinner. 

Kansas City, Jan. 1.—David Crockett 
Boggs, who was tax collector of Wyan- 
dotte county, Kan., in 1859, and who sud- 
denly disappeared in that year with a 
shortage of about $5000, returned to Kane 
sas City yesterday voluniarily to make 
good his shortage. Boggs’ father was gov- 
ernor of Missouri in 1834-36. When he 
disappeared he entered the Confederate 
army. At the close of the war he went to 
Colorado and engaged in the stock busi- 
ness. He never communicated with his 
family, and all of them who are now liv: 
ing supposed that he was dead. Boggs’ 
residence is now at Montrose, Colo. He 
returned to Kansas City solely in order to 
make good his shortage, having made a 
fortune. He desired, he said, to die with 
a clear censcience, and as he was old, 
asked that he be not made to suffer for his 
youthful misdoings. His wish will doubt- 
less be granted. 


Sticks to Original Story. 

SAN FRANcISCcO, Jan. 1.—Mrs. Mary Ab- 
bott Dayidson, who brought the charges 
of improper intimacy against Rev. Dr. 
Brown, is still inthe city prison. Her at- 
torney says the dispatches about Mrs. 
Davidson's eastern record and her im- 
prisonment in Massachusetts mado it 
practically impossible to obtain bail for 
his client, although the bail had been re- 
duced to $2000. Mrs. Davidson, in an in- 
terview yesterday, reiterated her charges 
against Mr. Brown. Mrs. Davidson also 
says she will make further sensational ac- 
cusations during her trial, involving sev- 
eral prominent members of the First 
Congregational church, male and female, 
in scandal similar to that in which she 
implicated the pastor. 


Uprising Threatened. 

Victoria, B. C., Jan. 1—The steamer 
Danube reports great excitement at Sitka 
over the murder of a young brave of the 
Killisnoo tribe, and the arrest of two sail- 
ors of the U. 8. S. Wolcott, with two 
miners and 18 Indians, in connection with 
the crime. The Killisnoo tribe are not 
satisfied with the tardy operations of the 
law, and menace the safety of Sitka, 
where they are gathered in angry parties, 
threatening vengeance on the white in- 
habitants. 


A Lively Shooting Match. 

Victor, Colo., Jan. 1.—In the Union 
theater last night, Proprietor George 
Smith became involved in a quarrel with 
@ man named Ferguson, who, he claimed, 
was one of a party that had threatened to 
clean out the place. Inside of 15 minutes 
fully 50 shots were fired, and when the 
fusilade ended Smith and as bystander 
named Tom Pascoe were dead and Fer- 
guson mortally wounded.

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BURGHERS WILL RESIST 


All Attempts at British Invasion of 
Their Adopted Country, 


Dr. Jameson Makes a Most) 
Startling Move. 


His Entry Into Transvaal Territory Causes | —————————— 


Alarm In England. 


London, Jan. 1—The Morning Post | 


publishes a dispatch from Vienna saying 
tnat a telegram from Pretoria, capital of 
the Transvaal, states that an armed force 
of the British South Africa company, 
numbering 800 men and armed with 
maxim and other guns, is reported to 
have entered the Transvaal. 

The telegram further states that the 
British forces have already reached the 
ricinity of Rustenberg, and are advancing 
apon Johannesberg. On learning of the 
news, President Kruger of Transvaal or- 
dered that a further advance of the in- 
waders should be prevented by force of 
arms, and he issued a proclamation call- 
ing upon all burghers to defend the coun- 
try. An armed conflict, as a result of the 
appeal, is inevitable. 

A dispatch from Cape Town says: ‘Con- 
sequent upon a letter signed by the lead- 
ing inhabitants of Johannesberg, which 
was sent to Dr. Jameson, at Mafeking, on 
Saturday, Dr. Jameson, on Sunday, 
crossed the states. The internal policy of 
the government has incensed not only 
the Uitlanders, but a large number of 
Boers, while its external policy has ex- 
asperated the neighboring states to the ex- 
kent of endangering the peace and inde- 
pendence and the preservation of the re- 
public. Tie people here only desire fair 
play and the maintenance of independence 
and the presence of those public liberties 
without which life is not worth living. 
The government denies these things and 
violates the national sense of Englishmen 
at every turn. 

“We must consider what must be the 
condition of things in the event of an 
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armed conflict. Thousands of unarmed 


men, women and children of our race will | 


be at the mercy of the well-armed Boers, 
while property of enormous value will be 
in the greatest peril. We all feel that we 
are justified in taking any steps to prevent 
the shedding of blood and to insure the 
protection of our rights. 

“It is under these circumstances that we 
feel constrained to invoke your aid. 
Should a disturbance arise here the cir- 
cumstances are so extreme that we cannot 
but believe that you, and the men under 
you, will not fail to come to our rescue. 
We guarantee any expeuse you may reas- 
onably incur in helping us, and ask you to 
believe that nothing but the sternest neces- 
sity has prompted this appeal.” 

Is Jameson Justified? 


The Times thinks that the letter hardly 
justified Dr. Jameson's startling move. 
But it will be necessary, The Times con- 
tinues, to wait for further news before 
judging his action. If he were satisfied 
that nothing but immediate and decisive 
intervention on his part could save a 
great British community from armed vio- 
lence, his conduct will Le approved here. 
It may have been technically incorrect, 
but the sense and feeling of the nation 
will recognize that technicalities could 
not have been suffered to stand in the 
way where the lives and property of thou- 
sands of their fellow citizens were at 
stake. 

Mr. Chamberlain's action indicates, how- 
ever, that no adequate justification exists 
for Dr. Jameson’s apparent breach of the 
law of nations. It was known in official 
circles yesterday that in the course of the 
day Mr. Chamberlain aad wired Dr. 
Jameson, ordering him to return without 
delay to the company’s territory. It can- 
not be supposed that sach astep would 
have been taken had the colonial office 
seen the reason to beliove that the orderly 
British subjects of Johannesberg were in 
immediate danger. Until they have strong 
grounds for entertaining such fears, it is 
their obvious duty to prevent any infringe- 
ment by the chartered (South Africa) 
company of the rights of friendly states. 

The adoption of this course manifestly 
places a serious responsibility upon the 
shoulders of the colonial office. It is be- 
lieved that the Boer forces have been mobil- 
ized under General Joubert, and that an 
explosion is possible at any moment, 

Mr. Chamberlain is believed to have ad- 
dressed himself to President Kruger as 
clearly and as firmly as to Dr. Jameson. 
He called upon the Boer leader to do his 
utmost to prevent hostilities, and has of- 
fered Great Britain’s aid to promote a 
peaceful settlement. - 

A special article to The Times says: 
No statement has yet been issued by the 
government, but it is understood that 
President Kruger has informed High 
Commissioner Robinson at Cape Town 
that a rumor had reached him of an in- 
vasion of the Transvaal, and asking him 
whether this step had been taken with his 
(Robinson) permission. Governor Rob- 
inson replied that he had heard a similar 
rumor, but that he had no knowledge of 
the case, and that if it was true, Dr. 
Jameson must have acted on his own re- 
sponsibility. He had, however, dispatched 
messengers to the frontier to recall any 
force that might have been moved. 

The Times understands that Dr. Jame- 
son’s force is well provisioned for a four 
days’ march, and supposes that the wires 
have been cut, so that it Is impossible for 
telegrams to reach him. It will probably 
take him four days to reach Johannes- 
berg and the opposing forces. It is es- 
mated that the Boer forces, well armed.

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CLEVELAND'S CHOICE, 


Brewer, Gilman, Coudert, White and 
Alvey on Venezuelan Commission, 


‘Three Jurists and Two Col- 
lege Presidents. 


Sketches of Men Appointed to Consider an Im- 
portant Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—It is the presi- 
dent’s intention to have the Venezuelan 
boundary commission meet as soon as 
possible, but he has not yet decided when 
tocallthe primary meeting. The presi- 
| dent last night announced the composi- 
| tion of the commission, which will consist 
of five members, as follows: 

David J. Brewer of Kansas, justice of 
} 


the United States supreme court. 

Richard H. Alvey of Maryland, chief 
justice of the court of appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Andrew D. White of New York. 

Frederick R. Coudert of New York. 

Daniel C. Gilman of Maryland. 

The commission is regarded here among 
those who had an opportunity to see the 
list of names after they were made public 
as a very satisfactory one, whose opinions 
and conclusions will be received by the 
American public with that confidence 
which the standing of the members of 
the commission in the public eye inspires. 

Ail of the above named persons will ac- 
sept the places to which they have been 
appointed, and are expected to assemble 
in Washington as soon as practicable with 
a view to their swearing in and entering 
upon their work. 

The appointments are made in compli 
ance with a resolution of congress, passed 
at the request of President Cleveland, and 
the work of the commissioners will be to 
examine and collect evidence, with a view 
| to determining the true divisional line be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana. 

The conclusions reached by the commis- 
sion will be reported to the president for 
his information in connection with any 
further represedtations and communica 
tions that may be made by this govern- 
ment to Great Britain in connection with 
the boundary line dispute between the 
latter country and Venezuela. 

All Men of Note, 

Justice Brewer isa Republican in poli- 
tics, and about 58 years of age. He iss 
graduate of Yale, and has spent consider- 
able time in the practice of his profession 
in Kansas, where he filled a number of 
judicial offices. In 1884 he was appointed 
circuit court judge of the United States 
for the Eighth district, and was appointed 
associate justice of the supreme court in 
December, 1889, by President Harrison. 

Richard H. Alvey is a Democrat in poll- 
tics and a man of marked legal ability. 
It was the great reputation he gained as 
judgeinthe Maryland courts which led 
| President Cleveland, in the absence of 

political influence on Judge Alvey’s part. 
to appoint him to the position of chief 
justice of the court of appeals of this dis- 
trict. He is about 60 years of age. 
| Andrew D. White was born in Homer, 


| 


N. YV., Nov. 17, 1837. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1853, and spent two years in 
Europe, part of the time as attache of the 
American legation at St. Petersburg. He 
returned home in 1856, and in the follow- 
ing year was elected professor of history 
and English literature in the University 
of Michigan. In 1862 he resigned because 
of poor health and returned to his former 
home in Syracuse, where he was elected 
to the state senate. He was re-elected in 
1864. In 1876 he became first president of 
Cornell university, which post he filled 
until 1885, when failing health compelled 
him to retire. He was one of the com- 
missioners to Santo Domingo in 1871. He 
was president of the Republican state con- 
vention of New York in October of the 
same year, and was United States minister 
to Germany from 1879 to 1881. In 1893 
President Harrison appointed Mr. White 
minister to Russia to succeed Charles KE. 
Smith. Mr. White has published many 
volumes, besides contributing to periodi- 
cals. Mr. White is a Republican in poli- 
tics. 

Frederick R, Coudert is a Democrat in 
politics, and is one of the best known men 
of the bar in New York. Mr. Coudert 
was one of the counsel for the United 
States on the Behring seu commission, 
and in that capacity he made one of the 
most eloquent and effective speeches de- 
livered in behalf of the American conten- 
tions. 

The last named of the commission, Dan- 
iel C. Gilman, is president of Johns Hop- 
kins university, and is well known as an 
authority on international law. He was 
at one time president of the University of 
California, and was later called to take up 
the work of the organization of the uni- 
versity of which he is now at the head. 
One of his principal acquisitions is the 
mastery of the science of physical 
geography. He is the author of a life of 
President Monroe. Mr. Gilman has never 
figured prominently in politics. At the 
White House it is stated that he has no 
politics, but his proclivities are under- 
stood to be Republican. 

The two great parties, it will be seen, 
are equally represented on the commission, 
with the fifth member having no out- 
spoken politics.

Boston, Jan. 2.—Stephen O’Meara to- 
day resumes the management of the Bos- 
ton Journal, from which he resigned last 
March. The new management declares 
its position as follows: The Journal re- 
turns today to its former management. 
This means a stalwart support of the prin- 
ciples and public policies for which it has 
stood for more than a generation. It will 
continue to represent. fully in New Eng- 
land the Republican party of the country. 
It will voice the Republicanism of New 
England in its broadest sense.

PLEDGE FROM KRUGER,| 


Boers Will Not Engage In Conflict 
With Jameson at Present, 


South Africa Company Is 
Blamed For Hostilities. 


| British Greed In the Transvaal Strongly Re- 


sented by Germany. 


Lonpoy, Jan. 2.—It is stated that Presi- 


dent Kruger has telegraphed to Colonial 


Secretary Chamberlain pledging his goy- 
ernment that the Boers shall temporarily 
adopt a passive attitude toward Dr. 
Jameson’s force on its arrival outside of 
An important feature of 
this arrangement between Mr. Chamber- 
tain and President Kruger is that all re- 
sponsibility for hostility will rest with 
the Chartered South African company. 
The Times, in an editorial, thinks that 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain’s censure 
of Dr. Jameson for the invasion of the 
Transvaal in the absence of the man who 
has undeniably rendered great and dis- 


| tinguished services to his country is 


somewhat precipitate. 

The Belfast Kvening Telegraph pub- 
lishes a private letter from Buluwayo, 
South Africa, dated Nov. 1, stating that 
there was talk there even at that time of 
the English seizing the Transvaal and 


| that the Chartered South African com- 


pany’s troops had gone south for that 
purpose, under secret orders, with 10 guns 
and many wagons. 

A dispatch from The Hague says that 
the Rotterdamsche Courant regards Dr. 
Jameson’s action in the Transvaal as a 
most flagrant example of British arro- 
gance. It admits that Holland can do 
nothing for the Boers, and fears that Eng- 
land will seize the opportunity to wipe 
out the stain of the Majubahill incident. 
It also expresses the hope that Germany 
will come to the rescue. 

Germans Are Excited, 

Considerable excitement prevails in 
Berlin over the crisis in the Transvaal, 
and the attitude of Great Britain is de- 
nounced upon all sides. The National 
Zeitung says: The South African com- 
pany, holding the churter of the queen, 
has committed a grievous breach of the 
peace and violation of the law of nations. 
Germany's interests demand that the in- 
dependent republic shall be maintained in- 
tact, and we expect Germany to interpose 
with all possible emphasis to assist Presi- 
dent Kruger. 

The Vossische Zeitung says: The pro- 
ceedings of the British South African com- 
pany cannot be tolerated, and Germany 
must immediately take energetic steps to 
protect [the South Afrigan republic. The 
paper expresses hope that Dr. Leyd, the 
secretary of state of tho South African re- 
public, whois now in Berlin and in close 
communication with the foreign office, has 
telegraphed to Pretoria that Germany 
will grant the Boers protection that will 
not be merely diplomatic. 

It is reported that Emperor William has 
promised his moral support te the Boers, 
and has indicated thut he may take other

present course. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Times 
says: The crisis is clearly endangering 
Anglo-German relations. Public 
opinion is excited and angry, and with-

The colonial office publishes the follow- 
ing telegrams from Sir Hercules Robin- 
son, governor of Cape Colony, to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, which are dated 
Jan. 2: 

A messenger overtook Dr. Jameson 10 
miles the other side of Elans river. He 
has brought back a verbal message to the 
effect that the dispatches have been re- 
ceived and will be attended to. The forces 
were then saddling up, and immediately 
proceeded eastward into the Transvaal. 
Dr. Jameson thus received and disre- 
garded my message. Sir Jacobus DeWot 
(British agent in Transvaal) telegraphs 
that the fighting commenced at 4 o'clock 
yesterday. He was unable to obtain de- 
tails from General Joubert (commander of 
the Transvaal forces) last evening, and 
had heard nothing beyond ru 

Asecond cablegram has been received 
from Sir Hercules Robinson, which says: 
The British agent at Pretoria telegraphs 
under date of Jan. 2: I have just seen 
General Joubert, and he says that, as far 
as he knows, Dr. Jameson has been driven 
out of several positions. The burghers 
have 25 of their wounded as prisoners, in- 
cluding three officers, and five corpses 

have been buried by the burghers. The 
fighting is still proceeding. No force has 
yet left Johannesburg to assist Dr. Jame- 
son. 

A third cable from Sir Hercules Robin- 
son forwards a dispatch from the British 
agent at Pretoria, stating that Dr. Jame- 
son’s forces have surrendered.

Debating Club, 


A Large Majority of the Young 


Statesmen Believe It Is. 


The debate of the Quincy Debating club 
Thursday evening was on the following 
“Resolved that the Munroe 
Doctrine is applicable to the Venezuela 


subject: 


quvstion.”’ 

The debate was somewhat of a dis- 
appointment as three of the principal dis- 
pulants were unavoidably absent Mr. 
Fred Tupper therefore opened the debate 
in the negative. 

He said tbis was a dispute over a bound- 
ary line and the first thing to look at was 
where they got this line. Great Britian 
acquired theirs from Holland, and the 
government of Venezuela from the Spanish. 
lf we knew exactly what the rights of these 
two countries were there would be no dis- 
pute. The Munroe doctrine was simply a 
principle adopted when our country was 
small, and it was absurd when applied to 
to this question, as it did not matter to the 
United States whether the land belonged 
to Great Britain or the United States. It 
would be better for Mr. Cleveland to ap- 
ply this doctriue to the more dangerous 
matters of public interest which were polit- 
ical corruption and intemperance. 

Stephen A. Foster, for the affirmative, 
said it Was not a question as to whether 
Cleveland was wise in his message, but 
whether the Monroe doctrine is applicable 
tothe question. It may not be wise to 
enforce it, but to say it is not applicable is 
not wise. Long before the Monroe doc- 
trine the question of establishing protector- 
ates had attracted the attention of Congress, 
but had not taken form. After the over- 
throw of Napoleon it was intimated that 
the alliance formed would be forced into this 

country, and there was alsoa question of 
boundary line between Russia and the 
United States. He saw no difference be- 
tween a case where they wish to establish 
2 monarchy and where they seek to extend 
a@ monarchy. It seemed to him that the 
Monroe doctrine was applicable where they 
were seeking to extend or take territory 
where they had no right. Great Britain 
has always been a land grabber. 

Mr, Youngman of the Harvard Forum 
also spoke in the affirmative. He said the 
question was, whether England has a right 
to that land, and as Gladstone or Salisbury 
say nothing about it, it is evidence that 
they do not have a very strong claim. 
They base their claim upon the Schonburgk 
line, and the speaker then defined at 
length what that line was. The only 
grounds Great Britian claims this on is 
that Englishmen have gone there and 
settled. Venezuela bases its claim on a 
treaty received from the Spanish in 1648. 
If England has no claim she is violating 
the Monroe doctrine. If Great Britian had 
a good case it should be willing to arbi- 
trate, 

Delcevare King for the negative said 
there was another doctrine that had been 
handed down to us by President Washing- 
ton, which was the doctrine of non-inter- 
vention, and this doctrine should be ap- 
plied to this question rather than the 
Monroe doctiine, At the time of the 
forming of the alliance the position of 
the United States was weak and the 
Monroe doctrine was annunciated. He 
was willing to admit that Great Britain had 
encroached upon Venezuela, but he could 
not see that they bad encroached upon the 
United States. ‘The Monroe doctrine was 
only laid down to consider what virtually 
concerned the United States and when the 
question did not virtually concern the 
United States the doctrine of Washington 
should be applied. 

Otber speakers on tha question were 
Charles Sampson, 8, A. Southworth and E, 
8. Litchfield. 

A vote was then taken on the question 
which resulted in favor of the sffirmative 
by a vote of 17 tol.

NO STUMBLING BLOCK 


Will Hamper the Work of the i 
zuelan Boundary Commission, 


Their Work Will Be Begun 
Without Delay. 


Transvaal Disturbance Furnishes a Direct and 
Opportune Parallel. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—It is authorita: 
tively stated on behalf of the administra- 
tion that the Venezuelan commission will H 
be absolute master of its own procedure, | 
fixing the time and place of its meetings, 
and determining for itself whether or not 
it shall visit foreign countries; what class 
of evidence may be taken, and how inter- 


fore the tribunal. 

This independence of action is deemed 
necessary to secure to the commission’s 
findings that degree of weight and respect 
among other nations that can be attained 
only through a knowledge that the body 
is free from any restraint or obligation ta 
the United States government which hag 
created it. Our government will occupy 
the status of an exact neutral in the pro- 
ceedings. The state department will lend 
Such assistance as may be required ta 
facilitate the work of the commission in 
procuring transportation for it on a United 
States warship, if that is desired, and in 
supplying any records in its possession 
that may be called for. 

But while it will not allow itself to be 
placed in the position of taking sides as ta 
the merits of the controversy between 
Great Britain and Venezuela, it will not 
underiake to present the Venezuela case, 
nor will it even endeavor to offset any 
evidence that leads toward the British 
contention. Therefore the various sug: 
gestions that have been made to the de: 
partment by individuals in this country 
as to where evidence can be secured have 
been ignored. Such matter is regarded ag 
proper for the consideration of the com- 
mission, but is 

Not For the State Depariment, 


It is pointed out that on this attitude 
the department is exactly consistent with 
its course in the past. From the begin- 
ning of the negotiations with Great Britain 
touching the Venezuelan boundary, the 
United States government has especially 
refrained from committing itself to a re- 
cognition of the justice of Venezuela’s 
claim, and has limited itself strictly tu 
the contention that this was proper mat- 
ter for settlement by arbitration. 

Moreover, the attitude which the de- 
partment has assumed toward the com- 
mission itself is regarded as a sufficient 
negative to the assumption in Europa 
that the United States government pur- 
posed constituting itself the arbitrator in 
this dispute, for the commission will be 
as independent of the United States goy- 
ernment as it will be of any other govern- 
ment. 

The personnel of the commission is com- 
mended by members of the house whe 
take particular interest in international 
matters, regardless of party affiliation. 
The gentlemen selected were considered 
entirely competent to conduct what the 
president in his message expressed a wish 
for—a judicial examination of the orien 
relating to the boundary. 

It was also pointed out that while sey- 
eral members of the commission have 
participated in politics, they cannot be 
considered strong partisans at this time; 
so that so far as our domestic affairs are | 
concerned, they would not be likely toe 
enter upon their work with any party 
ends to serve. 

No Delay. 


The present expectation is that the first 


meeting of the Venezuelan boundary com- 


mission will be held at the state depart- 
ment next Saturday. All the members of 
the body, with the exception of Commis- 
sioner White, have signified their ability 
The latter will 
not reach the city before Tuesday, and} 


| there is a possibility the first meeting may | 


be deferred until that day, though this is 
not likely. 
There are a number of questions arising 


| in connection with the work of the body, 


such as the selection of quarters, etc., be- 
side other preliminary matters not affect- 
ing vitally the questions at issue, that can 
be passed upon by the majority of the 
commissioners. 

The members have not yet received their 
commissions, and hence it isnot positively 
known who will be the chairman, al- 
though the presumption is that Justice 
Brewer, having been the first named, will 
have that honor. Justice Brewer has 
heretofore met his fellow-commissioners, 
and he is anxious that the work which the 
commission was appointed to perform be } 
commenced at as early a date as practica- 
ble. 

What needs to be determined first by the 
commission, the justice thinks, is a dis- 
tinct and definite understanding of just 
what facts are desired, and the body can 
then go ahead and perform its work 
systematically. He realizes what an effect 
on the public mind the conclusions reached 
by the commissioners will have, what their 
significance will be and how they must 
carry conviction. The investigation, he 
says, must bea thorough one or none at 
all. 

A Comparison. 

In speaking of the Venezuelan question, 
an authority upon international affairs 
pointed out that the present hostilities 
inthe Transvaal furnished a direct and 
most opportune parallel to the South 
American dispute. 

The note of the German government to 
Great Britain, requesting an explanation 
of Jameson’s expedition into the Boers’ 
territory, and protesting against it, hoe 
thought, would tend to fortify the argu- 
ments of the United States in justification 
of its action regarding the Venezuelan 
boundary. 

The conditions of the two cases are not 
unlike. The Transvaal is nominally an 
independent republic, and Germany does 
not claim to maintain a protectorate over 
it any more than the United States does 
over Venezuela, yet Germany assumes a 
right to interfere to check British aggres- 
sions. 

Nor can the German government claim 
that its own safety isin any way menaced by 
any steps the English might take against 
the Boers, It can only assert a right to 
interfere on the ground that its interests 
are involved, which is thought by many 
to be the only tenable ground upon which 
this government can base its right to be 
considered a party to the dispute between 
Venezyela and a British dependency. _ 

There is no doubt that proceedings ip 
the Transvaal will have an interest for 
this government, which they otherwise 
would not, because of their possible ap- 


plication to the Venezuelan boundary cor- 
respondence, 


Salisbury at Fault. 
| 


A letter addressed by Lord Granville, 
the then British foreign minister, to the 
representative of the Venezuelan govern- | 
ment, acquiescing in the suggestion al- 
ready made by that representative for in- 
cluding in a pending treaty aclause pro- 
viding for the arbitration of any and all | 
differences between the two governments, 
is mada public. This letter proves the 
statement made by the London Chronicle | 
to the effect that Earl Granville had vir- | 
tually concluded a treaty with Venezuela 
in 1885, containing an arbitration clause 
that covered the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute. It is now claimed that there is a | 
wide discrepancy between Lord Salis- | 
bury’s interpretation of Earl Granville’s | 
agreement as covering the arbitration of | 
the boundary dispute and his recent notes | 
to Secretary Olney upon the same subject. | 

In Venezuela’s Favor. 

A dispatch from London states that The | 
Chronicle prints this morning the official | 
correspondence, hitherto unpublished, be- 
tween the governments of Great Britain 
and Venezuela during the period between | 
November, 1840, when Sir Robert Schom- | 
burgk was appointed commissioner by the | 
British government to survey the western | 
territory of British Guiana, aud April, 
1842, when England finally removed the 
boundary posts which he had set at va- | 
rious pointsin that territory to form the 
so-called Schomburgk line. 

It appears from this correspondence 
that on Oct. 5, 1841, Senor Fortique, Ven- 
ezuelan minister to London, wrote to | 
Lord Aberdeen, secretary of state for for- | 
eign affairs, expressing surprise at the 
erection of a British sentry box upon Ven- 
ezuelan territory, and urging the necessity | 
of entering upon a treaty of bound-| 
aries as a previous step to the fixation of | 
limits. | 

Lord Aberdeen replied to this on Oct. 21, | 
saying that he had received Mr. Robert 
Schomburgk’s report. ‘It appears,’’ Lord 
Aberdeen continued, ‘‘that Mr. Robert | 
Schomburgk planted the boundary posts | 
at certain points in the country he sur- 
veyed, and that he was fully aware that | 
the demarkatiun so made was merely a | 
preliminary measure open to future dis- 
cussion between the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela. But it does not 
appear that Mr. Schomburgk left behind 
apy guardhouse or sentry box or building 
bearing the British flag.” 

In conclusion, after discussing the de- 
tails of the correspondence, The Chronicle's 
commissioner says: “If the foregoing 
documents are genuine, and their source 
excludes any suspicion to the contrary, 
then the Schomburgk line is proved worth- | 
less as a basis for any territorial claim.”’

St Louis’ Holocaust 


St. Louis, Jan. 3.—Five persons were 
killed, one fatally injured, four more mias- | 
ing and 381 received injuries more or less | 
serious as the result of an explosion that 
occurred early yesterday afternoon, 
Everybody for blocks around Second, 
Third, Locust and Olive streets was 
startled by a series of three explosions that 
demolished the building at 809 Second 
street, in which it occurred, badly damag 
ing adjoining property and shattering 
thousands of panes of glass in the vicinity. 
The building occupied by the Anchor 
Peanut company and H, B. Grubb, agent 
of Ditwiller & Street, of Greenfield, N. J., 
was set on fire in some manner. The 
flames, which started on the first floor, 
communicated to a quantity of fireworks | 
on the second floor, owned by Grubb. 
These exploded with terrifle force, throw- 
ing burning brands, bricks and debris in 
every direction.

ToPrEKA, Jan. 8.--Ex-Chief Justice Al- 
bert Horton has entered his associate, 
Justice David J. Brewer, as Republican 
eandidate for the presidency. ‘Do you 
know,” said he, “that Judge Brewer is 
likely to be considered for the presidency 
by the St. Louis convention. He is de- 
cidedly the biggest man Kansas ever gave 
to the public life, and you will find that 
he will distinguish himself in the Vene- 
zuelan investigation.

wonderful in its construction and has 
had a marvelous influence for good in 
the world. Again toward the close of 
his ministry we are introduced to two} 
parables on the subject of prayer which | 
emphasize two important features that 
should characterize our prayers—name- 
ly, importunity and humility. 

1. Importunity in prayer. This is 
taught by the parable of the woman and 
the unjust judge, who heard her and 
granted her request simply because she 
persisted in her request. Thus it is il- 
lustrated to us that ‘‘men ought always | 
to pray and not to faint.’’ For if an un- 
just judge would hear the prayers of} 
one who was in no way related to her, 
because she was persistent, how much | 
| 
just Judge would hear the prayers of His 
children, if they were constantly 
bronght before Him. Prayer is the only 
weapon we have by which we can move 
the arm of God, and this one weapon 
must be wielded constantly. God often 
keeps us waiting for our own good, but 
if we persist He will hear us. 

2. Hamility in prayer. This is taught 
by contrast in the parable of the Phari- 
see and the publican. In his self confi- 
dence and self righteousness the Phari- 
see offers up a self congratulatory prayer. 
It is not heard. The publican, on the 
other hand, standing afar off, scarcely 
lifting his eyes to heaven, smote his 
breast and exclaimed ‘‘God be merciful 
to me, a sinner.’?

AMERICAN SENTIMENT 


Must Not Be Ignored by England In 
the Venezuelan Dispute, 


Arbitration the Only Means 
of Settlement. 


London Chronicle’s Special Commissioner Of- 
fers Some Sound Advice. 


Lonpon, Jan. 4.—The Chronicle says in 
an editorial this morning: The Amer- 
ican case in its latest deveiopments is now 
before Great Britain. We can only sug- 
gest that it demands a most careful con- 
sideration. 

We withdraw nothing that we have said 
as tothe impossible character of the deal, 
and that England must accept the decis- 
ion of an American tribunal; but we ask 
whether all the suggestions enumerated 
by our commissioner can be met witha 
point-blank refusal. 

“We ask for a cool and quiet preparation 
of the national mind, above all, for a de- 
termination to put aside passion and 
prejudice and consider simply how peace 
may be kept and the nations reasonably 
satisfied. 

Lord Salisbury is master of the situa- 
tion. He will have public opinion behind 
him in a resistance to claims inconsistent 
with the honor of the empire. Above all, 
let us have a Behring sea treaty at once as 
anearnest of the settlement of the Ven- 
ezuelan problem. 

Tue foregoing editorial is inspired by a 
Dispatch of Great Importance 
received by The Chronicte from its special 
commissioner in Washington. The dis- 

patch reads as follows: 

Iam now at length able to speak with 
confidence of opinion in the highest Amer- 
ican quarters. The only condition on 
which the men whom I specially desired 
to see would speak has been my personal 
pledge noteven by a hint to betray their 
names; therefore I can only give you my 
word that I am not exaggerating my au- 
thorities. 

President Clevyeland’s message to con- 
gress has done several things good and 
evil. First, it has destroyed every chance 
of saving the Armenians. 

Second, it has given a strong impetus 
toward closer ties between Great Britain 
and her colonies. 

Mhird.it haa enormonsly emphasized 
the line of cleavage always existing, but 
discreetly ignored, between east and west 
in the United States. The west today re- 
gards the east especially a European an- 
nex and New York bankers as allies of the 
“money sharks” of Europe. 

Fourth, it has rendered certain the crea- 
tion of a great American navy, which the 
next generation will be almost irresistibly 
tempted to use for aggression. Fifth, and 
most important, it has, unless foolish 
words or unforeseen events bar its natural 
consequence, paved the way for better fu- 
ture relations, because Americans, having 
experience of the consequences, will cease 
their ignorant denunciations, and the 
Englishmen wilf learn to show much 
greater respect to American national opin- 
ion, knowing that force is behind it, and 
will therefore refrain from provoking it 
by utterances and acts of veiled contempt. 

Finally the message has rendered possi- 
ble the avoidance ofa far vaster dauger, 
namely, the question of the Nicaragua 
canal, A man who would be very near 
the head of the American army in case of 
war, said to me: “It is a blessing the 
Venezuelan affair has happened, because 
a specific solution of this will point the 
way to the same thing over Nicaragua, 
concerning which, otherwise, the two na- 
tions would certainly have fought.” 

Every paper reprints my yesterday's 
dispatch with striking headlines. Great 
surprise isexpressed here that it should 
have been necessary for an English jour- 
nalist to come to Washington in order to 
secure the publication of official British 
correspondence so vital tothe issue, Pass- 
ing over the compliment, the fact is cer- 
tainly curious and the significance not 
altogether pleasant. 


Americans Anxious For Arbitration, 


However, the Schomburgk line is now 
proved destitute of any equality of per- 
manence, and it therefore remains to con- 
sider the situation as affected by its re- 
moval. I can affirm positively that the 
American government is, above every- 
thing, anxious for arbitration. Whatever 
may have been its actual result, the in- 
tention of President Cleveland’s message 
was amicable. 

But behind it has sprung up a national 
sentiment which it would be utter mad- 
ness on the part of the English people to 
disregard or underestimate. The Monroe 
doctrine is not worth discussing. The fact 
is, that if Venezuela does not come within 
the four corners of the Monroe doctrine 
then the new doctrine, the Olney doctrine, 
covers it, and American opinion over- 
whelmingly favors its general principles. 
Moreover, America demands arbitration | 
as a sacred right, and for this she will 
fight if need be. | 

Iam astounded at the depth and char-! 
acter of American feeling on this ques- 
tion. Men, experienced, staid, elderly, 
conservative, many holding judicial posi- 
tions of great responsibility, frankly de- 
clare their uncompromising support of 
this American doctrine. And while it is 
clear that President Cleveland was in- 
finitely too clever and too devoted to his 
own party not too see that his message 
would deal a knock-down blow to the two 
groups of his political enemies—Republi- 
cans and free silver men—still, no greater 
mistake would be possible than for Eng- 
land to regard the message as a merc party | 
maneuver. If this latter view gains ac- 
ceptance, the consequence of the mistake 
may be awful.

Now, how shall arbitration be reached? the 
The best way of all would be for Lord Tem 


direct witn Venezuela. ‘he cabinet here 
would much prefer this course. I under- 
stond, upon high authority, that the Vene- 
zuelan government would express its re- 
gret at the Yuruan outrage, pay all the 
additional indemnity demanded, and re- 
quest England to resume diplomatic rela- 
tions, if in return England would agree 
upon a reference of the whole question to 
any competent tribural she might select. 
And America would bring every pressure to 
bear to this end, if Venezuela hesitated. 
Lord Salisbury’s dispatch intimated that 
the absence of diplomatic relations con- 
stituted a bar to negotiation. The above 
suggestion removes this, and as America 
will defend the British right to an apol- 
ogy and indemnity, no loss of dignity 
would be involved by acceding. 

The second method is, if Lord Salisbury 
will say he believes the commission fair 
and competent to consider the historical 
question and ask if the American govern- 
ment would permit wimto name British 
commissioners to join it, without com- 
mitting himself to abide by the result. I 
can assert that the cabinet would in- 
stantly welcome the proposal. 

The third method is, supposing the 
American commission devotes its atten- 
tion first to the territory England is will- 
ing to arbitrate, and report there to a 
prima facie case for ccnsidering the larget 
question at the same time, will Lord 
Salisbury then conscnt to submit that 
question to either th» siigie-or a dua! 
commission? 

Tere is a fourth method, for I have 
every reason to believo that Mr. Bayard 
will inform Lord Salisbury of the consti- 
tution of the commission, and say that if 
England is willing to lay her case before 
it without prejudice, America will be very 
glad to receive the documents. Indeed, 
the request for the British case may be 
more direct and pressing than this. It is 
impossible to see how, Lord Salisbury can 
refuse and equally impossible to see how, 
having acceded, he can wholly disregard 
the finding. 

Here, again, arbitration appears the in- 
evitable and natural result. By declin- 
ing arbitration in any shape, Lord Sa’’s- 
bury is courting for England the ill-will 
of twocontinents. Most weighty of all, 
and this is my serious but confident con- 
clusion, if he does, the American peop)? 
will consider fighting for arbitration as 
fighting for peace. 

Behring Se: Allusion, 


I beg your attention to one other urgent 
matter. The Behring sea commission de- 
clared that America should pay $425,000 
or appoint a commission to determine the 
damages. Secretary Gresham made it 
clear that the assent cf congress was es- 
sential to the payment. Congress, in 
spite of President Cleveland’s pressure, 
refused. The president's message of Dec. 
8 last. said thatif congress still declined 
to affirm the award, “it certainly will 
hardly dissent from the proposition that 
the government is bouid by every consid- 
eration of honor and gvod faith to provide 
for the speedy adjustment of these claims 
by arbitration asthe only other alterna- 
tive. A treaty of arbitration has there- 
fore been agreed upon, and will be imme- 
diately laid before the senate so that in 
one of the modes sugpysted a final settle- 
ment may be rearhot 

Now this treaty has Seen drawn up, dis- 
cussed, approved by America, by Canada 
and by the British ambassador here 
Where is it? Itislyingin London in the 
hands of the British government. Mean- 
while the president is unable to keep his 
promise to congress, and must soon make 
awkward explanations if nothing is done. 
The instant conclusion of this treaty is 
demanded by the effect upon the public 
opinion of both countries of one reference 
to arbitration, while another is hanging 
fire; and by the proof it would afford of the 
absence of bellicose feeling here and of the 
syinpathetic attitude of England. Pray 
urge this in the interests of peace. 

The Chronicle publishes from the blue 
books a summary of the negotiations with 
Venezuela between 1884 and 1886. Com- 
menting upon this summary, The Chron- 
icle says: Evidently some important 
documents are missing from the official 
publications, and the public have been 
left in ignorance of much of the real evi- 
dence. All the documents we have re- 
cently published were accessible to the 
government agents, and if the foreign 
office possesses evidence to strengthen 
Lord Salisbury’s position, surely it is time 
it was published.

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WITHIN LEGAL RIGHTS Qur Sixth Anwal January Mark Down Sales 


A Married Woman’s Time Belongs 
Absolutely to Herself. 


Distinct and Independent Per- 
son From Husband. 


Statutes Have Abridged Husband’s Rights to 
His Wife’s Services. 


Boston, Jan. 4.—The full bench of the 
supreme judicial court, in an opinion filled 
yesterday, decides an important question 
of woman’s rights, holding that in an ac- 
tion brought by a married woman to re- 
cover damages for a personal injury the 
{mpairment of her capacity to perform 
labor can be considered as an element of 
the damages. 

The case was that of Lydia W. Harmon 
vs. the Old Colony Railroad company, and 
was an action to recover for injuries to 
the plaintiff sustained while a passenger 
in one of defendant's cars. 

The plaintiff was a married woman, en- 
gagedin keeping a restaurant, and her 
husband also brought a suit to recover 
Gaimnges for the loss of the company, 
service and care of his wife. 

In the suit of the husband there wasa 
verdict in his favor, which was satisfled; 
subsequently the suit of the wife was 
tried, and she was asked what was the 

Market Value of Her Services 
at the time of the accident. The court 
excluded this evidence, and the plaintiff 
excepted. 

In the opinion of the supreme court, 
which is written by Judge Allen, the stat- 
utes relative to married women doing 
business on their own account and re- 
lating to the property of married women 
are reviewed, after which the court says: 

“By virtue of this legislation, a married 
woman becomes in the view of the law a 
distinct and independent person from her 
husband, not only in respect to her right 
to own property, but also in respect to her 
right to use her time for the purpose of 
earning money on her sole and separate 
account. 

She may perform labor, and is entitled 
to her wages and earnings. If she com- 
plies with the statutory requirement as to 
recording a certificate, she may carry on 
any trade or business on her sole and sep- 
arate account, and take the profits, if prof: 
its there are 

As Her Separate Property. 

Her right to enter into contracts, to earn 
money, to engage in performing labor or 
service, to enterinto trade on her own ac- 
count, is inconsistent with the view that 
her capacity to labor belongs exclusively 
to her husband. He can appropriate 
neither her earnings nor her time. Her 
right to employ her time for the earn- 
ing of money on her own account 
isascomplete as his; subject to the re- 
quirement of recording a certificate in case 
she enters into trade. This may interfere 


with his right to and enjoyment of her!

“His right in these respects {s nov

In the Eaining of Money 
by performing labor or by carrying on a 
trade or business. So far asthe statutes 
have given to her aright to act independ- 
ently of him, so far his rights and control 
in respect to her are necessarily abridged. 

“He can no longer compel her to work 
for him during such time as she may 
choose to perform labor on her sole and 
separate account. * * * By the stat- 
utes, which modify the common law, the 
husband’s right to his wife's services is 
abridged, though his obligation to support 
her remains.” 

In answer to a suggestion as to what 
might occur in case a wife wished to 
make # contract which would take her 
away from home, perhaps for years, and 
amount to a practical desertion of her 
husband, the court says: 

“To a certain limited extent, as, for ex- 
ample, in fixing thedomicile, and in being 
responsible under ordinary circumstances 
for its orderly management, the husband 
is still the head of the family.” 


REED BOOM LAUNCHED. 


Maine Man Is an Ideal Republican, Says the 
Boston Journal. 


Boston, Jan. 4.—The Boston Journal, 
editorially, says today: The Boston Jour- 
nal, voicing the vigorous sentiment of the 
Republican party of New England, de- 
clares for Thomas B. Reed for the presi- 
dency. If New England's delegates to the 
national convention are to represent New 
England, they must be Reed men—all of 
them. '

Testified Against Himself. 

Boston, Jan. 4.—The libel suit of Con- 
gressman Atwood against Frederick W. 
Peabody still continues in the superior 
court, and yesterday, for the first time, 
with the plaintiff on the stand, sensational 
testimony was adduced. Mr. Atwood said 
(as city architect) that contracts for city 
work had frequently been given to others 
than the lowest bidders, because he 
thought the lowest might not be reliable 
or reasonable; that he approved labor bills 
of contractors sometimes calling for twice 
the men and time than was actually em- 
ployed, relying on the honesty, honor and 
integrity of the contractors; that he split 
contracts in several instances to avoid ad- 
yertising them, as the ordinance required, 
and to get day work which witness be- 
Neved was better than contract work. 
Other testimony on similar lines was 
brought outin the severe cross-examina 
tion of Congressman Atwood.

HABANA, Jan. 4.—The insurgents ars | 
apparently making a swift advance directly | 
upon Habana, ‘The advance guard of 
their cavalry, under General Lacret, was, | 
at latest accounts, at Tapaste, which is 
only 18 miles from Guanabacoa, the latter | 
being but a suburb of Habana, five miles | 
from the city, where a bathing beach, fre-

The 
progress of this last movement is, there- 
fore, awaited with keen apprehension. 
Martial Law Proclaimed. 

The authorities confess the grave con- 
dition of affairs by proclaiming martial} 
law for the provinces of Habana and Pina} 
del Rio. Maximo Gomez has declared his 
purpose to penetrate into the province of 
Pina del Rio, and the action of the author- 
ities is understood to indicate that they 
have no hope of preventing him from car- 
rying out his threat. 

It is not only the organized armed force 
of the advancing insurgents that they find 
themselves compelled to prepare against. 
In fact, there is little apprehension that 
this force could assume much success in 
an assault upon this city, great as is the 
damage that they have wrought in the 
country. But the irresistible progress 
the insurgent army, whither it " 
from one end of the island to the*Sther, 
has served immensely + i.crease the bold- | 
ness of their.*y;mpathizers, who have 
hitherto remained passive non-combat- 
ants. If these were to see the occasion 
for a successful stroke, there is no doubt 
that great accessions to the insurgent 
forces would be gained throughout the 
provinces of Habana and Pina del Rio, 
and there are grave fears that an uprising 
would occurin the city of Habana itself.

TRANSVAAL TROUBLES 


Causing Much Uneasiness on Account of the 
Kaiser’s Attitude. 


Lonpon, Jan. 4.—The colonial office re- 
mained open until 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, many officials attending there, but 
no further news from Transvaal was re- 
ceived, 

The Emperor of Germany has sent the 
following cable dispatch to Paul Kruger, 
president of the South African republic: 
“I express my sincere congratulations 
that, supported by your people and with- 
out appealing for help to friendly powers, 
you have succeeded by your own energetic 
action against the armed bands which in- 
vaded your country as disturbera of the 
peace and have thus been enabled to re- 
store, peace and safeguard the independ- 
ance of your country against attacks from 
outside ” 

Emperor William’s dispatch to Presi- 
dent Kruger is denounced with the ut- 
most severity in.the editorials in English 
newspapers today. The Times says: It 
is grave and distinctly unfriendly, and, 
being compiled after conference with 
Chancellor yon Hohenlohe and the for- 
eign and naval secretaries, imparts to it 
the importance of a state act. The article 
proceeds to argue that Germany has no 
ground to contend that any doubt exists 
as to England’s right of suzerainty over 
the Transvaal, and asks: Is our Berlin 
correspondent indeed right when he con- 
fesses that he is driven to the conclusion 
that Germany has gladly seized this op- 
portunity to humiliate England? 


WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Shows No Material Change From Reports of 
Past Few Weeks. 


New York, Jan. 4.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their review of trade, say: The com- 
mercial failures during the complete year 
1895 number 13,197, against 13,885 in 1894, 
but the aggregate of liabilities is slightly 
greater, $173,196,060, against $172,992,856, 
so that the average failure is $13,124, 
against $12,458 in 1894. The bright promise 
offered by a large decrease in the first 
quarter was followed by a small increase 
in the second and third quarters, anda 
large increase in the last quarter of the 
year. 

Produce markets have been the theater 
of surprising changes, which have in 
fluenced all business. The acreage in cot 
ton was wisely restricted in order to give 
producers a better chance for fair returns, 
and the crop was further reduced to some 
extent by injury, but growers were in- 
jured still more by frantic speculation, 
which checked exports, and by false infor- 
mation and advice. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The senate heard 
@ stirring debate yesterday, the bond 
question being the main theme. Mr. 
Sherman’s speech, which had been 
anticipated with much interest for 
some time. initiated the financial dis- 
cussion. The veteran senator’s speech 
was very closely followed throughout. 
He argued that redeemed notes should 
be reissued onlyin exchange for gold. 
The resumption fund, he said, should be 
sacred, and used only to redeem United 
States notes. He advocated the meeting 
of deficiencies with bonds or certificates. 
The speech of Senator Sherman’s, however, 
was merely a prelude to an unexpected 
financial controversy, vigorous and per- 
sonal in character. Mr. Elkins (W. Va.) 
sought to secure an immedlate vote on his 
resolution directing that all bond issues 
be advertised and the bonds offered to the 
public. Mr. Hill attempted to have the 
resolution referred to committee, but on a 
call the vote was overwhelmingly in favor 
of proceeding with the question. The de 
bate was closed by adjournment. 


Trainor’s C!cims. 

DETROIT, Jan, 4.—W. J. J. Trainor, su- 
preme president of the American Protec 
tive association, today issued to the coun- 
cils of the order throughout the country a 
circular reviewing the progress of the or- 
ganization as to the political situation. 
He states that a large number of the mem- 
bers of congress are also members of the 
A. P. A., pledged to the following meas- 
ures: <A bill tosecure a just distribution 
of federal offices; a bill to establish a na- 
tional university; a bill to restrict im- 
migration and regulate naturalization, 
amending the constitution prohibiting for 
all time sectarian appropriations; a bill 
to open to public inspection all monastic 
and private or semi-public institutions not 
under state control, and a bill prohibiting 
the official recognition by the United 
States or any officer thereof of any digni- 
tary of any ecclesiastical body or church. 


As Anticipated. 

New York, Jan. 4.—The Press says that

The Porte’s Concession. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The state depart- 
ment has been informed that the porte has 
consented to allow relief to be extended to 
the suffering Armenians through Ameri- 
can residents in Turkey, and, although it 
is not aware that any of the United States 
consular officers in Turkey have been em- 
ployed in the work, it is not probable that 
any objection would be interposed if they 
desired to assist in the distribution. 


Chinese-Americans. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—Judge Morrow 
decided yesterday in the United States 
district court that every Chinese born in 
the United States {s a citizen thereof. The 
decision was rendered in the case of Wong 
Kim Ark, who was born in 1873 in Sacra- 
mento, returned to China a year, and is 
refused landing because the collector of 
the port holds he is not a citizen. 


Utah Is With Us, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The president to- 
day issued his proclamation in conformity 
with the act of congress, stating that the 
people of Utah have complied with all of 
the requirements of the law providing for 
the admission of Utah to the Union, and 
declaring that the territory has passed out 
of existence and that Utah is admitted 
to the family of states.

Prasiient of United States, 1797-1801. 


John Adams was born in Braintree, now Quincy, Oct. 19, 1735, in the 
most northerly of the two old mansions on Franklin street, owned by his 
father, and now in possession of his descendants, and was graduated at 
Harvard College in 1755. On leaving college, he taught school in Wor- 
cester, where he also studied law in the office of Col. James Put- 
na He began the practice of his profession in Braintree about the year 
1758, at the age of twenty-three years. The first writ issued by Mr. 
1s was on an action of trespass fora rescue. This gawe him consider- 
able uneasiness, as he was apprehensive that it was defective, which it 
proved to be, as it was abated. He soon after removed to Boston, where 
he became eminent in his profession, and was appointed Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court; he was chosen one of the delegates to the first Con- 
tinental Congress in 1774. 

Mr. Adams was married to Abigail Smith, daughter of the Rev. 
William Smith, of Weymouth. By this marriage he became allied to a 
numerous and highly-respectable family connection, which greatly assisted 
him in his professional business. 

In 1778, Congress selected him as one of the Commissioners to France ; 
Feb. 13, he sailed in the frigate Boston, with his son John Q. Adams, then 
ten years of age, and arrived at Bordeaux, France, April 8. Owing to 
some misdemeanors of Mr. Silas Dean, the commissioners were placed in an 
embarrassed position; so much so, that Mr. Adams concluded to take no 
part with them, and returned home after an absence of seventeen months. 

On his arrival home he was selected by the town of Braintree as dele- 
gate tu attend a convention fer the formation of a State Government, 
where he took an active and important part; but he was soon called 
away from the convention to attend to the duty of a commissioner to ne- 
gotiate a treaty of peace with great Britain, and for some years he was 
the American Ambassador to the Court of St. James. 

Mr. Adams was chosen in 1789 the first Vice President of the United 
States and at the expiration of Washington’s term of office, as President 
Mr. Adams was chosen to succeed him in this high and important position. 
After his term of office expired he retired to his residence in Quincy. In 
1820, he was selected by the citizens of his native town, as a delegate, to 
the State Convention that assembled to amend the State Constitution. 
The remaining portion of his long life was spent in literary labors, and 
holding correspondence with the most eminent statesmen of that period. 
He, with his co-patriot, Thomas Jefferon, expired on their country’s 
birthday, the 4th of July, 1826. Mr. Adams’ age at the time of his death 


was ninety-one years. 


The Mayor's Grandfather. 


CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, 
United States Minister to England During the Civil War. 


Charles Francis Adams, third son of President John Q. Adams, was 
born in Boston-in 1807, and a large part of his youthful education was 
obtained abroad, while his father was Minister to Foreign Courts. He 
Was graduated at Harvard University in 1825; after graduating he studied 
law and was admitted to the bar in 1828. 

Mr, Adays represented the city of Boston fiveyears in the State Legis- 
lature, thngie years in the Senate, and two in the House; he also was editor 
of the “Biyston Whig.” In 1848 he was a candidate for Vice President 
on the tigket with Martin Van Buren. 

In 185g Mr. Adams was elected to represent the third Massachusetts 

hgtegsional District in Congress. In 1860 he was again re-elected. 
Mr, \Sams did not serve out this term, ashe was appointed by President 
Ling yn, Minister to England, where he sustained the high reputation his 
8a. afather and father had established as a diplomatist. Mr. Adams 
Telp. ined at the Court of St. James until succeeded by Keverdy Johnson,

OUR MAYOR'S FAMILY. 


Among the Most Distinguished in the Country for 
Over a Century, 


Two Presidents of These United States were 


Mayor Adams’ Ancestors. 


His Crandfather a Minister to England, and His 
Father a Prominent Citizen. 


HON. CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, 2d, 
Mayor of Quincy, 1896. 


Our new Mayor, Hon. Charles Francis Adams, 2d, embodies the full 
intellectual power and force of character that has distinguished the Adams 
family for the four preceding generations. A Boston paper said a few 
years ago:—“ We have no reigning family in America, but it may be 
questioned whether many reigning families in Europe have kept up to the 
Adams’ standard of ability for successive generations. It is said that 
genius is seldom transmitted, and in a comprehensive sense of the term 
the Adamses are not geniuses. But they have shown that intellectual 
activity, a capacity for achievement and sterling common sense, are 
transmissible for sucéessive generations.” 

Our Mayor is in his 30th year. He is the son of the late John Quincy 
Adams, and was born in Quincy, August 2d, 1866. He was fitted for 
Harvard at Hopkinson’s school, entering college in 1884, and graduating 
with the class of 1888. He was president of his class, and prominent in 
the clubs. During his sophomore and junior years he was coach of his 
class crew, and in 1890 was coach of the ’varsity crew when Harvard beat 
Yale so badly. He and his brother George, as “the Adams boys,” have 
also been foremost among yachtsmen. They begun racing in the Dandelion 
and the Cricket was their next. Then they struck out in bigger crafts and 
with the 36-footer Papoose, were very successful. During a yachting 
season in England they added experience, and they have since sailed the 
Gossoon, Babboon, and Harpoon, and the past season won many prizes in 
the little cat, the Rooster. 

In 1891, Mr. Adams was graduated from the Harvard Law School with 
distinction, when he studied with Judge Bumpus, and has taken up law as 
a profession. He entered the City Council in 1893, and has since been 
one of its active members, the past year as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. He is an Independent Democrat in politics, and although the 
city gave Governor Greenhalge a majority of over eight hundred, Mr. 
Adams was elected Mayor on a Democratic and Citizens’ ticket by a good 
majority over the Republican candidate. Success to Mayor Adams. 


An Aptitude for Governing. 


Our new Mayor is a noted yachtsman, and the success which has at- 
tended him on the water should be his at City Hall, for in the words of 
Jonson 

‘“¢ Each petty hand 
Can steer a ship becalm’d; but he that will 
Govern and carry her to her ends, must know 
His tides, his currents, how to shift her sails; 
What she will bear in foul, what in fair weathers; 
Where her springs are, her .eaks and how to stop them; 
What strands, what shelves, what rocks do threaten her; 
The forces and the natures of all winds, 
Gusts, storms and tempests; when her keel ploughs hell, 
And deck knocks heaven, then to manage her 
Becomes the name and office of a pilot.’”’

The Mayor's Great crandfather, 


I, 9, Alams 


President of United States, 1825-1829. 


John Quincey Adams, the sixth President of the United States was 
born in the north precinct of Braintree, now the city of Quincy, July 11, 
1767, in the southerly of the two old houses now standing on Franklin 
street. He was graduated from Harvard in 1787, and practised law in 
Newburyport and Boston. In 1794 he was United States minister to the 
Netherlands. In 1796 Minister Plenipotentiary to the court of Portugal, 
and later to court at Berlin. In 1801 he was nominated as Representative 
to Congress but lacked 59 votes of an election. In 1803 he was chosen to 
the Senate of the United States, serving until 1809. In 1805 he was pro- 
fessor of rhetoric and oratory at Harvard. In 1809 Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to St. Petersburg. In 1814 he was one of the commissioners to treat 
for peace with Great Britain, which was signed at Ghent that year. In 
1817 he was appointed by President Monroe, Secretary of State, and ably 
fulfilled the duties through both terms of Mr. Monroe’s administration. 

On the expiration of President Monroe’s term of office, Mr. John 
Quincey Adams was chosen by the House of Representatives, President of 
the United States. After the expiration of his term in 1829, he retired to 
hie } + 
his noes oe s Se . 

fr 1831, he was chosen National Representative, and the greater PR 
_£€ iis useful life was spent in the halls of Congress, even to the day of his 
death. On the 21st of February, 1848, he entered the Representative Hall 
as well as usual, and after the session had begun its duties, he arose paper 
in hand to address the speaker, and was taken with shock of paralysis, and 
fell into the arms of an associate member. While falling he uttered these, 
his last words, “ This is the last of earth, I am content.” He was taken 
to the Speaker's private apartments in the Capitol, where he remained in- 
sensible until the evening of the 23d of February, when his noble spirit 
departed this earth, at the age of eighty years and seven months. 
Mr. Adams was married in England July 26, 1797 to Louise Catherine 


Johnson, daughter of Joshua Johnson, the American consul to London. 


The Mayor's Father. 


JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 
Prominent in Town Affairs and Candidate for Governor. 

The Mayor’s father passed away so recently that he is well re- 
membered by us all. He was born in Boston, Sept. 22, 1833, and died in 
Quincy, Aug. 14, 1894. He was graduated from Harvard college in 1853 
and spent several years in London while his father, Charles Francis 
Adams, was United States minister to England. teturning to this 
country he settled in Quincy, and it continued to be his residence until 
his death. Hetook a great interest in the town, and for many years 
officiated as moderator at the annual town meetings. He also served on 
the school committee and other boards. ‘ 

Mr. Adams was well-known throughout the State and was noted for 
his fearless independence. In 1867, 1868 and 1869 he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor, and in 1873 a candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor. In 1870, 1871 and 1873 he was in the Legislature. In. 1872 a 
candidate for Vice President of the United States with Charles 0 Connor. 
In 1884 he was nominated for Congress but declined in favor of Dr. 
William Everett. For several years he was State director of the Fitch- 
burg railroad. He was one of the Fifty Associates of Boston and proml- 
nent in financiai circles. 

Mr. Adams left a widow, three sons and a daughte ‘ 
living. The sons are Mr. George R. Adams, Hon. Charles F. 
(our new Mayor), and Mr. Arthur Adams.

SOME ENORMOUS BEQUESTS BY PUB-

New York’s Great Consolidated Library 
Not So Large as Those of Boston, Cam- 
bridge or Chicago—The Most Liberally 
Endowed Libraries In the Country. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Cuicaco, Dec. 80.—The consolidation 
of the Astor and Lenox libraries with 
the Tilden library fund gives to New 
York city one of the most richly en- 
fowed libraries in the United States. 
The Tilden fund is about $1,700,000. 
The Lenox library is worth $2,000,000. 
The Astor family gave to the Astor li- 
brary more than $1,000,008. This makes 
the value of the consolidated library 
nearly $5,000,000, whichis the greatest 
endowment in the history of American 
libraries. The only library which ap- 
proaches these in this respect is the 
Newberry library, in Chicago, to which 
was left property which has been ap- 
praised at various amounts from §2,- 
000,000 to $3,000,000.

Add together all the endowments in 
excess of $50,000 which belong to the 
libraries of the United States, and you 
have a grand total of about $12,500,000, 
of which the endowments of the New- 
berry library, Chicago, and the consoli- 
dated Astor-Lenox-Tilden library, New 
York, have nearly two-thirds—that is, 
those two libraries together are richer 
twice told than all the other great libra- 
ries in the United States combined. 

Endowments and Actual Value. 

Of course this question of endow- 
ments, in most cases, does not take into 
consideration the bequetis of books made 
to libraries or the actual value of the 
matter on the library shelves. Many of 
the great libraries of the country have 
been made rich without an endowment 
by the liberality of some bibliophile. 
The largest and richest libraries are not 
always those with large endowments. 
The Newberry library, with all its 
wealth, is still a comparatively unim- 
portant institution. Walter L. New- 
berry, whose will gave to this library 
one-half his large estate, was a Chicago 
merchant who was born in Windsor, 
Conn., and who received a good early 
education and was intended for West 
Point. Most of the endowments for 
libraries and many of those for the great 
universities have come from successful 
merchants who were not graduates of 
the colleges. 

Harvard and Yale. 

The Harvard library, which stands 
with the Boston library among the great 
book collections of the country, has re- 
ceived its supplies from a hundred dif- 
ferent sources. Its early benefactors 
were Governor Winthrop, Richard Bel- 
lingham, John Lightfoot, Sir Kenelm 
Digby and Richard Baxter. In 1677 the 
library collection was doubled by a be- 
quest from Rey. Theophilus Gale, a 
learned philosopher. United States Sen- 
ator Christopher Gore of Massachusetts 
gave $100,000 to the library, and Gore 
ball isnamed inhis honor. E. P. Green- 
leaf, a Boston miser, left $500,000 to 
the college, of which a part was to be 
devoted to the establishment of the 
Greenleaf department in the library. 
James Walker, once president of the col- 
lege, bequeathed to it $15,000 and his 
valuable library. Francis O. Gray, a 
Boston attorney, left 8,000 engravings 
to the library and a fund of $16,000 to 
maintain them, and his nephew added 
$25,000 to the bequest for the purchase 
of books. 

Rey. Peter Bulkley, the founder of 
Concord, Mass., contributed his own li- 
brary, valuable for that day, in 1659. 
Israel Thorndike, a Boston merchant 
who knew only the advantages of a 
common school education, presented to 
the library the collection of 10,000 maps 
and 4,000 books on American subjects 
made at Hamburg by C. D. Ebeling, a 
German scholar. 

Yale received benefits for its library 
from varied sources. George Berkeley, 

!a British clergyman who came to this 
‘country with a view to establishing a 
‘sectarian educational institution in the 
‘Bermudas, and who abandoned that 
idea because his English friends failed 
to make the necessary contributions, 
sent to Yale about 150 years ago what 
was at that time the finest library in 
the United States. Mr. Berkeley also, 
ve to Yale college a fine farm, which: 
still the property of the institution. 
George Brinley of Boston, a collector of 
Americana, divided $25,000 worth of 
books among several institutions, and, 
Yale was fortunate enough to get a good 
share of them. Jeremiah Dummer, & 
Bosten scholar, gave to the library 800 
volumes. Jared Linsley of Connecticut 
and his uncle Noah established fands 
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for the purchase of books for the library. 
Lowell Mason gave to the library his 
valuable collection of music literature. 
Gther Great Benefactions. 
Lehigh university, at South Bethle- 


hem, Pa., was more fortunate than any | 


other educational institution in the en- 
dowment of its library. Asa Packer, 
who founded the university, giving it 
$500,000, left by his will $1,500,000 to 
the college and nearly $500,000 to the 
college library. 

Cornell college library received a gift 
of $100,000 from Ezra Cornell, $150,- 
000 for a building. from John McGraw 
of Ithaca and a collection of 30,000 vol- 
umes and 10,000 pamphlets worth 
$100,000 from Andrew D. White, the 
first president of the college. 

The University of Rochester received 
$100,000 from Hiram Sibley, the finan- 
cier who helped Morse get an appropria- 
tion from congress to test the telegraph, 
and who was the first president of the 
Western Union Telegraph company. 

George Peabody was more generous 
to libraries than any other American. 
He gave $30,000 to found the Peabody 
institute and library at Danvers, Mass., 
afterward Peabody, and subsequently 
$170,000 to the same institution. He 
gave $50,000 to found a library at North 
Danvers. He gave $150,000 to the Pea- 
body museum and library at Salem, 
Mass. These sums were in addition to 
the millions he devoted to the cause of 
education in Massachusetts and in the 
south. 

Silas Bronson, a native of Middle- 
bury, Conn., left an enduring monu- 
ment to his name at Waterbury, Conn., 
in the library which he founded, and 
which bears his name. He gave to this 
library $200,000. He was a retired New 
York merchant at the time of his death. 

Bangor, Me., owes its Public library 
to the liberality of Samuel F. Hersey, 
at one time a member of congress, who 
bequeathed $100,000 to found this insti 
tution. West Bay City, Mich., has to 
thank H. W. Sage of: Connecticut for a 
library established with an endowment 
of $80,000. Charles E. Forbes, who was 
county attorney at Northampton, left 
about the same amount, his entire for- 
tune, to found the Northampton libeary. 

E. B. Morgan, a New York congress- 
man, was one of the benefactors of the 
Auburn Theological seminary. With 
William E. Dodge he built, at a cost of 
$40,000, the structure in which the 
library is housed. Mr. Morgan was a 
philanthropist in other directions. 

The Philadelphia library, which was 
founded by Benjamin Franklin, was in- 
debted early in its career to James Lo- 
gan, once private secretary to William 
Penn, for 2,000 volumes, a large library 
at that time. Later Logan’s nephew pre- 
sented to the library 1,300 yolumes, and 
William Mackenzie gave to it 5,000 vol- 
umes more. 

The library of the Long Island His- 
torical society is indebted to George I. 
Seney, the banker, who gave $100,000 
toit. Mr. Seney’s benefactions have 
amounted to $1,000,000. 

The Lenox library of New York, 
while claiming an endowment of only 
$300, 000, was actually worth $2,600,000 
when James Lenox, its founder, con- 
veyed it to the city of New York. The 
Astor library was founded on a bequest 
of $400,000 in the will of the first John 
Jacob Astor. His son William B. added 

bequests of $550,000 value, aud the 
present John Jacob Aste=has increased 
the benefaction #°50,000.

Personally, however, I could wish that it 
Was the custom for the retiring Mayor to 
give advice from the fuilness of his ex- 
perience, and that my time for offering 
suggestions could be postponed till greater 
experience in administration brought more 
mature judgment. 
FINANCIAL, 

The financial condition of the city does 
not materially alter from year to year, and 
we are still confronted with underlying 
conditions which necessitate a policy of 
strict economy. We realize with pleasure 
that our genera] debt has been reduced 
some $46,000 during the year, but we 


been to some degree accomplished by post- 
poning heavy expenditures which must 
now be undertaken. This year the con- 
struction of two new school] houses is im- 
perative, and with other public improve- 
ments which are most urgent the city will 
probably be compelled to borrow not less 
than $80,000. Onthe other hand, some 
$50,000 will mature and be paid. We 
must, therefore, antifinate an increase of 
S50 000 1 ete 

prospect need not cause serious apprehen- 
sion as the debt wil! even then be well 
within the legal limit; nor would it cause 
uneasiness if that were the only financia) 
burden our citizens had to face. 

Both our large water debt, and our 
prospective sewer debt, though not included 
in the debt on which the law has set a 
general limit, must foursome years to come 
add materially to the burden of general 
taxation. In the last year the water debt 
has increased $20,000. For the extension 
of mains and other work, $45,000 has been 
expended; $25,000 has matured and been 
paid. In a sense this department is self- 
sustaining, since the revenue received is 
more than svfficient to pay the expenses 
of maintenance, yet for some years to come 
a considerable part of the maturing debt 
must be paid by general taxation. This 
year that amount was roundly $25,000 
What it will bein the future must depend 
largely on the principle on which water 
rates are assessed. It would be some 
hardship, no doubt, if rates were put so 
high that the preseut water-takers were 
called on to pay all the expense resulting 
from the acquisition of a plant and supply 
which belongs to the city, and must 
ultimately benefit every citizen; yet with 
the natural increase of revenue we can look 
forward coufidently to the time when with- 
out injustice the general tax-payer will be 
relieved of this burden. For some years to 
come, however we must raise by taxation 
a part of the maturing water debt, 

The city, moreover, will probably begin 
this year the construction of asewer. I

I doubt however whether azy 
of the appropriations of the past year can 
be reduced without injuring the effective- 
ness of the public service, and the possi- 
bility of improvement lies in an increase of 
that effectiveness rather than in a reduction 
of cost. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The necessity of two new school houses 
is recognized, and needs no new presenta- 
tion. It isto be hoped that this year no 
disagreement will prevent the accomplish- 
ment of a work which has become a public 
economy, as well as an absolute necessity. 
I may perhaps be excused from reviving 
the well-worn arguments as to the best ma- 
terial for these school-houses, Enough to 
say that in my opinion true economy de- 
mands the use of brick. Were it otherwise 
a brick building is so far superior in safety, 
utility, and dignity, as to justify a some- 
what greater cost. 

I trust the Council in taking this matter 
up will not without further investigation 
be satisfied that the plans submitted last 
year are the best to be had. It will be 
wise to allow further competition at least, 
and it is a grave question whether it is not 
better to directly employ the best architect 
to be bad. The best opinions I have been 
able to consult all indicate that good arcbi- 
tects do not enter these competitions, and

are usually obtained by working out the 
problems to be overcome in consultation

great.care and conserva ism. If we spend 
unwisely the burden of taxation wil! bear 
heavily on all and tend to drive away such 
industries and individuals as can afford wo 
move ; yet unless we spend wisely in im- 
provements our city wil! fall behind others 
in the march of progress, and will lose the 
very basis of prosperity. Each year we 
should provide not only that the condition 
of our streets and our public property be 
fairly maiotained, and that our schools and 
institutions keep pace with our growth ; 
but, moreover, we should do our share 
toward such lasting improvements as are 
necessary in order that our city may keep 


‘he work of construction, The ultimate 
cost for plans is obviously the same in 
either case, unless w- include the possibility 
of loss through the work of one inexperi- 
enced man. 

WATER SUPPLY. 


Now that the city has deflaitely decided 
to euter the Metropolitan Water System, 
it becomes necessary to determine how we 
can avoid the danger of a lack of water 
during the next three years, As to the best 
mode of securing a farther supply I am uot 
as yet able to make any recommendation, 
It is possible, however, that by enforcing 
such regulations as will prevent any 
improper, or wasteful, use of water, the 
necessity of securing a further supply may 
be avoided either permanently, or until we 
are beiter able to determine what course is 
best to pursue. Though it is really beyond 
the Mayor’s province I would suggest that 
those who use water for lawns and gardens 
and such other uses, as may be called 
luxurious in distinction to necessary 
domestic uses, ought to pay the expense 
which such use brings upon the city; 
and if it should appear that the cost of 
securing @ new source of supply could be 


not wise to undertake anything no! 
absolutely urgent. On the whole the 
condition of Copeland street seems mos) 
to justify and demand immediate attention 

The beavy teaming which passes over this 
road makes its condition serious, and the 
remedy difficult and expensive.

SEWERAGE. 

During the past year legislation has bee: 
secured, & commission appointed, ana 
some preliminary work done toward se- 
curing the adoption of a sewerage system 
The need of pushing forward this work 
requires no argument. Sw far as the 
general plan is conceraed the function ot 
tbe city government is limited to passing 
on plans which of necessity are prepared 
by experts, but in the matter of deter 
mining the best and most equitable 
method of meeting the cost of construction 
the initiative and an egually heavy res- 
ponsibility rests upon us, Since a sewer 
will add to the prosperity and value of tbe 
city as a whole perhaps more than any 
other public improvement which we could 
today undertake, it ts but just that a con- 
siderable proportion of the cost should be 
assumed absolutely by the city and 
ultimately paid through the medium of the 
general tax levy. The remaining cost 
should be assessed as a betterment on 
those lands which are specially improved 
in value by the sewer, due care being 
taken to make the terms of payment as 
little burdensome as possible. If too great 
a proportion is assumed by the city an in- 
justice is done to the owners of personal 
property to which no benefit accrues, and 
vc those whose real estate is so remote as 
not to 2° directly benefitted. Oa the 
other hand an eyv! injustice would result 
if the present abutters alone were ca'led 
on to assume the burden of a work which 
with future extensions will bring a direct 
benefit to every piece of land in our city. 
The exact proportion in which this division 
of cost should justly be made, and the 
most equitable and practicable method of 
assessing the betterments, are questions to 
which I wish to give further study before 
making any more definite recommenda 
tions, 

STREET LIGHTING, 

There has been much just complaint for 
years past of the quality of our street 
lights. Ifthe city can secure legislation 
under which we can construct an electric 
lighting plant for strictly municipal pur- 
poses, without purchasing the plant of the 
Quincy Electric Light and Power Co., the 
Council would do well to carefully investi- 
gate whether cheaper and better service 
could not be secured by the construction 
of a municipal lighting plant. WhileI d 
not as a rule believe that it is wise for 2 
city to undertake such work, yet in this 
case it seems probable that facts will be 
fouod which will justify such action. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 


I would sugyzest that in order to avoid th: 
danger and unsightliness which has resuti- 
ed in other cities from the great multiplic» 
tion of electric wires, that the Conucil io 
only adopt the principle of not aliowin: 
more than one set of poles in any stree', 
but further will see to it that as far so pos 
sible all dangerons wires be buried. ‘Thi- 
method is being adopted, and must pre 
vail, in all cities of considerable size, W: 
will save much difficulty and expense in 
the future by securing its early adopticn 
here. 

The Auditor has already advised cerigi: 
changes designed to secure a more perfec 
system of accounting, and in consultation 
with the City Treasurer bas prepared an 
ordinance to carry into execution thes: 
ideas, This I shall shortly submit tu you 
with whatever recommendations I have w 
offer. “4 

There will be a hearing on January 9 b 
before the County Commissioners as to the 
widening of the bridge over the Old Colon 
location at Atlantic. Unless otherwise in- 
structed 1 shall deem it my duty to urgea 
decree ordering that this work be under- 
taken at once. 

A bill is now before the Legislature 
authorizing the Metropolitan Park Com 
mission to construct a boulevard from the 
Neponset Bridge through Atlantic to 
Squantum and thence along the shore of 
Quincy Bay through Merrymount Park, up 
the course of Furnace Brook to the Blue 
Hills Reservation in West Quincy.

NEW YEAR PORTENTS 


ANCIENT SUPERSTITIONS REGARDING 


THE WEATHER. 
The 12 days from Dec. 26 to Jan. 6 


have long been recognized as indices of 


the weather during the following yeur. 


The ancient texts referred to distinctly 
assert this, a Sanscrit proverb running 
thus, 
the year.’’ Another text from the same 
sources evidently refers to the same pe- 
riod, ‘‘The Rhibhus (storm demons) 
Bleep for 12 nights and days in the 
house of the sun god Savitar.’’ 


“The 12 nights are an image of 


In northern Germany it is said that 


as the weather is during each of the 12 
days, so it will be during the corre- 
sponding months of the year to come. 
A like belief exists to this day in Lan- 
cashire and Northamptonshire, 


Eng- 
land, and a very old writer (1590) re- 
cords the current notion in his day that 
the 12 days served as an index of the 
It was said in 
one English port that if the wind blew 
hard on the fifth night (Dec. 80), ships 
at sea would be in great peril the com- 
ing year. 

The inhabitants of the Vosges moun- 
tains restrict this prophesying period to 
that of our holidays, from Christmas to 
New Year’s, and are willing only to 
say that these six days indicate the 
character of the weather for the succeed- 
ing six months. 

In one part of our own country it is 
said that ‘‘the first three days of Janu- 
ary rule the coming three months,”’ 
while in another place the 12 days are 
said to be the ‘‘keys of the year.”’ 

Of New Year’s day itself we have 
the authority of a very old weather 
prophet—the author of the ‘‘Shephérd's 
Kalendar’’—for the generally ominous 
portents to be drawn from the weather 
on that day, ‘‘If New Year’s day in the 
morning open with dusky red clouds, it 
denotes strife and debates among the 
great ones and many robberies that 
year.’? More recently it is said of this 
day, ‘‘If the morning of New Year’s 
day is red, it portends foul weather and 
great need.’’ While of the second day 
of the year it is said, ‘‘As the weather 
is this day, so it will be in September.”’ 

In the ‘‘Book of Presidents’’ (prece- 
dents), 1614, Jan. 1, 2, 8, 4 and 5 are 
set down as unlucky days. Another 
chronicle says: ‘‘January.—Of this first 
mouth, the opening day, and seventh, 
like a sword will slay.’”’ 

The first day of the year is often re- 
garded as the proper time to make cer- 
tain divinations with reference to many 
events affecting the future. In North- 
amptonshire the master of the family 
then tempts fate by opening the Bible 
with his eyes shut and obtaining from 
the passage first touched with his finger 
some indication of the events of the 
coming year. 

Among the Wends young maidens 
hasten the advent of the chosen husband 
by going tothe henhouse on New Year’s 
eve, striking the perch right among the 
hens, while repeating to themselves 
the following doggerel: 


If cackles the hen, 
You will have a man; 
If cackles the hen, 
Who knows when? 


Certain observances are supposed to 
obtain luck for the year following. In 
one part of modern Greece all in the 
house go out early New Year’s morn- 
ing, then return to the dwelling bearing 
each a branch on which the leaves are 
well dried. These are cast on the open 
fire, each wishing at the same time 
good luck to the family. The drier the 
leaves, the greater the flame and the 
better the augury. 

In the north of England new clothes 
are put on for luck the first day of the 
year. 

An odd ceremony is recorded of one 
locality in England. Bands of straw 
were put under the feet on New Year's 
day while at table. When the meal was 
finished, one person got under the table 
and another one saton his back and 
drew out the bands of straw. Thesu 
were taken tothe orchard and bound 
round trees, which were thereby insured 
to bear a fullcrop of fruit the next 
year. 

In parts of France it is regarded as 
unlucky to lend anything on New 
Year’s day. 

The fire must be watched with great 
care on the first day of the year. In Lan- 
cashire, England, it is said that if it do 
not burn through the night of New 
Year’s eve, bad luck will visit the 
household that year; nor must any one 
be given a live coal, ur even a lighted 
candle ut this time, for the bad luck 
will then visit the recipient of the gift. 

At Auspach the shadow thrown on 
the wall by the candles on the Christ- 
mas tree, on New Year’s evening will, 
if any one is to die soon, represent his 
shadow headless, 

In Roumania the New Year begins 
With a ceremony of blessing the waters, 
the priest performing a mass and 
sprinkling the streams with holy water 
while blessing them.—St. Louis Re- 
publia.

$12 a day is an average price. Aman 
and his wife would thus pay $84 a week 
for rooms; board on the American plan 
would be $17.50 each, making a total of

In Baltimore Cathedral.

Ecclesiastical and State Dignilaries Attend In 


A handsome trimmed Hat or Bonnet for 
Vast Numbers. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 6.—At the Baltimore 
cathedral yesterday, Francis Satolli, titu- 
lar archbishop of Lepanto and papal able- 
gate to the United States, was formally 
vested with the scarlet, which marks the 
rank of cardinal. 

Archbishops, bishops, monsignors and 
divines of various grades in the Catholic 
church, statesmen, diplomats and hun- 
dreds of the great and lowly, Catholics 
and non-Catholics, witnessed the services. 

Prominent prelates from every section 
of the country took part in the proceed- 
ings, and the splendor of the vestments, 
the grandeur of the music and the pomp 
of the ritual combined to form a spectacle 
of rare impressiveness and brilliancy. 

The ceremony consisted of conferring 
the beretta, which is the cap worn by 
priests on ordinary occasions, and differ- 
ing only in the case of cardinals in that tt 
isred. The preceding steps have been the 
conferring of the muchetto or red skullcap 
and the administering of the oath. The re- 
maining stepis the conferring of the red 
hat, which must be done in Rome, by the 
pope himself, within six months from 
Nov. 80, the day upon which Satolli’s ap- 
pointment was made. 

The initial step in the ceremonies of the 
day took place at the palace of the car- 
dinal, shortly after 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when Mgr. Sharretti presented his cre- 
dentinls to Cardinal Gibbons. These cre- 
dentials, which came from the holy see, 
authorized Mgr. Sharrettl to act as the 
ablegate of the pope, deputized Cardinal 
Gibbons to bestow the beretta and an- 
nounced to Mgr. Satolli his elevation to 
the cardinalate. They were also accom- 
panied by the beretta, which from that 
moment was In the custody of Cardinal 
Gibbons. In presenting the documents 
and beretta, Mgr. Sharretti made a short 
address. 

Cardinal Gibbons, in receiving the docu- 
ments and the beretta, responded briefly, 
expressing his high appreciation of the 
honor conferred upon him and congratu- 
lating Mgr. Sharrettl upon the manner in 
which he had performed his duties in this 
country. 

While this scene was in progress within 
the palace the procession was forming in 
front of Calvert hall, a block away. At 
10 o’clock it was ready to start, and when

The Procession. 


First came the processional cross bearer 
with the crucifix raised high in the air, 
and flanked on either side by a boy in cas- 
sock and surplice. Following him werea 
long line of students from the various 
Catholic colleges, after which came semi- 
narians from St. Mary’s, then the priests, 
then Franciscan monks in thelr garb of 
brown. Following these came the mem- 
bers of the faculty of the Catholic univer- 
sity in Washington, in long robes of black 
lined with mauy colored silks, their heads 
adorned with the shovel-board hats of the 
scholar. After these came 50 bishops and 
ascore or more archbishops, the purple 
and gold of theirrich vestments glistening 
in the cold, clear air, their immense trains 
held up by little boys in brilliant vest- 
ments, too. 

In this formation they marched through 
Cathedral to Charles street and passed the 
palace of the cardinal, where they were 
joined by his eminence, who took his place 
last in the line. Upon his head he wore 
the red beretta, an exact duplicate of the 
one which he was soon to confer upon the 
man who will for some time at least share 
his honors in this country. Upon his 
shoulders hung the beautiful cloak of 
cardinal silk and ermine, with half a 
dozen train bearers, clad in cardinal velvet 
and gilt braid, following in his wake. 

In this order they swept along up Mul- 
berry street to Cathedral again, where 
they filed into the venerable old pile 
through the main entrance way. Mgr. 
Satolli was not in the procession, but as 
the head of it reached the altar, he, ac- 
companied by Mer. Sharretti, Marquise 
Sacripanti, the member of the holy guard, 
who brought the cardinalitial insignia 
here, and the priests who had been depu- 
tized to assist him in the coming cere- 
mony, sntered the cathedral from a rear 
door leading from the palace, and advanced 
to the front of the altar. The students 
and seminarians filed to the right and to 
the left as they passed to the front of the 
altar, finding seats on either side. Tho 
others in the procession advanced within 
the sanctuary and took the places re- 
served for them. 

On the Altar. 

As the procession wended its way down 
the center aisle, the organ, a full orchestra 
and a chorus of 50 voices rendered a 
triumphal march. When Cardinal Gib- 
bons reached the altar he bowed low to 
Satolli, who returned the salutation, and 
each, accompanied by his assistant priest 
and deacons of honor, sought the throne 
upon which he was to rest during the 
greater part of the ceremony. ‘That of 
Cardinal Gibbons was on the left side of 
the altar, that of Satollion the right side. 
The deacons were 18 assistant priests. 

When the two persons most prominent 
in the ceremonies of the day had taken 
their places, Marquis Sacripanti, clad in 
the scarlet, gold and white uniform of the 
noble guard, wearing high top boots, and

KILLED ROBERT ROSS. 


Confession of John McGough Saves the Life of 
His Pal, “Bat” Shea. 


ALBANY, Jan. 6.—The climax of one of 
the most dramatic and sensational crim- 
inal incidents of the state’s history took 
place yesterday when, just 48 hours prior 
to the execution of the death sentenc¢ 
upon Bartholomew =hea, another man 
confessed to the murder, and Shea steps 
from beneath the shadow of death thrown 
by the electrical chair. . 

The man who yoluntarily confessed to 
the crime is John McGough of ‘Troy, now 
serving a sentence of 1934 years for shoot- 
ing and attempting to kill William Ross, 
a brother of Robert Ross, who was sup- 
posed to be Shea’s victim. In some way 
known only to convicts, McGough had 
contrived to keep informed as to the suc- 
cess or the failure of the application for 
commutation made in behalf of Shea. 

On Saturday, when Warden Thayer was 
made aware that the governor would not 
interfere, and arrangements were being 
made for the execution, McGough sent for 
the warden, and told him that he wished to 
make a statement concerning the murder 
of Robert Ross. The Warden had Me- 
Gough taken to the office, and handing 
him pen and paper, told him to put down 
what he had to say in writing. McGough 
wrote a communication of about two 
pages, and signing it with his full name, 
handed it to the warden. To the surprise 
of the warden and his deputies, the paper 
contained a detailed statement that he, 
McGough, and not Shea, had shot and 
killed Robert Ross. 

Warden Thayer went at once to the tele- 
phone when McGough had been called te 
his cell and called up the executive cham- 
ber. He asked the governor to please re- 
ceive a messenger whom he said would ar- 
rive, and then at once dispatched Prison 
Inspector Coughlin to Albany. Mr. 
Coughlin arrived in this city yesterday 
and caught Governor Morton at the man- 
sion. The governor, upon learning the 
nature of the communication, sent at 
once for Pardon Clerk Joyce and Shea's 
counsel, Galen R, Hitt. 

After a brief conference the governor

WANTS TO RESIGN. 


Transvaal Transactions Have Become Too 
Warm For Premier Rhodes. 


CAPE TowN, Jan. 6.—It is reported that 
Cecil Rhodes, premier of Cape Colony, 
has resigned, but Governor Sir Hercules 
Robinson has declined to accept the re 
signation. 


CECIL RHODES, 


Colonial Secretary Chamberlain has tele- 
graphed asking if it were true that Dr. 
Jameson waé® shot, adding that Mr. Rhodes 
had telegraphed a positive denial of the 
rumored gathering of a second force of 
the Chartered South African company’s 
troops at Buluwayo. President Kruger 
has replied that he had given no orders to 
shoot freebooters who had been taken 
prisoners, but that they could be punished 
according tolaw. President Kruger adds: 

“Our confidence in Mr. Rhodes has re- 
zeived such a shock that his repudiation 
of the proceedings at Buluwayo ought to 
be received with the greatest caution. 
Even now we have news that an armed 
force is collecting on our borders. If 
that be true, I trust that not the word of 
Mr. Rhodes, but the influence of your 
government will suffice to prevent the 
further incursions of freebooters, although 
it was not successful in arresting the ad- 
vance of Dr. Jameson.” 


CRAWLING NEARER. 


Insurgents Now Said to Be Within Twelve 
Miles of Cuba’s Capital. 


HABANA, Jan. 6.—Habana is in hourly 
apprehension of an attack by the insur- 
gent army,or a part of it. The bands 
commanded by Nunezand Bermudez have 
been seen at Managua, a village not more 
than 12 miles from Habana. 

There has been no overt act of deflance 
of the authorities within the city, and 
there have been numerous voluntary of- 
fers to bear arms in defense of the city— 
thousands of them, the authorities say. 
But there has been a comfortable convic- 
tion in the minds of the residents of Ha- 
bana from the beginning of the insurrec- 
tion that they were in no real danger of 
molestation from the insurgents. 

Many hundreds of non-combatant in- 
habitants of the island have come to Ha- 
bana to await the passing of the storm. 
Still more have sent their wives and fami- 
lies here as a safe refuge. This class of 
the population is in a state of utter con- 
sternation and dismay and spreads an in- 
fectious spirit of panic through all other 
circles: 

Quite Right. 

LonpoN, Jan. 6.—Henry Norman, the 
special commissioner of the London Daily 
Chronicle, cables as follows from Wash- 
ington: The London correspondents of 
the American papers having revealed my 
identity here, I have been overwhelmed 
with expressions of sympathy and thanks 
to The Chronicle for putting the American 
case and opinion before the British public. 
All the papers comment most kindly. As 
I have tried to explain, Americans believe 
that their attitude of demanding arbitra- 
tion is one with which civilized men mus# 
sympathize. The American government 
and people would be perfectly willing, 
and indeed glad, to see England secure 
any amount of Venezuelan territory if her 
claim is capable of historical and diplo- 
matic proof. 


Two Cases of Murder. 

New York, Jan. 6.—Two murders oc- 
curred in this city Saturday night. Val- 
entine Brandt, a butcher, came home after 
asix weeks’ debauch and after shooting 
twice at his wife and leaving her for dead, 
put a bullet into his right temple. He is 
dead and his wife will not recover. Gus- 
tav Boogensky, 25 years old, was found 
dead in the cellar of a blacksmith’s shop 
on Christie street. There was a wound in 
the man’s abdomen. It is supposed that 
he was murdered.

New York, Jan. 6.—It has been dis- 
covered that Arno E. Korb, who was 
found dead at his home on Dec. 24 last, 
having committed suicide, with his wife 
beside him in an unconscious condition,

City Governments of Massachusetts 
Organize For Work of ’96, 


{ 


Chief Recommendations of 
Inaugural Addresses 


Presented In a Concise Form For the Benefit 
of Busy Readers. 


Boston, Jan. 7.—Yesterday was inaugu- 
ration day in Massachusetts, and from all 
over the commonwealth come reports of 
prosperity, glowing addresses from the 
newly elected mayors, large crowds at the 
exercises and tidings of growth of the Bay 
State’a many enterprising and industrious 
cities. Following are brief extracts from 
the inaugural addresses of the mayors: 

Josiah Quincy took the oath of office 
as mayor of Boston before an audience 
that occupted every available inch of room 
in the council chamber. In his inaug- 
ural address Mayor Quincy said that the 
merchants’ municipal committee was as- 
sured, and their first work would be to 
consider the tax laws. He advocated 
the abolition of grade crossings, a union 
station for the Old Colony and the 
New York and New England railroads, 
legislation to limit the power of the police 
board, a thorough examination of the 
sanitary and general condition of school 
buildings, cities and towns to be allowed 
to make contracts with railroads for the 
use of their streets, and the election of the 
city council for a term of three years each, 
and that the term of part of the members 
should terminate each year. 


Somerville. 

SOMERVILLE, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor 
Perry referred to the faithful and con- 
scientious service rendered the city by 
Horace L. Eaton, the deceased city en- 
gineer, and, in the interests of better 
Streets, Suggests the giving of a bicycle to 
the superintendent of streets and com- 
pelling himto ride 20 miles a day over 
Somerville’s principal thoroughfares. The 
mayor thinks the punishment would be 
effectual in compelling better highways. 


Chelsea. 

CHELSEA, Mass., Jan. 7. — Mayor Loud 
recompmends the watering and sweeping 
of the streets by the city, and urges 
the importance of framing ordinances that 
will compel the placing of the wires under 
ground in the central part of the city. 
The company known as the Chelsea Rifles, 
he ys, “should be encouraged to do its 
be. , for if the war cloud in the East con- 
tinues to grow it may be needed as the 
nucieus of an army.” 


Waltham. 
WALTHAM, Mass., Jan. 7.— Mayor Ly- 


man dwelt on the need of securing subur- 
ban residents of the better class for the 
city, and emphasized its advantages as a 
place of residence. He did not review the 
work of the year, but made certain recom- 
mendations for the immediate future and 


aunounced his determination to send spe- 
cial messages from time to time when the 
occasion seemed to require one, 


Fall River. 
FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor 
Greene recommends the sale of the city 
farm, the extension of the term of office of 
the city solicitor and that a committee be 
appointed who shall call public hearings 
and give an opportunity for public expres- 
sion on the subject, and who shall finally 
submitsuch amendments as they deem 
proper to the legislature for its action. 


Sprinofield. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Jan. 7. — Mayor 
Winter is of the opinion that what this 
city most heeds is to exchange an old po- 
litical charter for a new business charter. 
He therefore recommends that a commit- 
tee of five citizens be appointed to investi- 
gate the need of a change, to make a study 
of municipal government, and report their 
conclusions, 


Cambridae. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan, 7.—The inaug- 
ural address of Mayor Bancroft was 
chiefly devoted to a review of the present 
prosperous condition of the city as a 
pleasant prelimninary to the celebration of 
the 50th anniversary next spring. He 
pointed out the excellent chances Cam- 
bridge offers for investment, 


Worcester. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor 
Sprague advocates an increase and reor- 
ganization of the police force, increase in 
the salary of the city solicitor, and that 
the city council and citizens in general 
take immediate steps to raise a sufficient 
fund for the erection of a monument to 
General Charles Devens, » 


Gloucester. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 7. — Mayor 
Robinson finds thatthe police force of 
that city is far below the standard in both 
competency and efficiency, and he recom- 
mends a reorgauizit qqgef the force anda 
reduction in the nuniver of regular patrol- 
men, “Efficiency,’’ he says, “must be had 
—it must be had now.” 


Newton. 

NEWTON, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor Cobb 
of Newton recommends an enlargement 
of the fire alarm telegraph service, en- 
dorses the report of the joint special com- 
mittee on revising the city charter, and 
believes in the prompt extension of the 
sewer system to the Newton Highlands 
district. ee ee i 

Taunton, 

TAUNTON, Mags., Jan, 7.—Mayor Morris 
recommends an iron bridge over Mill river 
at Washington street; lighting the city 
from one end to the other; that the lights 
be kept burning every and all night; 
the hiring of public school teachers whose 
education has been paid for by the city. 


Woburn. 


Wosury, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor Allen 
advocates the fostering and encourage- 
ment of the leather industry, the revision 
of the city charter so as to provide for a 
single board of 11 members, the building 
ofa new 10-room schoolhouse and a cir- 
cuit telephone for the fire department. 


Holyoke. 


HOLYOKE, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor Cur- 
ran advocated a “pay as you go” policy, 
after making a statement regarding the 
tity finances, showing that $93,000 was 
neéded to meet the notes of the year. He 
also declared that a new water system was 
& necessity. 


Everett. 


EVERETT, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor Hen- 
derson recommends the modification by 
the legislature of the laws governing the 
establishment of electric lighting plants 
soastoenable the city to purchase such 
parts of existing plants as are located 
within its boarders at the cost of duplicat- 
ing the same, and an act requiring street 
railway companies to water the streets in 
which their tracks are laid or pay an an- 
nual tax into the city treasury for the use 
of said streets. 


North Adams. 

NortH ADAMS, Mass., Jan. 7.—North 
Adams became acity with the swearing 
in of Mayor Houghton and the city coun- 
cil. Colonel Andrew Potter was elected 
city solicitor, Charles A. Kendall chief of 
police and W. W. Byars chief of fire de- 
partment.

SALEM, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor Turner 
recommends that the city do its own street 
watering and concreting, and says that it 
is useless to attem.ptto make much-needed 
reforms in the police department, because 
of the pressure brought to bear on the 
aldermen.

Miss Helen A. Whittier 
of Lowell, Mass., president of the com- 
pany, pressed an electric button and put 
the spindles in operation, opening up an- 
other industry for Georgia and giving em- 
ployment to between 300 and 400 people.

Boston, Jan. 7.— The case of libel 
brought by Congressman Atwood agains 
Lawyer Peabody came to an end yester- 
day in a manner as inglorious as it was 
sensational. At the request of the con- 
gressman, with the agreement of Mr. Pea- 
body, the case, the trial of which should 
have been resumed yesterday, was nol | 
prossed.

Finance, Eight to Five, 


Popular Loan’s Benefit to 
Treasury Is Questioned. 


Congressmen See Flaws In the Administration’s 
Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The finance com- 
mittee of the senate met yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of resuming the con- 
sideration of the bond and tariff bills. 

Republican members of the committee 
say the bond call of Secretary Carlisle is 
carefully drawn and capable of covering 
every contingency. While they will not 
permit themselves to be quoted, they say 
that the call bears upon its face an evi- 
dence of the desire of the treasury to be 
fairin the matter and place the loan in 
the usual manner. 

Previous to the meeting of the finance 
committee, the silver members of the 
committee were in conference and agreed 
upon the text of the bill they proposed to 
submit in full committee. There was no 
debate in the committee over the measure. 

Following is the full text of the substi- 
tute for the bond bill adopted by the sen- 
ate finance committee: 

That from and after the passage of this act 
the mints of the United States shall be open to 
the coinage of silver, and there shall be coined 
dollars of the weight of 41244 grains, troy, of 
standard silver, 9-10ths fine, as provided by the 
act of Jan, 18, 1837, and upon the same terms 
and subject to the limitations and provisions 
of law regulating the coinage and legal tender 
quality of gold, and whenever the said coins 
herein provided for shall be received into the 
treasury, certificates may be issued thereon in 
the manner now provided by law. 

Sect. 2—That the secretary of the treasury 
shall coin into standard silver dollars, as soon 
a8 practicable, according to the provisions of 
section 1 of this act, from the silver bullion 
purchased under authority of the act of July 
14, 188, entitled: “An act directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of treas- 
ury notes thereon, and for other purposes,” 
that portion of said silver bullion which repre- 
sents the seigniorage or profit to the govern- 
ment, to wit: he difference between the 
cost of silver purShased under said act and its 
coinage value; and said silver dollars so coined 
shall be used in payment of the current ex- 
penses of the government; and for the pur- 
pose of making the said seigniorage immedi- 
ately available for use as money, the secretary 
of the treasury is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to issue silver certificates against it, as 
if it was already coined and in the treasury. 

Sect. 3—That no national banknote shall be 
hereafter issued fora denomination less than 
$10, and all notes of such banks now outstand- 
ing of denominations less than that sum shall 
be,as rapidly as practicable, taken up, re- 
deemed and cancelled, and notes of $10 and 
larger denominations shall be issued in their 
stead under the direction of the comptroller of 
the currency. 

Sect. 4—That the secretary of the treasury 
shall redeem the United States notes, com- 
monly called greenbacks, and also the treasury

The substitute was adopted without dis- 
cussion, the vote being 8 to 6. Senator 

alcott was absent, but his vote was 
counted for the bill. ‘Theyyeas were: 
Harris, Jones (Ark.), Vest, 
White, Walthall, Democrats; Jones (Nev.), 
Populist, and Walcott, Republican. The 
nays were: Morrill, Sherman, Allison, 
Aldrich and Platt. 

‘The Democrats indicated their willing- 
ness after the bond bill was disposed of to 
take up the tariff bill, but the Republicans 
asked for further time in order to submit 
the tariff to the Republican caucus. 

May Fall Back on Syndicate, 

The popular bond issue occasions little 
surprise, although it came at the last ear 
lier than was indicated by the apparent 
indifference of the administration last 
week, 

For months every person who in any de- 
gree reflected the administration views 
and policy has declared in unmistakable 
tones that popular bond issues did little 
good, and that the syndicate contract was 


the financiering from which the country | 


really benefited most, and with which the 
administration was best satisfled. The 
whole argument for greenback retirement 
rests upon this idea, 

But the syndicate contract plan was not 
popular either with congress, the press or 
the country. Only a small class under- 
stood the necessity or agreed with the ad- 
ministration’s contention. Some of the 
popular newspapers had already fallen into 
hysterics at the prospect of repetition of 
last February’s contract, and such a deal 
would not have been supported by 20 votes 
in the house or 10in the senate. As are- 
sult of this failure of the country to en- 
dorse the syndicate contract idea, the 
president decided to give the country a 


popular bond issue, or what will appear at | 


the start as one. 

If the popular loan becomes an actuality 
by prompt subscription to the full

UTAH GIVES THANKS. 


Proud That She Has Been Admitted to the 
Sisterhood “of States. 


Satt LAKE City, Jan. 7.—The oath 
of office was administered to the state 
officials at noon yesterday. The city was 
crowded with persons from all parts of 
the new state. Acting Governor Richards 
had by proclamation declared the day 4 
holiday, and all business was suspended 
in conseq uence. 

Heber M. Wells, the first governor of 
the new state of Utah, said: “Utah en- 
ters the Union under the most auspicious 
circumstances. It hasa greater yee 
tion than the states of Delaware, Nevada, 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming or North Da- 
kota. Its industrial wealth is greater than 
any of its surrounding commonwealths. 

“It has been qualified for admission for 


40 years. Its people have been very 
patient. Their joy is, therefore, the more 
complete. We rejoice with each other 


that at last we may enjoy the privileges 
that many of the states have had for more 
than acentury. We rejoice that our rep- 
resentatives will sit in the councils of the 
nation and that we are at last permitted a 
voice in the selection of the President of 
the United States. 

“We rejoice that we are entitled to all 
the privileges of citizenship in the grand- 
est nation under the sun. Inthe general 
felicitation of this day, and with all proper 
modesty, I congratulate the Union, as 
well as the state, upon the acquisition of 
another commonwealth of magnificent 
proportions and superb possibilities. 

“Every youth has been taught that pa- 
triotic love for country perpetuates liberty. 
Our allegiance to the government will 
evér remain supreme. Ifever the clo: Is 
of war hang over the land, Utah’s : 1s 
will be found in the vanguard defer 
national rights and honor. Utah ta ; 
stretches forth its arms and beckons co 
the densely peopled districts of the east to 
come out and share its glories.”

AT EXPENSE OF LAW. 


Law and Order League Alleged to 
Have Made Queer Deals, 


Granite State Rumsellers 
Practically Licensed. 


League Said to Have Obtained Fees Which 
Belonged to Courts. 


Boston, Jan. 8.—A dispatch 
from Concord, N. H., to The Herald says: 
There is a strong public sentiment in this 
commonwealth that the New Hampshire 
State Law and Order league should be in- 
vestigated. ‘The league has aimed to im- 
prove and benefit public morals since its 
organization, and over two years ago 
undertook to enforce tiie temperance laws 
as a part of that highly laudable and comm- 
mendable purpose. i 

It has met with a lamentable failure in 
the latter branch of moral work, and has 
laid itself open to numerous charges im- 
plying, if not indicating, corruption. 

It is alleged that violators of the liquor 
law have been protected from complaints 
and raids. It is claimed that dealers have 
been practically licensed to do business, 
the fees going to the order rather than the 
counties or state. 

It is charged that individuals have prof- 
ited at the expense of the law, as well as 
the order. It is stated that for a consider- 
ation warnings have been given when 
complaints had been made and raids in- 
tended. 

It is maintained that the grder has set- 
tled cases out of court, and™has remitted 
jail sentences repeatedly

“To Secure the Payment of Fines. 

It is said that complaints have been 
withdrawn on the payment of certain 
sums to the order, and that as a result 
nothing has been received by the 
when the purpose of the law is to have 
half the amounts paid into court. 

It is declared that repeatedly liquors 
seized by law and forfeited tothe com- 
monwealth have been returned to the 
original owners when cases have been set- 
tled. 

All these charges are made against the 
order. The “deal have been made by 
individuals, representatives of organiza- 
tions, and, of course, the responsibility for 
the unpleasant results must necessarily 
rest on the whole. 

It must, however, be plainly understood 
that there are a large number of earnest, 
honest and painstaking men in the asso- 
ciation, men who thoroughly believe in 
the temperance laws of the state, and 
who honestly try to enforce thei. 

While these men haye met with some 
success in suppressing the liquor traffic, 
they have been tremendously handicapped 
by the actions of their associates who 
have injured the league and cause of 
temperance, but benefited the trafic at 
which the practically prohibitory laws of 
the state are aimed.

and brings the honest officials in close con- 
nection with the dishonorable ones, but 
by no means can the former be held in- 
dividually responsible. 

The extensive sale of liquor in New 
Hampshire today shows that the work of 
the league has not been a success. Except 
in the smallest towns it can truthfully be 
stated that liquor is generally sold 
throughout the commonwealth, 

The whole state is aroused over the con- 
dition of affairs, and there isa strong de- 
mand that the organization which has 
been so prominent and active now come 
forward and explain away, if it can, the 
charges that have been made against it. 

An investigation is felt to be necessary, 
but no onein an official position outside 
the order feels that be is empowered to de- 
mand one, as the league is a private or- 
ganization, although, exercising excep- 
tional rights, and if one results in conse- 
quences of the public sentiment the move- 
ment must originate among the officials 
of the league. 


ON BCACON HILL. 


Joint Committees Are Practically Left as In 
Former Years. 


Boston, Jan. 8.—The general court 
com:nittee on rules had a meeting yester- 
day and agreed to recommend to the leg- 
isli.ture that the house recede so far as its 
action consolidated the committees on 
taxation and finance, and that the former 
‘oummittee remain as hitherto; further 
hat the joint committee on expenditures 
saall consist of the committee on treasury 

{ the senate and ways and means of 
the house. In effect, this leaves the 
cominittees as in former years, except 
that the name of the house committee on 
taxation is changed to committee on ways 
and means. 

The following petitions were received in 
the senate: For incorporation of the 
Malden Trust company to maintain a safe 
deposit, loan and trust company in the 
city of Malden; for biennial elections; for 
incorporation of the Amherst and Sun- 
derland Electric Street Railway company, 
capital stock $50,000; for the incorporation 
of the Gardner Home for Elderly People. 

Mayor Harwood of Lynn petitions that 
the city of Lynn be relieved from the as- 
sessments levied by the metropolitan park 
commissioners, under the act that estab- 
lished the board, on the city of Lynn. He 
asks that the assessments be reduced or 
wholly taken off. 

Mr. Reed introduced a bill providing 
that no one shall offer or expose for sale 
or have in his possession partridges or 
ruffed grouse after Noy. lof any year or 
before Sept. 15 of the succeeding year. 

Among the petitions presented in the 
house were the following: Of Frederick 
Bleiler. that he may be given a seat as 


representative Irom the Twenty-second 
Suffolk representative district; of James 
F. Ryan, for a seat as representative from 
the Sixteenth Suffolk district; of the city 
of Salem, for the establishment of a re- 
serve police force; of the city of Pittsfleld, 
for authority to increase the sources of its 
water supply; of the Lowell and Suburban 
Street Railway company, praying for the 
extension of its corporate powers; of the 
Pittsfield Electric Street Railway com- 
pany, for authority to construct and 
operate its railway in the town of Dalton; 
of the town of Falmouth, for legislation 
to enable the towns of the sounty of Barn- 
stabte to construct a highway and bridge 
across streams and ponds in Falmouth. 


Protest From Carney Hospital. 

Boston, Jan. 8.—Seldom has any action 
of the board of aldermen brought about 
so much hostile criticism as is prevalent 
over the granting of nine boxing licenses 
Particularly is this the case for the exhib- 
ition scheduled for Feb. 22, which was 
stated to be for the benefit of Carney hos- 
pital. The members of the hospital 
executive committee were closeted yes- 
terday with Mayor Quincy, and protested ; 
in a vigorous manner. The mayor ex- 
plained that he was powerless in the mat- 
ter, and that it lay solely with the board 
of aldermen, who granted the licenses. An 
effort will be made to introduce legisla- 
tion that will placing the granting of such 
licenses in the hands of the board of po- 
lice commissioners. 

“Dr.” Bishop Sentenced. 

Boston, Jan. 8.—‘Dr.”” H. E. Bishop, 
alias H. A. Bailey, was yesterday sen- 
tenced by Judge Sherman to 13 years in 
the state prison. On Oct. 24, 1894, he per- 
formed a criminal surgical operation on 
Petrena Matson, which caused her to die a 
few days after. The court said that it 
could not help feeling that a man who at- 
tempted to perform delicate operations of 
the kind which the defendant did, ought 
to have the skill commensurate with the 
task, and that the business as carried on 
by the defendant, who was, as appears, & 
butcher before he practiced such opera- 
tions, was nothing less than pure butch- 
ery. Accordingly the sentence was made 
stern. 


District Police Figures. 

Boston, Jan. 8.—The annual report of 
Chief Wade of the Massachusetts district 
police shows that 6069 mechanical, manu- 
facturing and mercantile establishments 
were inspected during the year. ‘The 
whole number of children employed in 
factories and workshops visited is 13,892; 
children employed between 13 and 14 years 
of age, 302; young persons employed be- 
tween 14 and 16 years of age, 13,590; num- 
ber of males employed, 232,317; number of 
females employed, 157,122; whole number 
of males and females employed, 839,439. 
The report devotes considerable space to 
the ventilation of factories, workshops, 
schoolhouses and public buildings. 


Still Growing. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 8.— The offi- 
cial catalogue of Harvard college for 1895 
shows that the total number of university 
instructors is 360, against 837 a year ago. 
In the college thets are 1771 students, ! 
against 1667 in 1894. Divided among the 
professional schools are the following} 
numbers of students: Lawrence scientifis 
school, 340; graduate school, 285; divinity 
school, 41; law school, 405; dental school, 
102; medical school, 631; veterinary 
school, 55; Bussey institute, 15. The 
total number in the university is 3605, 
against 32095 in 1894. 

Conflict of Authority. 

LowELt, Mass., Juan. 8.—Albert Pindar 
was elected superintendent of the city 
farm Monday, and yesterday he put in ap- 
pearance at the institution to take posses- 
sion. Superintendent Cornelius Collins 
declined to vacate, as he was re-elected by 
the old board of overseers last week. The 
city solicitor informed Mr. Collins that he 
must vacate, although if he was legally in 
possession he could draw his salary for the 
year. The case will be taken into the 
courts, 


Foster’s Slaughterers Must Serve Sentences. 

Boston, Jan. 8.—The superior court has" 
overruled the exceptions taken by Patrick 
Sullivan, Patrick J. Foley and Cornelius 
Nagle, convicted of murdering Duroy 8S. 
Foster of Billerica, Sept. 11, 1894, and the 
men must serve their life sentences. The 
men still protest their innocence and hope 
for a new trial in the future,

HABANA, Jan. 8.—Sounds of cannon and 
musketry have been heard in the neighbor- 
hood of Guanajay, an important town of 
4000 inhabitants in Pinar del Rio, 45 
miles southward of Habana. 

Anengagement is probably taking place , 
there between the forces of General Suarea 
Valdez and the insurgents, but the num- 
bers engaged or the course which the | 
fortune of the fight is taking is not 
known. 

The insurgents are burning and destroy- 
ingup to within eight miles of Habana. 
The district around the village of Cala- 
bazar suffered yesterday. Calabazar is 
only two miles from Vento, where the ap- 
paratus is located upon which Habana de- 
pends for its water supply. In the Cala- 
bazar and Hoyo Colorado districts the 
cane has been burned in the fields of 
Maulin, Garro and Baracoa. 

The insurgents commanded by Zayas 
were reported at different times Monday 
at Caimeto, Guayabal, Hoyo Colorado and 
Punta Brava, showing that he followed 
pretty closely the line between the prov- 
inces of Pinar del Rioand Habana up to 
the extreme northeastern portion of Pinar 
del Rio.

AID OF UNITED STATES 


Invoked by Members of the Cuban Revolu- 
tionary Party. 
WASHINGTON, Janu. 8.—At the state de- 
partment it is said that no information 
has been received concerning the reported 
critical condition of affairs at Habaner 
As the navy department has ne. enips in 
Cuban waters, noinformation comes from 
that source. The intelligence from Cuba 
is of such an alarming character that 
some surprise is expressed, eyen by offi- 
cials, that no word comes to the goyern- 

ment as to the situation. 

Minister de Lome has his patience sorely 
tried at the reports, which he regards as 
extravagant, and with the constant in- 
quiries comingto him. The mention of 
the report that General Campos has re- 
signed, or that Habana has fallen, is re- 
sented by him. He does not care to make 
denials, for he says these reports are such 
preposterous falsifications that he will not 
notice them. 

Itis learned that the chief purpose of 
the leaders of the Cuban revolutionary 
party in the United States in coming to 
Washington yesterday was to push vigor- 
ously the movement to secure recognition 
of the revolutionists by this government. 
They made to Secretary Olney a brief but 
forcible presentation of the claims of the 
insurgents to recognition. In addition, 
they presented to the secretary a great 
number of documents bearing on the 
origin, abuses, conditions and present 
status of the Cuban uprising, collected 
from official archives and unofficial 
sources. 

Recently the house adopted a resolution, 
upon the recommendation of the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs, calling upon the 
state department for all information in 
its possession concerning the revolution. 
President Palma and his associates at] - 
once began the compilation of evidence in 
justification of their cause, and are de- 
termined that congress shall not want for 
information. Itis probable that the doc- 
uments given to Secretary Olney or their 
substance will soon be transmitted to the 
house and referred to the foreign affairs 
committee. 

There is a strong sentiment in the house, 
which has been advanced by the recent 
successes of the Cubans, that this govern- 
ment should do all in its power, consistent 
with international usages, to assist the 
patriots. Mr. Sulzer and several other 
members are endeavoring to assist the 
cause in congress. 

President Palma predicts that the in- 
surgents will capture Habana within 
three months, and that a Cuban republic 
will be established in six months if it has 
the recognition of the United States.

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CITY WELL FORTIFIED. 


Habana Authorities Claim to Have 
No Fear of Insurgents, 


Rumors That the City Has 
Already Fallen. 


No Thanks Due Uncle Sam Should Cubans 
Win, Says Don Dickinson 


HABANA, Jan. 7%.—Loud disclaimers 
cre being uttered by the authorities here 
that they have any fear for the welfare of 
the city. It is pointed out that the city is 
well fortified, being protected by the 
strong Fortress Morro, and being garri- 
soned by the Cabanas, Principe, Alares, 
Santa Clara and Reina troops, with 
heavy artillery, and by 20,000 volunteers, 
with 40,000 more loyal citizens in the city 
willing to take arms. 

With these forces at command, the au- 
thorities express the opinion, with great 
confidence, that it would be impossible 
for the insurgents to capture the city un- 
less they were provided with siege ar- 
tillery. It is claimed that only small 
bands of insurgents are engaged in the 
operations under Gomez, and that they 
are successful only in small towns. 

The main force of the insurgent army is 
now in the province of Pinar del Rio, the 
advance guard being at Pastoral and at 
Jaco Taco, A small band is reported at 
Royo Colorado and at Salud, The opinion 
aguin holds here that the movement of 
the insurgents is directed against the coun- 
try districts, and, although preparations 
have been made here against a possible 
surprise, there is no present fear of ao at- 
tack. 

A statement, credited to Dr. Artigas, 
that the Spanish military doctors are 
poisoning the sick and wounded troops is 
pronounced untrue, and {s attributed to 
professional jealousy. Dr. Artigas’ course 
is pronounced most ungrateful. 

Via Washington and Detroit. 

Boston, Jan. 7. — A dispatch from 
Detroit states that Don M. Dickinson 
has received a dispatch from a Cuban in 
Washington confirming the story of the 
bulletins to the effect that the insur- 
gents were actually entering the city of 
Habana. Mr. Dickinson, however, de- 
clined to state the sender's name or the 
precise contents of his message. Com- 
menting on the fact that the Cubans are 
about to achieve their independence un- 
aided, Mr. Dickinson said: 

“Every member of congress should bow 
his head in shame that no steps were 
taken toward recognizing the state of war 
that has existed. Congress shoukd be 
ashamed that it has not done something, 
in spite of all it has had on its hands. 
‘There is no reason why belligerency should 
not have been recognized. It has been 
perfectly plain that a state of war existed, 
yet our government has stood by and 
ignored it, while we, of all nations, should 
have been eager to assist a people strug- 
gling so hard for their freedom. Now 
they have evidently won their independ- 
ence, not only without the aid of the 
United States, but in spite of us—yes, sir; 
in spite of us. There is reason for shame. 

Turning again to the dispatch telling of 
victory, Mr. Dickinson observed that reli- 
able news would undoubtedly soon be re- 
ceived from Consul General Williams, 
who has been in Cuba for 80 years. “He 
will surely send a dispatch tomorrow,” 
said Mr. Dickinson. Then he was asked 
what the future would probably bring 
forth in the event of Cuban victory: 

“Thatis not so easy to tell,” said he. 
“If belligerency had been recognized, 
Cuba might have come under our pro- 
tection, but now she is likely to appeal to 
any other powez, She owes nothing to us, 
certainly. It wasa great mistake, when 
it was demonstrated beyond any question 
that the Cubans were belligerent. Itisa 
case where inactivity was as culpable as a 
positive act of wrong 

“The government of free Cuba must be 
republican in its form. Itis impossible, 
in the light of the refusal of congress to 
act, to say exactly what will be the rela- 
tion of the United States to the new goy- 
ernment. They owe us nothing; we have 
done them no service.” 


Can Be Easily Repaired. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—Acting under 
instructions from the navy department, a 
board of naval officers have been examin- 
ing the nine monitors lying at the League 
Island navy yard with a view of ascertain- 
ing their exact condition. The vessels 
examined are the Nahant, Jason, Canoni- 
cus, Mahopac, Manhattan, Wyandotte, 
Montauk, Catskill and Lehigh. It is un- 
derstood thar all of the boats can be put 
in first-class fighting trim at a moderate 
cost within «a short time, and that the 
work of overhauling and repairing them 

will be begun in the near future. 


Bullets Flew Lively. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 7.—Patrick Galvin, 
supposed to be partially insane, began to 
shoot his neighbors in Deloss street yester- 
day afternoon. His first bullet fatally in- 
jured Samuel Paul. He then began to 
shootin the Murphy family homestead. 
Before he could be disarmed he had shot 
Mrs. Murphy, perhaps fatally. Mr. 
Murphy then went to the defense of his 
wife and shot Galvin dead. The families 
had quarrelled a year ago, and the sudden 
renewal of the quarrel is supposed to have 
driven Galvin into a frenzy. Murphy was 
exonerated by a coroner’s jury. 

Chapman’s Trial Begun. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The long delayed 
trial of Elverton R. Chapman, the New 
York broker, indicted for refusing to an- 
swer questions asked by the senate com- 
mittee investigating the Sugar trust al- 
most two years ago, and upon whose case 
the prosecution of the other five defend- 
ants in the Sugar trust cases largely de- 
pends, was opened yesterday in the dis- 
trict criminal court. The courtroom was 
crowded and a strong array of legal talent 
was in attendance, 


Statutory Oath Administered. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Rufus W. Peck- 
ham of New York, the new assuciate jus- 
tice of the supreme court, was inducted 
into office yesterday. There were present 
within the bar a full representation of the 
department of justice, headed by Attorney 
General Harmon. The statutory oath was 
administered to the new justice by Chief 
Justice Fuller. 


Crew Saved. 

PortsMouTH, N. H., Jan. 7.—Schooner 
Billow, Captain Dyer, from Rockland, 
Me., for Richmond, was wrecked on Duck 
island yesterday in a thick fog. The Isles 
of Shoals men discovered the wreck and 
saved the crew of five men. The cargo of 
lime caught fire and will be a total loss,

The possibility of the commissioning of 
such a squadron at a moment’s notice 
shows that our resources are better than 
are supposed, and are proof that our 
naval organization has greatly improved | 
of late years. It has also been decided to 
dispatch a naval force to Delagoa Bay, 
but it is unknown whether it will be com- 
posed of vessels from the Cape or from the | 
East Indies. | 

In an editorial The Times hopes that 
the Mediterranean fleet will be withdrawn | 
from Salonica and ordered elsewhere and 
prepared for emergencies.

only desiring to show the government 
that they were ready to fight if compelled 
todoso. All the Transvaal police were 
withdrawn from the town and concen- 
trated at the jail, while a force of 500 Boers 
commanded the jail from a ridge.

IN CONGRESS. 


Income Tax and the Popular Loan Come In 
For Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The senate was 


treated yesterday to one of Mr. Vest’s| 


characteristic speeches. He arraigned the 
supreme court for the income tax deci- 


sion; he laid the responsibility for the | 


lack of revenue at their door when they 
exempted the “sordid wealth of the land” 
from taxation; he contrasted the records 
of the present and past administrations; 
he threw some light upon heretofore un- 
known chapters in the history of the Mc- 
Kinley law. 

The other feature of the session grew 
out of the introduction by Mr. Chandler 
of a billfor a popular loan through the 
issue of postal savings certificates. In the 
course of Mr. Chandler's remarks, the 
cable replies of the Prince of Wales, the 
Rothschilds and others to the New York 
World were alluded to, and Mr. Lodge 
claimed that the editor of The World had 
been guilty of violating section 5835 of the 
revised statutes in holding communica- 
tion with officials of another government, 
the purpose of which ‘was to interfere 
with a measure of the United States.” 

Mr. Gray (Del.) rebuked both Mr. Lodge 
and Mr. Chandler for the suggestion that 
public opinion could not be solicited either 
here or abroad on any q. 3tion, and af- 
firmed that a just public ovinion in all 
civilized centers must be the tinal arbitra- 
tion of all disputes. 

Another brief session of the house was 
held, at which the only important busi- 
ness transacted were the admission of the 
new member from the new state of Utah 
—Mr. Allen—and the adoption of resolu- 
tions calling upon the attorney general 
for information concerning the enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust law and for recom- 
mendations of new legislation on the sub- 
ject, and on the secretary of the treasury 
for statistics concerning the seal fisheries 
of the Behring sea. It is expected the 
house will take up the discussion of the 
bew code of rules today, as the committee 
expects to be able to makea report by that 
time, 


No Faith In Bowell. 

Ottawa, Jan. 8.—In the house of com- 
mons yesterday G. E. Foster, ex-minister 
of finance, made a statement in reference 
to the causes which had actuated himself 
and six colleagues in resigning their posi- 
tions as cabinet members. The sole rea- 
son given was that the seceding ministers 
had no confidence in Bowell’s leadership. 
They contended that Bowell was incom- 
petent to lead the government. Bowell 
made a statement in the senate that he 
would go on with remedial legislation. 
He stigmatized the action of the seven 
ministers who seceded as unfair, un- 
dignified and uncalled for. It is not 
thought probable that Bowell’s govern- 
ment will be able to carry remedial legis- 
lation. 


Tank Steamer Missing. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.— The British 
tank steamer Wildflower, Captain Stone- 
well, which sailed from Philadelphia, Dec. 
11, for Rouen, France, with 1,174.235 gallons 
of crude oil in bulk, valued at $59,653, and 
manned by acrew of 830 men, is believed 
to have blown up or foundered at sea, and 
all hands peri. ed, no tidings having been 
received from the ship since she left the 

Delaware Breakwater that day. 


Turk Badly Hurt.

Liquor Dealers Are Said to Have 
Fattened a League’s Treasury, 


Peculiar Doings In New 


Hampshire Towns. 


Boston Newspaper Gives Further Details of a 
Prohibition Farce. 


Boston, Jan. 9.—The Herald this morn- 
ing contains another chapter on the ac- 
tions of the officials of the New Hamp- 
shire State Law and Order league in ref- 
erence to the protection which has been 
afforded liquor sellers against raids and 
prosecution, and jail sentences as well, for 
a stated consideration, 

The fine for having beer on the premises 
is hut $10.. If spirituous liquors were 
found, the fine would be $50. As the raids 
come but two or three times a year, it can 
be seen that the dealers got along very 
cheaply and were really not compelled to 
suffer any hardship. 

The stated rate per month from each 
dealer so protected has been $5 or $10 per 
month, the price depending on the amount 
of business transacted and the nature of 
the establishment. A large and prosper- 
ous saloon in a city would be compelled 
to ante $10 per month, but a smaller place 
has not been compelled to pay over $5 per 
month, 

The scene of the “protection” exposed in 
The Herald is Suncook, seven miles from 
Concord. Suncook is a village, and be- 
longs to two towns—that is, there is a 
river which forms the boundary line be- 
tween the towns, but it does not separate 
the village. Therefore, there happens to 
be Suncook (Allenstown side) and Sun- 
cook (Pembroke side). 

Notwithstanding that itis a portion of 
these two towns, Suncook is, neverthe- 
, considered as one village. It is the 
location of large mills and manufacturing 
establishments, and has, with the people 
in both towns thrown in, about 3000 in- 
habitants. 

The prevailing rate of protection there 
has been and is $5 a month. There are 16 
sellers of liquor there, nearly all of whom 
pay for this protection. Say 14 do; that 
hus resulted in a payment of $70 a month 
to the New Hampshire State Law and Or- 
gue, or, to be explicit, its agents, 

There Are Others,

So he refused the overtures of 
the Liquor Dealers’ association to come 
into their organization and do business on 
a mutual basis. 

The result was that three complaint 
were issued against him and three raids 
made at his saloon in less than three 
weeks, and he thereupon decided that it 
would be useless for him to continue 
longer in his saloon unless he had protec- 
tion. He found the words of the dealers’ 
committee to be only too true, 

Within a few months if any one has de- 
sired to open a saloon in Suncook he has 
first made it a point to get protection. 
The result has been what is known sim- 
ply as bluff raids—the seizing of beer and 
afine of $19 with no suggestion of jail 
sentences,

prohibited contests shall be subject to like 
penalty. 

By another section authority is given te 
mayor and eidermen of cities and select- 
men of town to license theatrical exhibi- 
tions, etc., cxcept that ‘no license shall be 
granted for any show or sport which in- 
volves or is liable to lead to assault and 
battery, with or without malice;”’ 
dicenses to be granted for exhibitions on 
the Lord’s day. 

Mr. Krebs offered a bill to abolish the 
Boston common council and to make the 
board of aldermen consist of 25 members, 
one from each wa:d, at asalary of $1500 
each.

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SCHEME OF JAMESON. 


Would Extend British Territory by 
Annexation of the Transvaal. 


Deceived Some of the Men 
Who Accompanied Him. 


Some Late News Concerning the Uprising In 
South Africa. 


LonpoN, Jan. 9.—A dispatch from Pre- 
toria says that the authorities there hold 
documentary evidence showing that the 
whole affairs of the Jameson raid and the 
uprising in Johannesburg has been a plot 
to annex the Transvaal to British South 
Africa. 

A dispatch from Governor Robinson, 
dated Pretoria, Jun. 7, in reply to Mr. 
Chamberlain’s inquiry as to whether there 
was danger of an advance from Buluwayo, 
says: I have received a telegram from 
the chairman of the mass meeting held at 
Buluwayo Tuesday saying that a resolu- 
tion was passed unanimously praying me 
to exert all my influence to obtain‘the 
honorable release of Dr. Jameson and his 
men—a mavser overriding all other consid- 
erations—and assuring me of their loyal 
pbedience to my proclamation, 

I also received a telegram from the 
chamber of mines at Buluwayo, and think 
it is certain there is now no danger from 
that quarter. 

Another dispatch from Governor Robin- 
sonto Mr. Chamberlain, dated Pretoria, 
Jan. 7, communicates a message from the 
imperial agent at Rhodesia. It says: 
had been absent from Bechuanaland 
nearly a fortnight prior to Dr, Jameson's 
move. Larrived at Mafeking on Sunday, 
Dec. 29, and heard then, after the tele- 
graph line had been closed, that his force 
was going to leave that night, and the 
wire was cut that night. The first mes- 
sage which came through on Monday, 
Dec. 80, was your message directing me te 
send after Dr. Jameson to tell him and 
force him to return. 

About one-fifth only of the force which 
yielded started from Mafeking for Cape 
Colony; four-fifths started from Camp 
Pitsani, tn the British South African 
company’s territory. No portion of the 
force started from Bechuanaland. 

Dr. Jameson left me an officer and two 
men at Mafeking, and 86 men at Pitsani. 
He appears to have taken all the available 
men. There are now 10 police in the 
whole of Bechuanaland, four of whom are 
doing customs duty. ‘The country is 
practically without police, and there are 
no magistrates in the British Chartered 
company’s new territory. 

I have no reason to believe that any 
local officials in Bechuanaland had any 
knowledge of the raid. The magistrate 
who was in the British Chartered com- 
pany’s territory accompanied the force, 

Governor Robinson also telegraphs that 
Captain C. J. Coventry, second son of the 
Earl of Coventry, one of Dr. Jamgson’s 
officers who was reported to havé died 
from wounds received in fighting the 
Boers, 1s alive and recovering from his 
wounds.

that they were going to fight = native

In a New Light, 


A dispatch to The Times from Berlin, 
speaking of the supposed purpose of the 
Germans to dispatch troops to the relief of 
the Boers, says: 

It is now explained that Germany only 
desired to protect German residents and 
its consulate at Pretoria, and that no ar- 
rangement had been previously made with 
Portugal, and after hearing that Dr. 
Jameson had started, Germany only had 
time to telegraph an explanation of its in- 
tended act to Lisbon. News of Dr. Jame- 
son's defeat arrived before Portugal had 
time to reply. It is a pity that this ex- 
planation was not published earlier. 

An editorial in The Times admits that 
the Chartered South African company 
ought to indemnify the Transvaal for Dr. 
Jameson's raid, but says there is not a 
shadow of pretext for the demand for 
Cecil Rhodes’ expulsion. 

A dispatch'from Cape Town, dated Jan. 
7, saysitis reported at Pretoria that the 
Transvaal government demands the ban- 
ishment of Cecil Rhodes, ex-premier of 
Cape Colony, and Dr. Jameson from 
Africa, and that an enormous fine {s also 
demanded from the British Chartered 
company. Itis supposed here that this 
may refer to the £500,000 ($2,500,000) in- 
demnity which, according to a dispatch 
from Berlin, the Transvaal government 
will demand of Great Britain. 

A meeting of German and Dutch social- 
ists held in Hyde Park last evening to 
congratulate President Kruger was at- 
tacked by a crowd of Londoners. The 
platform was demolished and a free fight 
ensued, in the midst of which the foreign- 
ers fled. 

The Chronicle learned upon authority 
that the German council did not fully ap 
prove of Emperor William’s telegraphing 
to President Kruger, but the emperor in 
sisted upon having his own way, and

NEW MEN IN CONGRESS 


THIRTY-FOUR REPUBLICANS FROM 
SIXTEEN SOUTHERN STATES. 


Phenomenal Career of Congressman Settle 
of North Carolina—An “Indeperftent 
Protectionist”"—The New Member and the 
Speaker—Free Silver In the South. 


{Special Correspondence. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 81.—Taken by 
classes, the southern Republicans in con- 
gress are by far the most interesting 
class, being so very new and, as it were, 
so very unexpected. In fact, the south 
has been Democratic so long that many 
have forgotten their history. Hon. 
George H. Noonan has been referred to 
as ‘‘the first Republican congressman 
from Texas.’’ He is an able man anda 
very solid one, but not the first of his 
party from that state. In the first years 
of reconstruction the cotton states, from 
Roanoke to the Rio Grande, were al- 
most solidly Republican, and when the 
first Democrat from Texas, Captain Con- 
nor, entered the house in 1870 Ben But- 
ler made such a furious fight against 
him that he would certainly have been 
ousted if he had not been a Federal vet- 
eran. Indeed it was not till 1875 that 
the Democrats had a majority from the 
old south. But this is only a reminis- 


sence. 
New Men From the South. 


From the 16 states once called the 
south there are in this congress 84 Re- 
publicans, but 23 are from the five border 
states and 8 from the old Republican 
stronghold of east Tennessee. In the 
Fifty-third congress there were 7, of 
whom 8 were from the border states and 
2 from east Tennessee, leaving from the 
real south only the colored Murray of 
South Carolina and Hon. Thomas Settle 
of North Carolina. As the latter gentle- 
man is the sole Republican survivor of 
the Fifty-third congress from the south 
and is credited with having engineered 
the fusion which captured North Caro- 
lina he has attained a rather dizzy promi- 
nence, but he bears it well. He has had 
a phenomenal career, indeed, as a pre- 
cocions youth. He was admitted to the 
bar at 20, elected district solicitor at 21, 
elected to congress at 27, and now, at 
the age of 80, is in his*second term and 
the recognized leader of his section. 

The new men from the south have 
borne their honors most becomingly, 
but some of the gangs which followed 
them here have amused old spectators 
by their refreshing innocence. 

Hon. Alonzo Craig Shuford of the 
Seventh North Carolina district is a 
trifle aggravated by the fact that the 
newspapers and the first official list of 
this congress set him down as a Repub-

lican, whereas he is a Populist of the 
most pronounced sort, believes in the 
whole Omaha platform and is half sorry 
there isn’t more of it to believe. North 
Carolina has indeed been badly misrep- 
resented in the papers. The Democrats 
declared from the start that the so called 
Populists were Republicans in disguise 
and, when the terms of the fusion were 
carried out in the election of senators, 
that there were ‘‘yirtually two Repub- 
lican senators, as Marion Butler was 
one.’’ In truth, the boot is on the other 
leg, as we say in Paris. Itavould be 
much nearer correct to say that there 
are two Populist senators, for, though 
Mr. Pritchard is ranked as a Republic- 
an, he is certainly the mildest one on 
finance that Ihave run against since 
greenback days out west. 

An Independent Protectionist. 

Hon. Richmond Pearson of the Ninth 
North Carolina district ran as an ‘‘In- 
dependent Protectionist,’’ and so records 
himself in the directory, but aside from 
tariff tenets I doubt if he could be 
classed. 
position of Hon. Romulus V. Linney, 
who was elected asa Republican, and 
so classes himself, but has already in- 
troduced a bill for coining all the silver 
bullion produced in the United States 
and expects to make the fight of his con- 
gressional life on that line. He also 
wants all the silver bullion now owned 
by the government coined into dollars 
at the old ratio, and all the national 
debts paid half in these dollars and half 
in gold. He is a very ruddy and stocky 
gentleman of 64 and looks exactly like 
a successful farmer, but is a lawyer. 
He is also a very pleasant talker, and 
his war reminiscences would make a

I well remember that as I lay 
wounded Lieutenant Colonel Hill, Lien- 
tenar% Mansfield Campbell and Lieuten- 
ant Robert A. Bullock, all of my com- 
pany, lay dead just in front of me. As 
to politics, Iwas always a Democrat 
till I read Cleveland’s first message and 
saw that there was to be war on silver. 
Then I left the party-and have fought 
it ever since.’’ 

Now, isn’t that a rather queer sort of 
Republican, who left the Democratic 
party because it was opposed to silver? 
Hon. Harry Skinner and Hon. William 
F. Stroud of the First and Fourth North 
Carolina are, like Mr. Shuford, Populist 
rom the start, the former a lawyer, the 

tter afarmer. With very rare excep- 
tions, members go into caucus with the 
party by which they were elected and 
support its measures, but were it not so 
I should set down the whole North Car- 
olina delegation in both houses as silver- 
ite and Populist. Perhaps the busiest 
man among the southern Republicans is 
Hon. Walter Evans of the Louisville

district. He is aspare, wiry sort of man, 
and as his life has been put in at hard 
work his constituents and a very large 
section of the south outside of his dis- 
trict seem to-have taken it for granted 
that he can stand anything. Another 
hard worker apparently is Hon. George 
H. Noonan of San Antonio, Tex., who 
represents 37 counties of the most di- 
verse climate, people and productions. 
He was judge of the district court for 
83 years, and his Democratic friends at- 
tribute his election entirely to the high 
character he sustained in that office and 
his resulting popularity. Judge Noonan, 
however, will not listen to such an ex- 
planation, but thinks it wis all on ac- 
count of the Wilson bill putting wool on 
the free list. His big fight will be for 
restoring the McKinley rates on that sta- 


ple. 
Gains For Silver. 


Among the very distinguished new 
men from the south is General James A. 
Walker, the only Republican from Vir- 
ginia, and it adds not a little to his rank 
that he carried his district by some 3,000 
against Cyclone Jim Marshall, who car- 
ried it by some 5,000 in 1892. It is 
worth noting that General Walker is also 
a radical silver man, and it may be said 
in general that the big percentage of ex- 
treme silver men among the new Repub- 
licans is one of the surprises of this 
congress. He talks it, too, with more 
than the average freedom, and is very 
confident that an overwhelming majori- 
ty of the Republicans of the south would 
vote for the free coinage of silver at once 
if it were put to a popular vote. The 
general, as everybody knows—for he is 
aman of national reputation—was one 
of the most brilliant soldiers in the Con- 
federate army, having commanded the 
famous ‘‘Stonewall brigade’’ and Early’s 
division in the latter part of the war. 

I have been much interested in the 
reasons given by those southern Repub- 
licans for their being here and for the 
general political revolution of 1894, 
but, after all, it seems that the enthusi- 
asm of the pohttician nearly always over- 
comes the judgment of the man, for 
each is confident it was due entirely to 
the particular feature in which he takes 
most interest. Hon. J. H. Huling of 
West Virginia, for instance, attributes 
it altogether to the tariff and the slight 
which the Democrats put on the indus- 
tries of his state, while the North Caro- 
lina men think ‘‘treason to silver’’ had 
a good dealto do with it. ‘*The man 
who beat Billy Wilson’’ is the popular 
title for Hon. Alston Gordon Dayton, 
who has been a great success as a law- 
yer, bat admits to some surprise at his 
sudden promotion to a congressman. Of 
course he thinks the tariff did it all, 
and that West Virginiais to remain Re- 
publican.

SUMMER FRUITS IN WINTER. 


How Their Freshness Can Be Kept Unim- 
paired For Months. 
[Special Correspondence. ] 

Paris, Dec. 23.—Whose month does 
not: water at the thought of a dish of 
strawberries for New Year’s? Not the 
expensive and tasteless hothouse kind, 
but the natural berry, just as itis picked 
from the fields. Again, who would not 
be glad to have real muskmelons, water- 
melons, peaches, grapes and other fall 
and summer fruits in the dead of win- 
ter? These questions of course answer 
themselves. 

Most persons, however, will be in- 
clined to look at this style of turning 
winter into summer as something likely 
to happen when the moon turns to green 
cheese, und not before. Yet one of the 
noteworthy achievements of this won- 
derful age of exploration of the secrets 
of nature seems to be the discovery of a 
cheap and effective process whereby 
fresh fruit can be kept just as it was 
originally picked for a term of several 
months. This good news has just been 
made public in this country, where sci- 
entific horticulture has reached a high 
| degree of proficiency. The joyous tidings 
will be welcome to the multitude o 
fruit growers throughout the United 
/States and the still larger multitude of 
private consumers. The fruit growers 
can get materially better prices for their 
enormous crop, and the private consum- 
erg can enjoy table luxuries, oftentimes 
of great value for the preservation of 
health, such as are now denied them. 

The process by which these beneficial 
results are to be achieved is a simple 
one. It was first put in practice by A. 
Petit, chief of the laboratory of horti- 
cultural research at the National Horti- 
oulturalschool of Versailles. He observ- 
ed that pears and apples kept for several 
/months, even when rotting had begun, 
|in an atmosphere saturated with vapors 
| of alcohol and water, without showing 
, the slightest sign of mold. Convinced 
that he was on the track of important 
results, he embarked on a course of sys- 
tematic experiment, choosing grapes as 
‘the fruit to be treated because of their 
| great tenderness and liability to decay. 

Bunches of grapes cut fresh from the 
vines were placed upon beds of wood 
shavings in a receptacle that was for all 
practical purposes a cemented brick box 
slosed as nearly hermetically as possible 
by a common wooden door. A partly 
open bottle containing 61 cubic inches 
‘pf alcohol was also placed in the brick 
box. To make the experiment complete 
pqual quantities of grapes were placed 
In two similar brick boxes without any 
aleohol, the wooden cover of one being 
kept open and that of the other kept 
slosed. The boxes were all located in a 
2001 place. 
| The result of the experiment showed 
that at the end of nearly two months 
te grapes subjected to the alcoholic vap- 
grization remained full, firm and of un- 
impaired flavor. Seventeen cubic inches 
of alcohol—more than one-fourth of its 
mtire contents—remained in the bottle. 
Dn the other hand, the grapes in the 

ick boxes which were destitute of al- 
sohol became hopelessly mol¢y and rot- 
ten in less than three weeks.

THE NEW BOND ISSUE 


Fails to Receive Popularity That Its 
Advocates Anticipated, 


Senators Will Not Amend the 


Dingley Bill. 


Belief That the Measure Will Never Receive 
Executive Sanction. . 


WASHINGTON, Jam &—There is con- 
siderable talk in tré@@&ry circles over the 
efforts made by the geWspapers that have 
urged the administration for months on 
the subject of a popular bond issue to 
find a convenient back track, now that 
they have been taken unexpectedly at 
their word. 

Not only have the $100,000,000 of gold 
which was to spring at once from the 
purses of the public dwindled rapidly since 
Monday morning, but the question is now 
raised whether $50,000,000 would not an- 
swer the purpose just as well in any event, 
and whether the net interest rate had not 
better be 4 per cent instead of 8. 

The charge of secrecy is a flat falsehood. 
There never has been any attempt in treas- 
ury circles to conceal the belief current 
there that any loan under present condi- 
tions must be floated through the regular 
business channels in order to be in the 
fullest degree profitable to the govern- 
ment. 

Atthe same time, the present offer is 
inade in good faith andin the hope that 
the remaining €60,000,000 of free gold in 
the treasury will not be drawn out so fast 
asto make a premature change of pro- 
gram inevitable. Every effort is now 
making, and willbe made, to prevent 
leaks of gold in any direction, and the 
news from the great money centers is 
watched with interest for some sign of 
such a tightening of the money market as 
would affect exchange favorably to the 
importation of gold. 

Treasury experts are at a loss to under- 
stand the failure of this result to manifest 
itself thus far. The only explanation they 
can suggest is that the latest loan has been 
so long foreshadowed and so generally dis- 
counted, and that the contraction which is 
threatened by it is nearly four weeks dis- 
tant. 

The feeling at the treasury is anything 
but serene over the outlook, but the dis- 
position on every hand is to give the new 
issue a fair show and all the favor possi- 
ble. 

Dingley Bill Considered. 

The feature of the Republican senatorial 
caucus yesterday was a discussion of the 
advisability of amending the house tariff 
bill by adding a free coinage amendment 
to it in the senate, and this discussion was 
confined largely to the free coinage wing 
of the party. 

The actual result of the meeting was the 
adoption of Senator Quay’s resolution ex- 
pressing the sense of the caucus to be that 
the finance committee should report the 
bill as it came from the house, with a few 
verbal changes which will not alter the 
meaning of the measure in any essential 
feature. 

There was no rollcall upon this motion, 
but there were a few dissenting vuices. 
There was no formal effort to bind the 


senators to support the bill when it should | 


come before the senate, and it was left 
open to amendments at that stage of the 
proceedings. 

It was while the advisability of at- 
tempting to secure a pledge of support 
was under consideration that the silver 
question came up. “It was sprung by a 
question as to what the silver Republicans 
would do in case a free silver amendment 
should be offered to the turiff bill in the 
senate. 

Senator Mitchell (Or.) was the first to 
respond to this inquiry. He stated that 
he should join the silver forces in the 
effort to secure the adoption of the free 
coinage substitute for the house bond bill, 
but that with the silver question disposed 
of in that connection he would advise that 
the silver Republicans refrain from par- 
ticlpating in any effort that might bu 
made to amend the tariff bill by adding a 
free colnage provision. 

Senator Carter followed in the same line 
of argument, advising united action on 
the part of the silver Republicans in op- 
position to such amendment in the event 
of the previous passage of the silver sub- 
stitute for the bond bill. He said that he 
thought their action on the bond bill 
would be a sufficient indication to the 
country of their attitude. He did not say 
that he would oppose such an amend- 
ment by his vote in case of failure to se- 
cure concerted and unanimous action by 
his silver colleagues, but urged them 
strenuously to 

Agree to This Liue of Action. 


Senator Teller announced his intention 
to vote fora silver amendment if offered 
from any source, without announcing any 
purpose of presenting such an amendment 
himself. He talked very earnestly on the 
subject, saying that he had, when the Mc- 
Kinley bill was before congress in 18%, 
foregone the opportunity to amend that 
measure with a free coinage provision on 
the representation that the bill with such 
an amendment would be vetoed, only to 
be told afterwards by the friends of that 
bill that the Sherman silver bill was passed 
as the only hope of defeating free coinage. 
He dezlared he would not again be placed 
in that predicament, 

Brief speeches were also made on this 
feature of the question by Senators Du- 
bois, Mantle, Shoup and others, 

There was a sufliciently general expres- 
sion of opinion among the silver senators 
to show that there would not be to exceed 
@ half dozen who would hold out against 
unanimous action to refrain from voting 
8 silver amendment, and this showing was 
such as to lead the anti-silver men in the 
caucus to conclude that if those who had 
expressed themselves against the policy of 
amendment could be induced to yote 
aguinst these amendments, they could de- 
feat a silver amendment when offered. 

Senator Baker announced himself as 
friendly to the proposition to coin the 
American silver product, and said he 
would offeran amendment to this effect 
to both the bond and the tariff bills. Mr. 
Baker also reiterated his decluration of 
Tuesday to disregard the instructions of 
the caucus, and vote against the bill un- 
til amended on protection lines. 

There was a geueral expression of opin- 
ion that the bill, whether amended or un- 
amended in the senate, never would be- 
come @ law. Several senators expressed 
the opinion that it could not receive ex- 
ecutive sanctidn. 

After the conzlusion of the considera- 
tion of the tariff bill, an effort was made 
to proceed to the consideration of the re- 
organization of the senate by the election

Anti-Silver Sentiment. 

The anti-silyer Democrats of the senate 
held aconference yesterday while the Re- 
publican senators were in caucus. The 
object of the caucus was to count how 
many men could be mustered against the 
free coinage amendment of the senate 
finance committee to the bond bill. It 
was found that there are 14sure votes on 
the Democratic side against the silver 
propositions, and the Democrats were as- 
sured that there are 26 Republicans who 
could be counted against the Jones amend- 
ment. This would make 40inall. Four 
more votes would be necessary to a ma- 
jority of the senate. 

Both Democratic and Republican anti- 
silver men are now making an effort to 
see if these four votes can be obtained. 
Among the Republicans who are not 
countedin the 26 anti-silver list and upon 
whom an effort will be made are Senators 
McBride (Or.) and Wilson (Wash.). On 
the Democratic side are Senators Bacon 
and Gordon (Ga.) and Martin (Va.). 

Itis not known with what hope the 
anti-silver men are working, but they sald 
that the vote will be very close, and that 
perhaps free coinage may be defeated. 
The Democrats counted against the bill 
are: Brice, Caffery, Faulkner, Gibson, 
Gorman, Gray, Hill, Lindsay, Mills, 
Mitchell, Murphy, Palmer, Smith and 
Vilas. 

ALL GREENWAY MEN. 


Nominations For the Manitoba Elections Re- 
sult In the Premier's Favor. 

WINNIPEG, Jan. 9.— Premier Greenway 
fought the first round In the school fight 
yesterday, and was a winner by a score of 
8to0. It was nomination day in Mani- 
toba for the general election, and eight of 
Premier Greenway’s supporters were 
elected by acclamation on the national 
schools platform.

The chief surprise of the day was the re- 
tirement of W. E. Luxton, one of the 
separate school candidates, from the con- 
testin Winnipeg. Mr. Luxton is absent

The Venezuelan Dispute. 

LonpoN, Jan. 9.—The Times this morn- 
ing publishes an editorial with reference 
to the New York World's Caracas dis- 
patch telling of suspicions that the British 
party in Venezuela are plotting to over- 
throw President Crespo, and pleads with 
the government in presence of the danger 
of further trouble to publish the papers 
setting forth the British case on the Vene- 
zuelan question forthwith, withour wait- 
ing forthe meeting of parliament. The 
Chronicle has a long article in advocacy 
ofa permanent government court of arbi- 
tration, and it says of this: Naturally 
such atribunsal must be constituted sub- 
ject to America’s reasonable views upon 
the Monroe doctrine. 


Wou!d Not Naturalize Them. 

New York, Jan. 9.—Justice Prior, in 
the supreme court yesterday, after refus- 
ing naturalization to some would-be citi- 
zens, made the following announcement: 
“T shall refuse to naturalize any more per- 
sons, or to admit them to citizenship, un- 
less they have read the constitution of 
the United States and can speak the Eng- 
lish language, which is the language of 
this country. Persons who cannot fill 
these requirements need not come before 
the court. They will only waste their 
time by so doing.” 


Convenient Means of Submitting Bids. 

W£ASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The treasury has 
begun the distribution of blank forms or 
which to submit bids for the new bonds. 
These blank forms will be obtainable at 
any sub-treasury by those wishing to sub- 
mit bids. Ali national banks and others 
making application by mail to the treas- 
ury here, or to the sub-treasuries, will kk 
supplied with these forms. They are not 
actually essential to the integrity of the 
bids, but are the most convenient manner 
of submitting them. 


Bowell Steps Out 
OTTAWA, Jan. 9.—It seems to be agreed 
at Ottawa that Sir Mackenzie Bowell has 
tendered his resignation, and that his ex- 
cellency is taking into consideration the 
selection of his successor. Ths crown, of 
course, has the choice of its chief adviser. 
Onthe whole, the crisis, judging from 
yesterday's developments, seems to be 
subsiding. It cannot subside too soon if 
the interests, not alone of the party, but 

of the country, are to prevail. 


Large Shipment of Corn. 

St. Louis, Jan. 9.—The largest ship- 
ment of corn of the year is now passing 
through St. Louis.

FLOURISHED A PISTOL, 


Mrs, Libbey of Malden Threatened to 
“Fix” a Truant Officer, 


Used Language More Expres- 
sive Than Elegant. 


Woman May Possibly Be Suffering From Men- 
tal Trouble. 


MALDEN, Mass., Jan. 10.—Truant Officer 
T. E. Powell had an exciting experience 
yesterday, when he paid an official visit to 
the home of Mrs. John M. Libbey, who 
lives on Steeves court. Mrs. Libby thrust 
arevolver under his nose and made all 
sorts of hair-raising threats. 

Mrs, Libbey has three children, two boys 
and one girl. They are not very regular 
in their attendance at school, anda few 
days ago Truant Officer Powell went to 
find out why they were absent. He was 
told that they were sick. 

Yesterday the teacher of the Greenwood 
school told Mr. Powell that the children 
were seen at play every evening, so he 
went again to their home. He was re- 
ceived at the door by Mrs. Libbey, who 
invited him to come into the kitchen, out 
of the cold hall. He stepped into the 
kitchen, and she immediately began a 
tirade against him and the teacher, call- 
ing them both liars 

With Profane Emphasis. 

Finally she got so excited that she 
rushed into an adjoining room and pulled 
arevolver froma bureau. Pointing it at 
the officer, she exclaimed: ‘I’ve had 
enough of these complaints, and I know 
how to stop them. I'll fix you!” 

Mr. Powell told herto put up the pistol, 
saying that they would try and reason out 
the matter, but it was to no use. She con- 
tinned tocry: “I'll fix you!" and cocked 
the revolver. Then she placed it near his 
face and savagely told him that he would 
not bother her any more. 

Once more Powell tried to reason with 
the woman, telling her she was excited, 
but she would not listen tohim. Seeing 
that it was of no use to talk, he deiiber 
ately turned his back on the threatening 
reyolver and walked to the door, where 
he turned and told her she would bear 
from him later.

ON BEACON HILL. 


Peripatetic Commititees—Mileage and Railroad 
Passes—Minor Mention. 

Boston, Jan. 10.—Among the import- 
ant bills introduced in the state legislature 
were these: Relative to reopening navi 
gation of the Connecticut river as far as 
Holyoke or Springficld; that no official or 
employe ofa municipality or state shall 
participate as an officer in a political cau- 
cus, convention or act as a committee 
member; for temporary disfranchisement 
of men twice or more times convicted of 
drunkenness, and resolutions protesting 
against the Turkish atrocities. 

The house voted that when it adjourn it 
be to meet at 11 o'clock Friday, and that 
until further orders the hour of meeting 
on Fridays be 11 o'clock. 

On motion of Mr. Dallinger, the senate 
refused to concur with the house in re- 
ferring the report to the metropolitan dis- 
trict commission, the greater Boston com- 
miasion so-called, to the committee on 
metropolitan affairs. The senator said 
that in the report referred to the commis- 
sion advocateé the establishment of a new 
county. ‘The scheme, he said, would ma- 
terlally affect three of the largest coun- 
ties of the state, and he, therefore, moved 
that the report be referred to the commit- 
tee on metropolitan affairs and counties 
sitting jointly. The motion was carried. 

An order authorizing the committee on 
water supply to travel within the com- 
monwealth and an order authorizing the 
committee on public charitable institu- 
tions to travel within the state and to visit 
Hartford were adopted. 

The following order was adopted with- 
out debate: “Ordered, that before the 
payroll for traveling expenses of the mem- 
bers of the present legislature is made up 
for certification by the secretary of state, 
the clerks of the two branches shall obtain 
from each member of the senate and house 
of representatives, respectively, a certifl- 
cate that such member has not received 
since his election as a member of the pres- 
ent legislature any pass, mileage book or 
ticket entitling him to transportation 
upon any railroad without paying for the 
same the price that is demanded of the 
public generally,” 


PEACE AND RIGHTEOUSNESS 


Should Be Prayed For by Christians on Both 
Sides of the Ocean. 

Boston, Jan. 10.—In relation to the 
wartalk attending the Venezuelan diffi- 
culties, President Clark of the Christian 
Endeavor has received a letter from F. F. 
Belsey, Rochester, Eng., president of the 
British national council of the Christian 
Endeavor, upon this subject. In sub- 
stance, Mr. Belsey says: 

“Among all these threatenings of strife 
and discord I send you and the 2,000,000 
Christian Endeavorers on your side a few 
lines to say that their brethren and sisters 
here would almost prefer death to hear- 
ingthatan English gun had been fired 
against the nation they belong to and the 
broad America so many of us know and 
love. May God avert sodireful a calam- 
ity. 

“Bidthem not only to pray for peace, 
but remember that we will join them at 
the mercy seat in earnest eatreaty that 
this tous inexplicable slarm may be the 
occasion fora new and stronger alliance 
between all Christian hearts on either side 
of thaAtlantio. Let this be o ‘holy alli- 


ance’ that shall leave its traces on the 
future history of our world.” 

To this letter President Clark cabled 
the following reply: ‘The officers of the 
United Society of Christian Endeavor 
heartily reciprocate your sentiments. We 
pray for peace and for the righteous arbi- 
tration of all difficulties between nations.”

HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 10.—Edwari 
Kent and Frank Brady were arrested last 
night for alleged assault upon an Italien 
With aknife. The men, it is claimed, also 
assaulted a Jew named Copen.

The 
men were rated as messengers, but were 
really employed in doing clerical work, 
which the commissioners claim is in vio- 
lation of the law. ‘This is the beginning 
of acrusade which the commissioners are 
about to carry on against every person 
illegally employed in the various city de- 
partments.

IN TROOPS’ FAVOR. 


Trend of the Latest Report From Cuban Flelds 
of Battle. 

HABANA, Jan, 10.—The column of troops 
commanded by Colonel Molina, in the dis- 
trict of Alfonso XII, province of Matan- 
zas, have captured an insurgent position 
on Mt. Manjuari atthe point of the bay- 
onet. The engagement lasted four hours, 

The engagement lasted about four hours, 
during nearly all of which time the Span- 
iards used the bayonet. They captured the 
insurgent camp, 80 sets of arms and much 
ammanition, supplies, medicines and an 
insurgent |anner. ‘The insurgents left 15 
killed on the mountains and retreated 
with many wounded, partly in the direc- 
tion of Cienega and others in the direc- 
tion of the province of Habana. The 
troops had two officers and 12 soldiers 
wounded, 

The news published in New York, via 
Tampa, Fla., that the insurgents have 
captured 17 forts, and that 700 soldiers have 
deserted to the enemy, is not true. The 
insurgents have not been able to capture 
one fort, it is officially asserted. Captain 
Cesar Denlle, aide-de-camp to General 
Maceo, has surrendered to the Spanish 
authorities. 

News has been received that Maximo 
Gomez, with 2000 of the insurgent forces, 
has again passed the plantation of San 
Antonio, and the towns of Alquizar and 
Guira Melena. His present whereabouts 
and his proposed destination are not at 
present known, but his movement 1s 
practically a counter-march over the same 
route by which he entered the province of 
Penar del Rio. Guira Melenais on a line 
almost directly south of Habana. Gomez 
is, therefore, well out of the region, in the

NOW IS YOUR TIME TO BUY. 


THE FINANCIAL situation of the city re- 
ceived foremost and careful consideration 
by Mayor Adams in his inaugural address, 
While our general debt is not large, it is 
unfortunate that so much falls due in one 
year. The total is but $264,895.61, less 
than two per cent. of the valuation, and 
considerably inside the limit of $400,000; 
but about $50,000, or over twenty per 
cent., falls due this year, requiring alone 
a tax of $3 per $1,000. Were the debt ap- 
portioned equally over ten years as allowed 
by law, the maturing debt would be but 
$27,000 this year, and the tax rate $1.50 
less than it will be. The utmost care 
should be taken in apportioning new 
debts, to relieve taxpayers for a few years, 
when the water payments fall heavy, for 
the outlook five to ten years hence is en- 
couraging. The tax rate has probably 
reached high water mark, but no material 
reduction is anticipated while the debt is 
being paid so rapidly. 

No one can question but the two schoo! 
houses asked are needed, and they should 
be completed before next September, and 
progressive citizens will endorse the Mayor’s 
recommendation of brick. 

As there is a balance from the appropria- 
tion for water extensions, po further ap- 
propriation seems necessary this year, 
particularly as the water supply runs low 
and the Metropolitan supply may not come 
for a few years. 

Sewer construction should not be com- 
menced until itis known whether Quincy 
is going into the Metropolitan county. It 
is contemplated to put sewers uuder county 
control, and probably in one system, and it 
should be one of Quincy’s first petitions to 
the county, to extend to us the sewer 
system.

TO REMAIN IN OFFICE 


Confidence In Bowell’s Ability to 
Organize a Strong Cabinet. 


Remedial Legislation In Man- 
itoba to Go On. 


Premier Berates His “Strikers” In No Un- 
certain Terms. 


OrrawaA, Jan. 10. — The ministerial 
trisis assumed a new phase yesterday 
when Premier Bowell read his promised 
statement. 


After reading the statement, Sir Mac- 
zenzie made a yoluntary attack upon the 
ministers who had bolted. The reasons 
given by the ministers for resigning were 
not, he said, such as would prevent their 
associating themselyes with the govern- 
ment in the future. They had made re- 
flections on his parliamentary career. He 
defled any man to point out one case of 
dishonesty in his long public life. He 
had always been a successful man, and 
had he been given loyal support by the 
striking ministers he would have been 
just as successful in carrying on the na- 
tion’s affairs. 

He said the only reason given for the 
resignations was that the bolters did not 
like their leader. He never had claimed 
to possess great intellect, but the strikers 
knew his powers when they chose him first 
minister as well as they did when they 
played the part of assassins. Atany time, 
had the ministers acted manfully and 
come to him with a statement that they 
were dissatisfied with his ability to lead 
them, he would not have stood in the way 
of progress of Canada and of the Conserva- 
tive party. “But,’’ continued Sir Mac- 


kenzie, ‘under the present circumstances | 


I desire to make it clear that I will not 
give up the reins of government.” 

His future he was glad to leave in the 
hands of Canadians, and for Canadians to 


decide whether the ministers were justi- | 


fied in leaving him at an important junc- 
ture in the affairs of the country. He 
would go on with remedial legislation in 
Manitoba, at the same time hoping that 
the day would never come when the rights 
of any British subject would be interfered 
with. 
Governor Objected. 

The premier concluded by saying that, 
after several interviews with the governor 
general regarding the resignation of 
the ministers, he (Bowell) waited again 
upon the governor general with the pur- 
pose of tendering his resignation, but his 
excellency intimated that at that moment 
he was not prepared to receive it, as the 
speech from the throne had not been 
passed. He would endeavor to re-form the 
government, and moved that the house 


adjourn until next Tuesday, and in the} 


meantime he would try and fill the va- 
cancies, If not successful, he would then 
tender his resignation to the governor 
general. 

It is learned that the governor general 
is of the opinion that Bowell can get to- 
gether astronger government than could 
Sir Charles Tupper. Lord Aberdeen 
thinks a strong feeling of sympathy has 
been aroused for Bowell, which will en- 
able him to form a stable government. 
Reports from the country at large indi- 
cate that the feeling is all against the 
seven ministers who bolted. 

In the house of commons yesterday after- 
noon, Sir Adolph Caron, as leader of the 
house, moved adjournment until next 
Tuesday. He stated that an adjournment 
was necessary in order to give the govern- 
meni... chance of reconstructing the cab- 
inet. 

The Liberals demurred against this, and 
insisted upon sitting today and Monday. 
Every Liberal speaker denounced the 
treachery of the bolters, and said they 
would give Bowell every aid in continu- 
ing his administration. 

Adjournment was finally carried on 
division, without a vote being taken. 
Although Messrs. Foster, Haggart, Tup- 
per, Montague and Dickey, five of the 
seven bolters, were present in the house, 
not one hada word to say in defense of 
their actions. 

Negotiations are still on foot toward 
bringing Sir Charles Tupper, Sr., into the 
cabinet. If he consents, there is no doubt 
that Bowell will be able to pull through. 
Tupper is understood to haye given no 
answer tothe advances of Sir Mackenzie 
as yet. 

Can’t Remember. 

San Francisco, Jan. 10.—At the con- 
tinuation of the police court examination 
of Mrs. Mary Davidson yesterday, her at- 
torney tried to show that Dr. Brown was 
aware of the existence of the mysterious 
Mrs. Baddin. ‘his point could not be de- 
veloped, however, nor did Mrs. Dayidson’s 
attorney succeed In introducing evidence 
as to the clergyman’s alleged intimacy 
with Miss Overman. The prosecution 
tried to show by the defendant that she 
had been convicted of felony in Lynn, 
Mass., and had served a term in the penal 
institution. Mrs. Davidson could not re- 
member if she had been convicted. 


A Whisky Failure. 

LOUISVILLE, Jan, 10.—Bartley, Johnson 
& Co. and the Belle of Nelson Distilling 
company made an assignment yesterday. 
The two assigned interests are joint, the 
firm being the owner and operator of the 
distilling company. The liabilities of 
Bartley, Johnson & Co. are about $100,006 
and the assets are believed to reach that 
amount. The liabilities and assets of the 
Belle of Nelson company are estimated at 
about $200,000. 


Maine Quill Drivers Meet. 

PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 10—The annual 
meeting of the Maine Press association 
was held here yesterday. The morning

In the first Scriptural reference we 
have pointed out to us a laudable am- | 
bition and the gracious results of it. 
We are told that Jesus grew in favor 
with God and man. Christ was in the 
true sense ambitious.

BURROWS. AS LEADER, 


Anxious to Fieht For t For the Cause of a 
Sound Currency System, 


5.15 Senate Silver Republicans 


Are Hard at Work. 


Senate aud House Both Hear Argument on 
Question of Rules. 


WaAsHtnctoy, Jan. 11.—Senator Bur- 
cows (Mich.) may become the aggressive 
leader of the sound money Republicans in 
the senate. He takesadvanced views upon 
the relation of the greenbacks to our fiscal 
system, and is free to say that ‘tone of 
two things must be done—either the green- 
backs must be retired, or some means de- 
vised by which they will not or cannot be 
presented to the treasury for payment,” 

Senator Burrows is not willing to rest 
his reputation complacently upon the no- 
tion that alittle more revenue is all the 
vation needs to perfect its financial sys- 
tem. He recognizes the greenback danger 
and will not be likely to hold his candle 
under the bushel of party tradition much 
longer. He says, in speaking in detail of 
the financial situation: 

“While a lack of revenue contributes 
largely to our financial disorder, Lam not 
entirely clear that it is alone responsible 
for it. The act of 1890, continued in 
operation for three years, injected into our 
circulation $150,009,000 of silver, repre- 
sented by the treasury notes, while the re- 
serve remained unaugmented, 

“The tendency of this was to alarm the 
business public and create a raid on the 
treasury gold. Nearly $500,000,000 of de- 
mand notes were thus put in circulation, 
with a redemption basis of but $100,009,- 
000, and whether an increase of our rey- 
enue alone would solye the problem I 
have some doubt. ‘To increase the reserve 
would be a way out of the difficulty, but 
would require the further use of bonds, 
which is hostile to the public judgment at 
this time. 

“Unless the United States notes and the 
treasury notes can be held in the treasury 
after redemption, and the expenses paid 
with other currency, I do not see how a re- 
currence of the raids on the treasury can 
be avoided. 

“While itis true that up to 1892 the de- 
mand for gold in exchange for greenbacks 
was not large, it must be remembered that 
we then entered upon a changed tariff 
policy, and that the silver purchases of the 
law of 1590 were beginning to crowd upon 
the treasury. 

“The government of the United States 
is the only institution that I know of that 
has out an amount of demand notes that 
must be paid in gold: Banking institu- 
tions may pay legal tender, but the treasuy 
is pledged to gold payments, while it has 
not a dollar of distinctively gold revenue.” 

Talking on Rules, 


The house gave its time yesterday to dis- 
cussion of the proposed amendment of the 
rules of the Fifty-first congress, which 
were provisionally adopted early in tho 
session to govern this house. 

Two interesting discussions relieved 
the monotony of the technical debate. 
One was precipitated by Mr. Walker 
(Mass.), chairman of the committee on 
banking and currency, who made a fight 
against the proposition to drop the com- 
mittee on banking and currency from 
the list of committees prilvileged to re- 
port bills to the house at any time. 

A partisan debate resulted, in which 
Mr. Walker was supported by the Dem- 
ocrats and a Republican contingent which 
included many free silver men. The last 


congress had added the committees on 
banking and currency, and on coinage, 


weights and measures to the privileged 
list, but the committee on rules decided 
not to alter the list of the Fifty-first con- 
gress, Which did not include them. Mr. 
Walker failed to carry his point. 

Mr. Hepburn (Ia.) inspired the second 
discussion by an amendment to direct the 
speaker to recognize any member who ad- 
dressed him when no other member was 
on the floor, and he spoke against the 
growing power, given by the rules, of the 
speaker. 

He withdrew his proposition, however, 
after a speech by Mr. Bell (Col.), who 
claimed that it would secure for the Popu- 
list members the recognition of which, he 
claimed, they were deprived. The discus- 
sion of the rules was not finished. 

Senator White (Cal.) made a forcible 
speech yesterday afternoon upon the ques- 
tion of a change of rules of senate pro- 
cedure. He esp aris ally deplored the oiis- 
sion of any provision by which a subject 
may be brought to a yote except by unan- 
imous consent. 

So long as any senator ¢ares to talk or 
to have anything read, either relevant or 
irrelevant, nothing can be done. Another 
ancient but not honorable fiction, as the 
speaker termed it, is that a majority may 
be in the senate and no quorum present. 

That the senate rules had been a source 
of annoyance in times past was shown 
from citations from Scheouler’s history, 
going back tothe days of Randolph. To 
suppose that rules adoptedin a nation’s in- 
fancy for her senate must be adhered to in 
all the future is to deny capacity for prog- 
ress. 

Senators declare that it is always possi- 
ble to pass a bill whenever a majority de- 
sires it, but it can be done only when tho 
opposition is taken oat on a stretcher, a 
proceeding, although undignified, by no 
means novel here. We are at the mercy 
of the physical powers of one man, and 
only when he is weakened can we march 
to a rollcall over his prostrate form. 5

There was no reply to Mr. Jones’ argu- 
ment, but the debate will be resumed 
when the senate meets again on Wednes- 
day. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.), the former 
chairman of the committee on foreign re- 
lations, offered aresolution, which was re- 
ferred, without debate, conveying the con- 
gratulations of congress to President Kru- 
ger. 

Some of the Republican silver senators 
held a conference after the adjournment 
of the senate yesterday to canvass the 
chances of passing the silver substitute 
for the house bond bill through the senate. 
They went over the list very carefully, 
comparing notes on senators considered 
doubtful, and reached the conclusion that 
the substitute would win by a majority of 
about three votes. They also considered 
the alternative of postponing action until 
after the new senators from Utah shall 
arrive, but concluded that in view of the 
facts developed at the meeting, the post- 
ponement would not be necessary. 


WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Notes but Little Chanae, With a Falling Off 
In Orders. 


New York, Jan. 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: ‘The new 
year begins with such uncertainty that 
business is somewhat retarded. The pro- 
posed sale of bonds offers ground for confi- 
dence in the future, but no one is able to 
determine what its earliest effects may be 
in the money market, and for the time it 
is a cause of hesitation rather than hope- 
fulness. 

Cotton is unchunged, although the re- 
ceipts for the week have not been very 
large, but some slackening appears in the 
foreign demand. Wheat is about 1 cent 
higher, and corn the same, without dis- 
tinct reason in either case. 

The industrial situation has not materi- 
ally changed. There is much hesitation 
in the iron business. Everything turns on 
the contracts for ore, which are still un- 
settled. 

In boots and shoes the average of prices 
is a shade lower, though little change ap- 
pears, except in calf boots and shoes. 
Leather is a little lower. The demand for 
boots and shoes falls far behind expecta- 
tions, and many of the shops have closed 
for atime, since little new business is be- 
ing done. Theshipments from Boston for 
the week were about 18,000 cases smaller 
than last year. 

Sales of wool are large, although a large 
part of the purehases were of a speculative 
character, based upon the belief that prices 
may be advanced tf the new tariff bill goes 
into effect. The opening of woolen goods 
shows a further tendency toward lower 
prices, in spite of the prevalent belief that 
higher prices would be realized before 
long if the revenuc Lill which passed tho 
house should become a law. 

The cotton mills are generally running, 
though not all with full force, and somu 
are piling up goods without regard to tho 
immediate demand, which is compara- 
tively slack, as they apparently believe 
that the short supply of cotton this year 
will ensure them profits in the end, as it 
has during the past half year, 

Failures for the week have been 481 in 
the United States, against 420 last year, 
and 53 in Canada, against 54 last year.

TO PRISON FOR LIFE, 


Sentence Imposed Upon Murderers 


Sullivan, Nagle and Foley, 


Killed Duroy 8S. Foster at 
Billerica In 1894. 


Relatives of the Men Create a Touching Scene 
In the Courtroom, 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 11. — Judge 
Sherman yesterday afternoon sentenced 
Patrick Sullivan, Patrick J. Foley and 
Cornelius Nagle, the murderers of Duroy 
8. Foster at Billerica on Sept. 11, 1894, to 
life imprisonment in state prison. It was 
ataspecial session of the Middlesex su- 
perior criminal court, called for the pur- 
pose of imposing a sentence upon the 
three men, the exceptions in their case 
having been overruled by the supreme 
court and the rescript handed down Jan. 7. 

The fact that the men were to be sen- 
tenced yesterday was known to but few 
persons outside the officers of the court, 
but when the hougarrived for the court to 
convene a large number of the friends of 
the prisoners were on hand. Sullivan’s 
wife, father, mother and brother were 
there, also Foley’s wife and two sisters 
and Nagle’s aged mother and three sisters. 
The scene both before and after the sen- 
tence of the men 

Was a Touching One, 


The women cried and threw themselves 
upon the prisoners, and both Foley’s and 
Sullivan’s wives fainted. 

As the prisoners entered the courthouse, 
securely shackled and attended by Deputy 
Sheriff Fairbairn and Deputy Sheriff 
Wardwell, both of Cambridge, Foley’s 
wife met them, and before she could be 
prevented she had placed a fervent kiss on 
her husband’s lips and he had grasped her 
in hisarms. When taken from his arms 
the officer discovered that she had fainted. 

Immediately after the adjournment of 
court the prisoners were surrounded by 
their relatives, all crying violently. Mrs. 
Sullivan threw her arms around her son 
and cried: “Oh, my innocent son!’ She 
was drawn gently away by the court offi- 
cers and led crying out of the courtroom 
by her daughter. 

“Don’t make a scene here,’ said Sulli- 
van to his mother when she kissed him. 
“They will let you see usin the jail and 
you can come right over.” This remark 
was addressed to his aged and apparently 
heartbroken father, who stood near by, his 
frame shaking with emotion, 

Amid loud lamentations the prisoners 
were removed from the courtroom and 
back to their cells in the Cambridge jail, 
followed by their relatives, who were al- 
lowed to converse with them. 


ON BEACON HILL. 


Free Pass Order Reconsidered—Hot and Cold 
Baths For Everybody. 

Boston, Jan, 11.—The order which was 
offered in the senate Thursday requiring 
members before receiving mileage to sub- 
scribe to a statement that they are not in 
possession of free railroad passes, and 
which was adopted without debate, was 
reconsidered yesterday and laid on the 
table. 

Mr. Hutchinson offered a bill to regulate 
the practice of pharmacy. One of its most 
conspicuous provisions is one for registra- 
tion in pharmacy once in two years. An- 
other is for the merging of the depart- 
ments of the baard on enforcement of 
pharmacy and liquor laws, 

In the house, among the new business 
introduced, was a bill for the establish- 
ment of a board of telegraph and telephone 
commissioners, and another very compre- 
hensive bill for hot and cold water baths 
in every city, town and village of this com- 
monwealth. 

Other bills introduced were: To pro- 
hibit the sale of native wines without a 
license; striking from the act relative to 
fraternal beneficiary associations the clause 
“which does not employ paid agents in 
soliciting and procuring business other 
than the preliminary organization of local 
branches;” adding to the class of persons 
exempt from jury duty assistant clerks of 
courts; giving to the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston all the 
powers possesse d by the commissioners of 
public institutions relative to the release 
of persons confined in any of the institu- 
tions under him. 

Petitions were received from the Revere 
Rubber company of Boston and Chelsea, 
for authority to increrse its capital stock 
to $3,000,000—its present capital is $1,000,- 
000; of D. B. Wesson and others, for an act 
of incorporation as the Springfield City 
Market company, with a capital of §$75,- 
000; of the Gloucester Street Railway 
company, for authority to lease the 
Gloucester and Rockport Street Railway 
company; of A. W. Young and others, for 
the annexation of a part of Abington to 
Brockton.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 11.—The mayor 

and license commissioners of the city goy- 
ernment last night revoked the license of 
a traveling theatrical troupe which had 
engaged the Webster Opera house for 
three nights. The mayor and committee 
attended Thursday night's performance 
and decided that it was not all that it 
should be. ‘The license committee will 
hereafter have supervision of all show 
bills, and will carefully inspect them be- 
fore they are posted.

THE WEEK PAST. 


The new City Council has started out 
well, All the members-zlect were present 
on inauguration day to take the oath, and 
they organized without contest for offices. 
The proposition to increase the member- 
ship of the committees on Finance and 
Public Buildings is a good change; all 
wards should be represented on the former 
and the President should be chairman. 
Perhaps one reason why the reports of the 
Committee on Public Buildings were not 
more successful were that they did not 
have the backing of as large a committee, 
and the committee of three was very much 
divided. Why not make all committees 
seven, so that ail wards of the city may 
have a representative ? 


In the drawing of seats in the City Coun- 
cil, Councilman Rice secures the one re- 
cently occupied by Mayor Adams, and 
Councilman Holt is in the seat which 
President Bryant occupied last year. Are 
they in line for promotion ? 


The Metropolitan county scheme has 
been overshadowed this week by the city 
inauguration and attending ceremonies. 
We have noticed bowever that many sub- 
urban cities oppose the movement. The 
Essex County Commissioners point out 
some objections. They say: 

** One of the bad features would be that 
the records of Lynn, Swampscott, Saugus 
and Nahant which it is proposed to set off 
have been kept in this county for two 
centuries and unless copies of them were 
made for the new county, persons looking 
up titles might have to visit both places to 
settle a titie. It might be thought that it 
would he an easy matter to place copies of 
these records ia tbe other county, but when 
the records were changed in Middlesex 
county it cost $50,000, and to make the 
Change here wand cust still more, 

What is true of the Essex county towns 
is also of Quincy, Milton, Hyde Park, Ded- 
bam aud Brookline in Norfolk coun'y. 
The appendix of the report of the 
District Commission gives the information 
that these Norfolk county towns had re- 
corded 83928 deeds in 1893, and 3,807 in 
1894, but this was done as easily at Ded- 
bam as it could bein Boston. With pro 
bate matters Quincy, Hyde Park and Ded 
ham, each with local sessions, would not be 
better accommodated, nor as well. Tne 
change would not only be detrimental to 
the towns quoted but to the balance of 
Norfolk county, which might be divided 
amorg oitber counties, Norfolk is now 
one of the smallest in tsrritory. 


President Bryant was partial to Wards 
Ooe and Five in the appointment of his 
first committee, two being from the Centre 
and three from Wollaston. Again on the 
second committee three of the same five 
were selected, but perhaps these are to be 
members of the Finance Committee. 


All of the Mayors of Quincy have been 
Uuiiarians in belief. Liberality in views 
is recognized in the creed of this church, 
aod a man of liberal views seems to be 
desired. 


The school house fires of the past week 
in neighboring towns have been remark- 
abiy free from casualities, yet they illus- 
trate the importance of fire drills and the 
necessity for coolness on the part of teach- 
ers. Of late Quincy has not, we believe, 
kept up its fire drills. In DBrockton they 
must be rehearsed in every schoo! once in 
every two weeks. 


The Senate does not propose that the 
Metropolitan County scheme shall be 
handled by a committee that possibly is 
already committed to the movement, It 
very sensibly referred the report to the 
committee on Metropoliton Affairs and 
Counties sitting jointly. Certainly four 
or more counties are as mnch interested as 
the metropolitan cities and towns, 


There is already an order in the Legis- 
lature for redistricting of the State upon 
the census of 1895. There will not only be 
new Representative districts, but senator- 
ial, councillor and possibly congressional. 


The Daity LEDGER the past week 
has been well illustrated and is fast gaining 
the reputation of being a pictorial. The 
portraits of the Adams family, the speakers 
at the banquet to Mayor Adams, and the 
new Council were timely, and generally 
creditable. Better, certainly, than Boston 
dailies published of our Mayor or Mayor 
Quincy.

Historical. 


The old Fairbanks house was erected in 
Dedham, Mass., shortly after the year 
1633, the materials having been brougbt 
from England. Miss Rebecca Fairbanks, 
the present occupant, has presented to the 
Quincy Historical Society one of the orig- 
inal diamond shaped panes of glass with a 
section of its leaden sash. Mr. Josiah A. 
Fenno has kindly framed the same from 
the remnant of aSan Domingo mahogany 
plank which was used in the manufacture 
of Ex-President John Adams’ coffin; the 
same having been made by Mr. Fenno’s 
grand-father, Josiah Adams. Many of our 
residents will remember Mr, Adams, who 
resided many years in the building now in 
the rear of Durgin and Merrili’s Block, it 
having been moved to make room for that 
structure. The house was erected about 
the year 1816 by Mr. Adams, it having 
formerly stood on the old Adains farm near 
Pine hill, the building having been given 
to him by his father, Deacon Josiah, and 
his uncle, Ebenezer Adams, It was taken 
down and rebuilt by Mr. Adams, Mr, 
Adams was well known as the ‘pump 
man,’ he being a manufacturer of that 
ever useful but now ont of date article.

Refused to Testity. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The proceedings 
in the trial of the Chapman Sugar trust 
witness case were enlivened yesterday by 
the production as a witness of Secretary 
and ‘Treasurer Searles of the “‘trust,’’ wha 
is also under indictment for refusal to 
testify before the senate committee. Tho 
defense immediately objected to his testi- 
mony, citing authorities to show he was 
not required to testify; that he was a de- 
fendant in the same sense and under the 
same circumstances as Chapman, and that 
he could not be compelled to give testi- 
mony that might tend toincriminate him- 
self. Judge Cole held that Searles could 
take the advantage of his privilege to re- 
fuse to answer questions that might be in- 
criminating to himself. This was the 
first material victory secured by the de- 
fense during the whole trial. 


Nine Shipwrecked Si.iors. 

HALIFAX, Jan. 11.—A boat from the 
steamer Ealing, which recently went 
ashore on Green Island, reached Canso 
yesterday afternoon. There were nine 
men in the boat, and all were thoroughly 
exhausted and frostbitten. They had a 
terrible experience, and nine of their ship- 
mates, including the captain, died of cold 
and exhaustion, and their bodies were 
thrown overboard. The survivors say 
two boats left the stranded ship at 6p. m. 
on the 6th inst. One contained the 
officer and eight men, and as nothing 
has been heard from them all hands 
probably perished. The other boat, which 
arrived at Canso, was in charge of the cap- 
tain, and originally contained 18 men. 
Nine died, as already related above. 


Sound Reasoning. 

Lonpon, Jan. 11.—The Chronicle this 
morning has an interview with Lord 
Playfair, in which he strongly supports 
the idea of a permanent tribunal of ar- 
bitration. He believed, he said, that the 
legislatures of both the United States and 
Great Britain would adopt the principle, 


but that would not stop the agitation over | 


the Monroe doctrine. It was England, he 
said, which drove the foreigners out of 
America. She was therefore greatly re- 
sponsible for the Monroe doctrine. He 
suggested that England and America meet 
in conference and arrive at some defini- 
tion of the limits of the Monroe doctrine. 


Swift Vengeance, 

Lockport, N. Y., Jan, 11. —Robert Clap- 
saddle, afarmer of Ransomyille, was fa- 
tally shot yesterday by his son-in-law, 
George H. Smith, who was pursued by a 
posse of villagers, cornered, and, when he 
made resistance, filled him with bullets, 
causing hisdeath. One of the pursuers 
also was shot. Smith was a dissolute 
character, who spent what money he could 
get for whisky. He had married the eldest 
daughter of the Clapsaddles, and she had 
separated from him on account of his dis- 
sipation, and Smith had always blamed 
his father-in-law for the estrangement. 


In Venezuela. 

CaRACAS, Jan. 11.—The political excite- 
ment is unabated. Senor Bricono, editor 
of El Patriota, has been arrested, together 
with other partisans of Ardueza Palacio, 
The newspapers here are discussing the 
possibility of a British warship in the har 
bor of La Guayra being able to throw a 
shell over the mountain into the city of 
Caracas. To qaiet apprehension in regard 
to it the matter has been submitted to ex- 
pert engineers here. Their opinion is 
awaited with considerable anxiety. 


Heavy Shortages. 

OMAHA, Jan. 11. — Ex-City Treasurer 
Bolln was arrested last night. He was de 
posed several months ago, owing to ru 
mors of shortages in his office. Recently 
it developed that over $100,000 of city funds 
could not be accounted for. His deputy 
J. E. Coulter, was arrested recently for 
taking $30,000 of the money, but for some 
yeason Bolin escaped prosecution unti 
last night.

Utica, N. Y., Jan. 11.—Guiseppe Con !

CRISIS ABOUT ENDED. 


Transvaal Government Nobly Stood a 
Test of Its Stability. 


Britishers Are Mystified by 
Naval Preparations. 


President Kruger’s Demands Form a Subject of 
Much Speculation. 


Lonpow, Jan. 11.—A dispatch from Pre- 
toria says that the disarming at Johannes- 
burg has been completed without mishap, 
and the Boer police now patrol the town. 
The crisis is practically ended, and orders 
have been issued for all Boer commands 
to proceed to Pretoria. 

Thus ends this unique revolution, dur- 
ing which not even a policeman has been 
knocked on the head, and not a single act 
of violence has been committed. Presi- 
dent Kruger and the executive council 
have exhibited remarkable coolness 
throughout. The stability of the govern- 
ment has been unmistakably displayed. 

There is a remarkable absence of ex- 
citement here, but feelings have been 
aroused which will not be allayed for 
years. The Boers’ district of the Uitland- 
ers has been increased ten-fold, and the 
sense of failure rankles with the Uitland- 
ers. Yet both sides desire that the gov- 
ernment should remain republican and 
free from outside control. The statesmen 
now in conference must, therefore, devise. 
means for an adjustment which will se- 
cure peace, and thereby attract foreign 
capital. 

‘The correspondent of The Times at Cape 
Town gives a long telegram from Mr. 
Hofmeyer, the leader of the Afrikander 
party, to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
in which, referring to the fact that the 
leaders in British flnancial and military 
circles and many in the queen’s service 
either shared in or winked at the Uit 
lander conspiracy in the Transvaal, he 
asks whether it would not be advisable to 
institute a radical change in the govern- 
ment and in the personal rule of Cecil 
Rhodes. He says he trusts that a search- 
ing inquiry will be made into the con- 
spiracy, and offers his own co-operation. 

Chamberlain's Condescension. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in replying, thanked 
him for his offer, and promises that there 
shall be a full inquiry and measures to 
prevent a repetition of the Transvaal raid. 
Mr. Chamberlain concludes: ‘My pres- 
ent chief object is to prevent a further 
embittermenut of the relations between 
the British and Dutch, which might re- 
sult from extreme measures against either 
Johannesburg or the prisoners.” 

The correspondent of The Times at Ber- 
lin telegraphs: Whatever after-effects the 
Transvaal incident may have on German 


a| Policy, in government and even in higher 


circles the disposition now is to regard 
the matter as closed. A few uncoim- 
promising spirits still expect that the 
Transvaal will insist upon a declaration 
of absolute independence. But it is 
doubtful whether the German govern- 
ment will sustain that hope. At the same 
time it would be premature to imagine 
that all cause for anxiety has disappeared. 

Rumors are still current of an exchange 
of views in the direction of summoning 
England before the European areopagus. 
Portugal’s attitude is evidently an em- 
barrassment to the government. 

Herr Richter, the Radical leader in Tho 
Freisinhig Zeitung, declares that the 
landing of German troops at Delagoa Bay 
~yonld be a grave political blunder. Other 
papers here abstain from commenting 
upon Portugal’s attitude. 

In colonial circles the intention is mani- 
fest to utilize the anti-English campaign 
as a lever to agitate for an increase in the 
navy. 

A telegram received from Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, Delagoe Bay, announces that the 
German man-of-war Condor has arrived 
there. 

Public In the Dark, 

There is a feeling abroad in London 
that there are many details of the com- 
plications into which the foreign affairs of 
the empire have been placed which have 
not been published, and much speculation 
is indulged in by the public. So far as of- 
ficial information goes, the situation 
seems to be improved. 

The mystery of the nayal preparations 
occupies a large place in the public mind, 
andthe conclusion arrived at by the at- 
tentive public after thus thinking it over 
is that the tremendous activity displayed— 
not only in the fitting out of the flying 
squadron, but In the rushing forward of 
work in the navy yards, arsenals and sup- 
ply shops for war material—does not appear 
wholly necessary on account of the condi- 
tion of relations with Germany. It is also 
felt that it is difficult to see to what polnt 
the flying squadron—which, together with 
the existing available squadrons with 
which it is proposed to join it, will form, 
itis said, the most powerful fleet of war 
vessels ever put afloat—is destined. 

The situation in the Transvaal is un- 
doubtedly greatly improved, and unless 
President Kruger has made extortionate 
demands, such as for the complete inde- 
pendence of his republic and freedom 
from the suzerainty of Great Britain, and 
has received the support of Germany in 
fuvor of these demands, such a powerful 
fleet as are being prepared will not be 
needed at Delagoa bay. 

Kruger Holds the Whip Hand, 

In fact, the whole future of South Africa 
now depends upon the nature of the de- 
mands made by President Kruger, whose 
response to the queen’s message, addressed 
him in the third person, through Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, is, to say the 
least, not effusive. In fact, it virtually 
declares that the president will hold Dr. 
Jameson and the other members of his 
expedition who were taken with him as 
hostages for the disarmament of Johannes- 
burg, whose time of grace for the sur- 
render of the arms held by the Uitlanders 
expired at 6 o'clock last evening. Those 
of the Uitlanders who have not yielded 
their arms at that time are to be excluded 
from the amnesty to be granted to those 
who participated in the uprising. 

The indemnity demanded by the Trans- 
vaal government from the Chartered 
South African company is variously 
stated at from £500,000 to £2,000,000. 

The statement circulated here yesterday 
that the admiralty had decided upon th 
formation of a second special squadron 
created a good deal of excitement when it 
was announced, but it was later officially 
defied. 

Joseph Chamberlain went to Osborne 

_Yesterday, and he remained there over 
night. First Lordof Admiralty Goschen 
made a special visit to Portsmouth, and 
inspected the ships of the flying squadron 
and saw the guns of their armament 
worked. The workmen at Chatham, 
Portsmouth and Plymouth worked late

It is announced thaf the government 
has ordered the stores of small arm 
cartridges to be increased from 60,000,000 
to 150,000,000. 

All this preparation, of course, means 
an enormous outlay of treasure. The 
wages of workmen alone are £80,000 above 
the usual expenditures. It is reported 
that the government, in order to meet this 
and further naval measures, will present a 
bill immediately when parliament opens 
to devote the surplus revenue over the 
present budga—chiefly arising from the 
remodeling of the death duties and to 
the activity in the stock market, and 
which it is predicted will amount to sey- 
eral million pounds—to naval expenses. 

One effect of the present crisis has been 
to impress Englishmen with & sense of the 
marvelous diplomatic scent of Paul Kru- 
ger, the Boer president. The admiration 
felt by Englishmen for the South African | 
executive finds abundant expression, even | 
in face of the sharp reverse he has admin- | 
istered to their policy, and their hearty ad- 
miration for Dr. Jameson. Sir Charles 
Dilke declared in a speech yesterday that 
President Kruger has few rivals among 
modern diplomats. 


An Apology? 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Emperor William re- 
ceived on Jan. 8an autograph letter from 
Queen Victoria. The emperor's autograph 
reply is nowin the queen’s hands. It is 
understood that the emperor, in his reply, | 
in brief general terms, proffered his hand | 
to the English people.

Itis now evident that he was merely 
making a pretense at retreat to mislead | 
his enemy, and meantime he has onco| 
more countermarched, like a fox doubling | 
upon its own tracks, and last night he had 
nearly his whole effective force in the to- 
bacco district in the southern part of | 
Pinar del Rio, ready to visit destruction 
upon the tobacco crop, as it has already 
been widely visited upon the sugar crop. 

‘Yhe authorities have discovered evidence 
of what they consider a conspiracy to cause 
an uprisingin Habana and to hand the 
city over to theinsurgents. The conspiracy 


discovery has caused grave uneasiness in| 
Habana, and suspicions that disaffection | 
is much more widely disseminated than | 
has been admitted.

A LEGAL ABDUCTION. 


Baby Pride Seized From Maternal 
Grandmother by a Sheriff, 


The Father Will Fight For 
His Offspring. 


An Interesting Case Which Has Caused Much 
Commotion In Lynn. 


LyNN, Mass., Jan. 13.—Walter M. Pride, 
unmindful of the legal struggle for his 
possession between father and mother-in- 
law, is enjoying his wee self behind iron- 
barred doors in the domicile of Deputy 
Sheriff Caswell in East Lynn. 

His legal abduction from the residence 
of Mrs. Effie Saunders, the mother-in-law, 
at 53 Cherry strect, Saturday evening, by 
the sheriff, assisted by Harry Browning of 
Waltham, has caused considerable com- 
ment. The father, William F. Pride, did 
not have a hand in the affair, and at pres- 
ent he is at his homein Farmington, N. H. 

Sheriff Caswell, in explaining his ac- 
tion, said that he had a writ from the 
supreme court of Boston to seize the 
2-year-old heir of Pride and produce him 
in court Tuesday morning so that the 
law might determine who really ought to 
have the child, the father or the mother- 
in-law. 

He visited the residence of the mother- 
in-law at 53 Cherry street, and not finding

was able to identify his youthful relative | 
by the unmistakable features. Aninmate | 
of the house attempted to prevent the ab- | 


duction, but the sheriff with his puny 
burden succeeded in making his escape to 
the street.

Arriving 
at the sheriff's home, the child was turned 
over to more gentle hands, and the heir to

Mrs. Sauncers’ Story. 

It was rumored that an attempt was to 
be made by the mother-in-law to secure 
the child from the sheriff, but Mrs. 
Saunders denied that the idea ever en- 
tered her head. “I can prove,” she said, 
“that Pride gave me that child to bring 
up. Walter was a tiny thing when I first 
took him, and now he enjoys the best of 
health. 

“You see Pride, who is a New Hamp- 
shire man, ms Pied my daughter in Wal- 
tham in 1893, and she died during the fol- 
lowing October. Pride came to me and 
asked me to take the baby, and I con- 
sented. Forsome time now he has been 
trying to get the baby back, but I will 
prevent it if I can.” 

From Mr. Browning, whois a brother- 
in-law of Mr. Pride, it was learned that 
the father attempted three months ago to 
obtain the child, but the infant was 
spirited away. The child was then traced 
to Boston and then to Medford. Last 
week it was learned that Mrs. Saunders 
was at 21 Bickford court, and here the 
sheriff first attempted to serve the writ, 
but she was not there. 

Mrs. Saunders will appear in court to- 
morrow as a contestant for the child, and 
will be represented by ex-District Attorney 
H. F. Hurlbut of this city. Pride will be 
represented by Hon. B. B. Johnson of 
Waltham.

Would Lose $350,000 Annually, 


They Say “Cheaper Labour Enables 


Us to Compete Successfully. 


“‘The total output of the monumental 
yards of Aberdeen, Scotland, for the year 
is estimated at £250,000, of which £60,000 
worth went to America.” 

The above isa quotation from a review 
of the granite industry of Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, from the Journal of that city. We 
read further, there is ‘* marked 
activity’? at one yard; another “‘at the 
present time has more orders on hand than 
he has had for some years, and will be very} 
busy right through the winter. His out- 
put for the past year is greatly in excess of 
that for 1894." A third has been ‘* par- 
ticularly busy ;’’ at another ‘‘The sear 
just closing has been an exceptionally busy 
one.’”? Similar reports follow, and it is 
plain that at least one city has prospered | 
because of tariff legislation in America. 
And other granite centres abroad have 
profited likewise. 

The granite manufacturers and stone 
workers of this country know the poor 
state of the business here without being 
told. Will they secure favorable legisla- 
tion from this Congress? See what the 
same Scotiand paper says of the proposed 
increase of tariff. What helps them hurts 
us.

A distinguished writer has lately said 
that in architecture style is first the epoch, 
then the man.

REBELS CREEPING UP 


A Sunday Skirmish With Troops but 
Twelve Miles From Habana, 


‘Spanish Officials Report Vic- 
tories on Their Side. 


| Congress Seriously Considering Granting of 
Belligerent Rights to Cubans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—A dispatch from 
Habana says that with the exception of an 
engagement yesterday between Spanish 
troops and a band of 600 insurgents at 
| Managua, only 12 miles southeast of Ha- 
| bana, there is nothing very important or 
authentic tochronicle of the movements 
of the insurgents. 

The attack on Managua still remained 
indoubt at last accounts. It was being 
held by volunteers, but regular troops 
were dispatched from here to its assist- 
jance. It is reported that the insurgents 
| have burned several houses and have 

killed a number of defenseless citizens. 

It is said that 500 insurgents have been 
| killed in the skirmishing in Matanzas 
| province. 

Quintin Bandera {s reported to be mov- 
| Ing in the neighboring of Guina Marinda. 

The insurgents under Louis Perez and 
Munoz are said to have had many wounded 
in an engagement near Siguania, 

A small schooner has been captured at 
Caibarien, which was engaged in supply- 
ing the insurgents with groceries and am- 
munition, 

Minister de Lome yesterday received a 
tablegram from the Spanish minister of 
foreign affairs, stating that as a conse- 
quence of the recent engagements the 

j main body of the insurgents have divided 
into several bands and cannot retreat. 
Followed by the loyal forces, Maceo has 
taken to the north and Gomez to the south 
of the province of Pinar del Rio. 

The commander-in-chlie?, in a telegram 
from Habana, says that the columns of 
Colonel Galvis and General Aldecea, hay- 
| ing knowledge of the location of Gomez, 


after a night's march of 15 miles, reached 
the rear guard of Maximo Gomez's forces, 
which were effecting a quick retreat, and 
succeeded in engaging the enemy, who 
must have suffered greater losses than 
those left dead on the fleld, judging by the 
number of dead horses left after their re- 
treat. Maximo Gomez is closely followed 
and so is Maceo. 

Inthe remainder of the island there is 
nothing new except occasional destruc- 
tion of railroads and other outrages by 
local bands of small importance, proving 
that the insurrection is only active where 
the leaders are. The fact that the two 
al chiefs are in Pinar del Rio 
makes easier the success in the eastern 
part of the island. 

The Spanish minister emphatically de- 
clares that the telegrams relating to the 
capture of San @ristobal, Bahia Honda 
and other towns and the landing of Ca- 
lixeto Garcia are false. 

Considered by Congress. 

Assurances have been given by the house 
committee on foreign affairs to those mem- 
bers who are particularly interested in the 
movement to secure recognition for the 
Cuban revolutionists that the question 
will be thoroughly and carefully investi- 
gated and that a report will be made upon 
it to the house at the earliest day consist- 
ent with such an investigation. 

Asub-committee of the foreign affairs 
comn.ittee has been designated by Chair- 
man Hitt to take jurisdiction of the Cuban 
matter, with these members: Adams 
(Pa.), chairman; Draper (Mass.); 
(Ills.). Some impatience has been voiced 
in the house because a resolution to recog- 
nize the revolutionists has not been 
brought forward and passed immediately, 
| and patriotic and sentimental reasons 
| have been urged in support of this feeling. 

The friends of ‘‘Cuba free’? feel certain 
that there is a great majority in congress

with an enthusiastic demonstration, 
which would materially encourage the 
| struggling revolutionists, and that outside 
| of the capital there prevails a great pop-

The foreign affalrs committee recog- 
| nizes fully the existence of this sentiment, 
but the sub-committee does not feel justi- 
fied in acting without the usual delibera- 

tion, nor is it at all certain that they will 
| deem it expedient for this government to 
recognize Cuba at once. 

‘’he house has passed a resolution call- 
ing upon the state department for all the 
| information it has on the Cuban question, 

and the secretary of state has informed 

Chairman Hitt that the evidence will be 

given him assoon as possible. Recently 

President Palma of the Cuban junta left 

agrenat mass of documents with the sec- 

retary of state, and beside these there is 

on file in the department much corre- 

spondence with Spain incidental to the 
| present uprising. Clerks are compiling 
| these papers into form for the use of the 
| house, and in the opinion of members of 
| the sub-committee no action should be 
| recommended to the house until these pa- 
pers have been considered, 

If, in the meantime, the insurgents 
manage to capture Habana, their victory 
would be such unmistakable evidence of 

he status of the revolution that the com- 
mittee would not hesitate to ask the house 
to recognize the state of belligerency with- 
out delay. Members of the sub-committee 
do not hesitate to say this. 

But there is a disposition among them 
to question the accuracy of newspuper re- 
ports of military movements in Cuba, for 
they doubt whether the correspondents are 
in a position to keep accurately posted, or 
whether true reports are possible under 
the conditions prevailing in Cuba, 

Apart from the sentimental reasons, 
there is acommercial phase of the ques- 
tion of which the foreign affairs members 
are not allowed to remain in ignorance. 
Recognition of belligerency would confer 
upon Spain the right to search American 
shipping for contraband of war, and the 
shipping interests are not pleased with 
this. Then there are sugar investments 
in Cuba held by citizens of the United 
States amounting to $30,000,000, which 
have suffered enormous damage at the 
hands of the rebels in their raids, 

So long as the revolution has no recog- 
nized standing, Spain is responsible for 
these losses, and the owners of plantations 
hope to be able to secure reparation from 
her at some future day. When this gov- 
ernment formally takes notice of the fact 
that a state of war exists in Cuba, our 
citizens will have no ground upon which 
to base their claims. 

These considerations tend to retard rec- 
ognition, Whether they will defeat the

TO KILL ALL WHITES, 


Part of the Plot Said to Haye Been 
Coneocted by Jameson, 


England and Germany Are 
at Swords’ Points. 


Visions of Future Complications Loom Up 
Before the Pubiic’s Eyes. 


Lonpon, Jan. 13.—A dispatch from 
sources sympathizing with the Transvaal 
government in Johannesburg asserts that 
the plot for Dr. Jameson’s raid and the 
coincident uprising of the Uitlanders were 
the most shameful in history. The black- 
est part of the plot, the dispatch asserts, 
was the intention of the agents of the 
Chartered South African company to set 
loose the savages toinvade the Transvaal 
from all points, and to kill every white 
man. 

It is understood that the difficulty over 
the manner of disposal of Dr. Jameson’s 
followers was settled on Saturday, the 
Transvaal government simply stipulating 
that the rank and file of the Jameson ex- 
pedition should be deported from South 
Africa. According to the Transvaal law, 
the punishment for treason is banishment 
and a large fine. It is not believed here 
that President Kruger has demanded the 
abrogation of the London convention— 
which provides for the suzerainty of Great 
Britain over the Transvaal—as the price of 
sparing Dr. Jameson's life. 

A dispatch received from sources sym- 
pathizing with the Transvaal government 
in Johannesburg asserts that the plot for 
Dr. Jameson’s raid and the coincident up- 
rising of the Uitlanders were the most 
shameful in nistory. The blackest part 
of the plot, the dispatch asserts, was the 
intention of the agents of the Chartered 
South African company to set loose the 
savages toinvade the Transvaal from all 
points, and to kill every white man. 

It had been alleged that all over South 
Africa provision stations should be 
erected on the lines of the route, and the 
points had been fixed. The object was to 
destroy Pretoria and to present England 
with a fait accompli before any interfer- 
ence could reach them, Sketches of Pre- 
toria and of the Rand, made by military 
men, have, it is said, been seized. 

This story is denounced in London asa 
gross exaggeration, and it is regarded as 
being intended to prejudice the South 
African company in the negotiations it is 
making. 

A dispatch received by the Chartered 
South African company from Buluwayo 
announces that the outcome of a mass 
meeting of the English colony, bankers 
and merchants there, was the declaration 
of a unanimous decision to obey the im- 
perial government. The public, it was 
asserted, was fully under control. 

Rhodes’ Point of View. 

A dispatch from Cecil J. Rhodes, under 
date of Cape Town, Jan. 12, says: ‘‘The 
position is that within the Transvaal 
there are 70,000 new-comers and an old 
population of 14,000, With the develop- 
ments of the gold industry to a fuller ex- 
tent, the new-comers will amount to 500,- 
Q0Vin five years; eventually to 1,000,000, 
probab!y more. From time to time the 
position will be upset by the attempts of 
the new population to claim civil rights, 
which eventually they certainly must get. 

“Statesmanship should give them some 
rights now, as the present state is impos- 
sible for the new-comers, who own more 
than half the soil of the Transvaal and 
nine-tenths of the wealth of the country. 
The new males outnumber the old, five to 
one, and are composed largely of Amer- 
icans, including the principal mine man- 
ager.. 

“England is the only great power in 
South Africa. She is now threatened 
with German interference, which she is 
bound to resent and resist. In this she 
should have America’s sympathy. Blood 
is thicker than water. Americans, above 
all nations, insist on civil rights in one’s 
industries here at the Cape. Inthe Trans- 
vaal all my managers are Americans. 
And yet we have the spectacle of the two 
greit English-speaking nations of the 
wor.d almost on the verge of war about 
sine barren land in South America; 
whereas, working in perfect harmony, the 
peace of the world would be secured.” 

Kruger and the Kaiser, 

The Berlin correspondent of The Times 
says: ‘The publicity given tothe exchange 
of letters between the queen and the em- 
peror is very unwelcome here. It is re- 
garded as an indiscrect attempt to make 
political capital in the English interest 
out of the family relations of the two 
courts. The substance of the letters can 
only be a matter of surmise. 

The contents of the emperor’s letter may 
be inferred from the very conciliatory and 
reassuring words he addressed on the fol- 
lowing day tothe foreign representatives 
here on the occasion of the funeral of 
Prince, Alexander of Prussia, when he 
emphasized the unabated friendliness of 
the English and German governments. 

Unfortunately, however, it is too early 
to indulge in optimisms. President 
Kruger’s attitude may be a better test of 
Germany's real attitude than professions 
ofamity. If President Kruger proves ob- 
durate, it will be difficult to resist the 
conclusion that he has been allowed to 
count upon Germany’s support. It must 
not be forgotten that before Dr, Jameson’s 
coup the organ of the German foreign 
office urged President Kruger to ignore 
the manifesto of the Naticnal union of 
Johannesburg. Dr. Jameson's ill-starred 
enterprise simply gave Germany an op- 
portunity to shift her ground to a plausible 
condemnation of a breach of international 
law. 

A dispatch to The Times from Vienna 
says that the German National association 
of Austria has telegraphed congratula- 
tions to President Kruger, 

Cooling Down Somewhat, 

Dispatches from Berlin, printed in to- 
day’s papers, say that there is distinctly 
less stress of feeling there in regard to the 
international complication growing out of 
the Transvaal crisis, and the German 
press, as a rule, devote less space to it 
than for some time. The tone of the com- 
ment of the newspapers, which means so 
much in this land of press censorship and 
inspired expressions in newspapers, is 
rather more peaceful, and there 1s less 
talk of active hostilities and more hope 
expressed of an unarmed settlement of the 
question at issue. Expressions of irrita- 
tion at the British government and of 
rancor against the English people are still 
more or less bitter, however. 

The Taggeblatt replies to the assertions 
made Saturday in the Westminster Ga- 
vette that Germany’s attitude on the Ar- 
menian question had alienated Great 
Britain, and had driven it to seek rap-

Estimates were received 
for the construction of the building, 
jand it was awarded to David Roche. 
It was now September, and all the 
members were eager that it should be 
erected as quickly. as possibly, and the 
fact was, a large force of mechanics 
was employed, and the association oc- 
cupied the building six weeks after the 
letting of the contract. The building 
| is sixty feet long and thirty feet wide; 
the lower floor is used as a gymnasium, 
fitted up with all the paraphernalia re- 
quired in such places, and the upper 
hall is used for meetings and other en- 
tertainments. There is a stage thirty 
feet by twenty, which is used as a 
reading room. In this room there is a 
large library of beautiful books. which 
are edifying to the members who are 
literary inclined. 

The association is indebted to the 
Rey. T. J. Danahy for this magnifi- 
cient library. When the society had 
on its swaddling clothes, it was he who 
came forward and volunteered his ser- 
vices to give a lecture for the associa- 
tion, which lecture realized two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and drew forth 
an audience of eleven hundred persons, 
in the Town Hall, Quincy, which has 
never been equalled in magnitude. 
This grand and generous act, and others 
quite as substantial recently received 
from Rey. Father Danahy, should not 
be forgotten by the association, In 
this room also, quiet games of checkers, 
dominoes, chess, are played, but no 
cards were allowed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—In an interview 
yesterday, the Turkish minister said:

“This legation sent its communication 
tothe press because it is the public that 
the Red Cross took in its confidence, but 
naturally I always will be ready and 
pleased to give to the Red Cross society 
ion 1b inay think 10 proper to 
ask for. But Il wish you to understand 
today, notwithstanding the 
y assurances of interested parties, 
the T h government has no animosity 
Whatever against the Armenians and only 
Wishes to see them prosper under its legiti- 
mate and rightful authority.’

KRUGER’S ATTITUDE. 


Will Investigate Transvaal Raid When Excite 
ment Has Cooled. 

PRETORIA, Jan. 15.—The volksraad met 
yesterday and authorized the government 
toincrease the state artillery force by 400 
men. They also adopted a government 
resolution thanking the Orange Free State 
for its sisterly assistance, and also Sir 
Hercules Robinson, governor of Cape 
Colony, and Sir Jacobus de Wet, British 
agent at Pretoria, for the powerful sup- 


| port they had given to the Transvaal gov- 


ernment and for their efforts to prevent 
bloodshed. 

A letter was read to the volksraad from 
President Kruger to the effect that he in- 
tends to discuss with the raad in later 
and calmer moments the causes which led 
to the das: wrdly plot against the state and 
government. He was firmly resolved, the 
message said, to maintain the sacred 
rights and interests of the republic, and 
to establish the same on a firmer and 5¢- 
curer foundation. 

The brief sitting of the volksraad ad- 
journed until May, as, owing to the ex- 
cited feeling among the burghers, calm 
and dispassionate legislation in connec- 
tion with the recent events was considered 
impossible. 

Dr. Jameson and the officers of his raid- 
ing expedition and political prisoners, 
numbering 60, are still in the jail here, 
and are well cared for, pending the final 
decision between Sir Hercules Robinson 
and the Transyaal government as to their 
fate.

REED BOOM LAUNCHED, 


Republicans Organize In Behalf of

ON BEACON HILL. 


Game Laws—Biennia! Elections—Monroe Doc- 
trine—Armenian Massacres. 


Boston, Jan. 16.— Amongst the new 
business introduced in the house yesterday 
were two bills of more than ordinary in- 
terest. One of these contemplates the ap- 
pointment of a commission to consider 
what shall be done with the Bulfinch 
state house and to report in February, 
1897. The other has for its object the crea- 
tion of an excise commission in the city of 
Boston, which shall exercise all the powers 
now vested in the board of police com- 
missioners in respect to licenses to inn- 
keepers and victuallers. 

The committee on federal relations re- 
ported back favorably the resolutions re- 
questing the senators and representatives 
of Massachusetts {n congress to take steps 
to stop the massacre of Armenians in 
Turkey. 

Petitions in favor of biennial elections 
were received from many sources. 

In the senate the committee on federal 
relations reported that the resolution af- 
firming the principles of the Monroe doc- 
trine ought to be adopted. 

The bill providing for a reduction of the 
number of councilmen elected in Boston 
to one from each ward, the abolition of the 
council’s contingent fund, and the pay- 
ment of a salary of $500 a year toeach 
councilman, was taken from the files of 
last year. 

Petitions: City of Northampton for 
leave to increase its water supply by tak- 
ing, by purchase or otherwise, the waters 
of Mill river; that the open season for 
ruffed grouse, quail and woodcock in the 
county of Hampshire be limited to Octo- 
ber and November, and that the open sea- 
son for trout in that county be limited to 
April, May and June; for the construc- 
tion of a new union railway passenger 
station in Milford, and for biennial elec- 
tions of state officers.

The 
two women will be tried some time next 
week. 

The Fortuna Disaster, 

Boston, Jan. 16.—The report of E. ff. 
Paine of the steamer Barnstable, which 
sunk the schooner Fortuna off Highland 
light, Monday night, has been made to the 
British vice consul, who will forward it to 
the London board of trade. The company 
which controls the steamer and its officers 
and men are all Americans, but the Brit- 
tsh flag is sailed under, hence the report 
being forwarded as mentioned, - 


No Use For A. P. A. 


Boston, Jan. 16.—The fourth annual 
convention of the New Engiand Christian 
association opened “ere last night. Rey. 
J. M. Foster of Boston devoted his ad- 
dress to an arraignment of the American 
Protective association, declaring they were 
un-American, and their oaths were such as 
no true American could live up to.

WORK OF DESTRUCTION 


Carried on to an Enormous Extent by 
Cuban Insurgents, 


Necessaries of Life Scarce 
Even In Habana. 


Some Hot Engagements, In Which Troops Are 
Reported Victorious. 


HABANA, Jan. 16.— Information con- 
cerning the damage done by the insur- 
gents in the province of Pinar del Rio 
continues to arrive here from various 


sources. Between Pueblo Nuevo and Bal- 
late, in that province, all the caneflelds 


have been burned, and at Passo Real, La 
Herradura and Los Palacios the insur- 
gents have not only burned all the railroad 
cars, but they have destroyed all the rail- 
way material of every description which 
they could lay hands on. 

At Guareiras, the insurgents burned the 
plantation of Las Vega and other cane- 
flelds, and at Manicaragua, province of 
Santa Clara, they have burned the large 
store and tobacco warehouse, containing 
500 bales of tobacco, belonging to the 
Ortiz company. 

The distress in the province of Matanzas 
and other places devastated by the in- 
s5urgents is very great, and the local au- 
thorities in various districts have been 
granted the necessary permission to col- 
lect funds by public subscription for the 
relief of the sufferers. 

Late last evening information was re- 
celved here to the effect that the insur- 
gents had also burned the village of Rio 
Blanco, in the province of Pinar del Rio. 

The prices of provisions, etc., are rising 
very rapidly here, and the expense of liv- 
ing is fully 50 per cent more than it was 
e@monthago. At the rate things are go- 
ing, though the Spanish authorities are 
still hopeful of driving the insurgents 
eastward and westward of Habana, the 
city of Habana will be the most expensive 
place in the world to live in. 

If thisis the case, with the insurgent 
force now in this vicinity, it may be 
judged that matters will be considerably 
worse if the Spanish commanders are un- 
able to check the advance westward of 
the second Cuban army. Business is suf- 
fering terribly on all sides, and the mer- 
cantile community is heartily tired of the 
insurrection and everything connected 
with it. 

Hot Fighting. 

The opening of the wires in Matanzas 
has brought intelligence of a hot engage- 
ment at Las Charcas, near the mountains 
of Santa Magia, in that province. The 
column of Spanish troops was led by Cap- 
tain Martin Sanchez, and the number of 
his troops is placed by the official report at 
240. 


The insurgents engaged were under the 
Cuban leaders Lacret, Clotilde, Garcia, 
Perez and Inglesito, and the official report 
places their number at 1200. The battle, 
{+ is said, raged flercely for two hours, the 
insurgents pursuing their usual elusive 
and harassing tactics, They gave way 
before the Spaniards, who finally took 
their camp, and found there 11 dead in- 
surgents and five wounded. They claim 
that the insurgents also carried away 61 
wounded. The Spanish losses, according 
to the report given out, were: One volun- 
teer killed, five soldiers wounded and 10 
missing. The subsequent movements of 
the opposing forces are not reported. 

Still another report of an encounter 
with Maximo Gomez at a point near Se- 
barucal has been received. This time it 
was General Prat, who reports that he has 
had anengagement with Maximo Gomez, 
and that he has also put the Cuban forces 
to flight. No details of the engagement 
are given, noris anything stated as to the 
amount of the losses inflicted, but it is 
said that Gomez is proceeding westward, 
and that he goes to relieve Maceo and to 
re-enforce him. 

Spanish Claims, 

The Spanish authorities claim that they 
have pressed Gomez hard for two days, 
and that they have succeeded in doing 
what they sought in driving him back 
into the heart of Pinar del Rio province. 
They say that the combined forces of Go- 
mezand Maceo are now in a seriously 
compromised position, and they do not 
fail to disseminate the impression of their 
confidence that they have at last got the 
insurgents at a disadvantage, and will be 
able to prevent their escape from Pinar 
del Rio. 

Much confusion is manifest in the re- 
ports given outin this city of the move- 
ments of the insurgents and of the where- 
abouts of the different leaders. This is 
due partly to the swiftness of the insur- 
gents’ movements and partly to the cutting 
of wires and interruption of 20mmunica- 
tion. 

Maximo Gomez seems to be everywhere, 
according to the reports of his activities. 
General Suarez Valdes supplements the 
report that Gomez in person led the second 
attack on Bejucal, with another report 
that his column overtook Gomez at the 
head of 8000 insurgents moving from 
Vereda Nueva in the direction of Hato 
Ariguanabo. ‘The insurgents made a 
stand and engaged Brigadier General 
Cornel, who led Valdes’ vanguard. It 
seems that after an hour's hard fighting, 
the main Spanish column coming up, the 
Cubans retreated and their position was 
taken. 

From the eastern provinces comes the 
report that the column of troops com- 
manded by Colonel Martin have had two 
engagements with the insurgents in the 
Sancti Spiritus district of Santa Clara, in 
one of which the insurgents are said to 
have sustained a loss of 27, while a cap® 
tain of the troops was seriously hurt and 
nine privates wounded, 

In askirmish on the farm of Rojo Cifu- 
entes with the band of Roban, the latter 
lost three killed and carried away nine 
wounded. 

A Gloomy Outlook. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., Jan. 16.—The official 
organ of the government states that a 
thousand families in St. John's are with- 
put food, fuel or clothing, and have noth- 
ing with which to face the rigors of the 
coming four months. It further states 
that unless they are soon relieved, many 
will perish. Outports are also destitute. 
The government will have to furnish sup- 
plies, as most of the citizens are unable 
to assist.

Ought the United States to Tolerate 


It, Subject of High School Debate. 


At the meeting of the Quincy High 
School Debating Society on Wednesday. 
Mr. Coe, president, took the chair. Miss 
Rothwell’s report as secretary was accepted. 

The entertainment was as follows: 

Essay, Miss C. E. Healey, ’96. A pleas- 
ing study of autumn scenery. 

Piano solo, Miss Bemis, 97. The musi- 
ca} selections are always welcome, and give 
an agreeable variety to the programmes. 
Yet the advantage is not wholly on the 
side of the audience, for the performers 
gain confidence, and thus become more 
and more competent to entertain audiences 
whether large or small. There must be a 
great deal of musical talent at the High 
school. Let this talent be brought out. 

Essay, ‘‘ Granite Quarries,’’ Miss Marion 
Pitts, 96. An interesting account of one 
of our chief local industries. 

A motion was made and carried em- 
powering the President to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to revise the constitution. 

The debate followed: ‘‘ Resolved, that 
the United States ought not to tolerate 
any European interference in American 
affairs,”’ 

The affirmative was taken by: Miss 
Marion Pitts, 96; Miss Ramsey, '96; Miss 
Rothwell, '96; Miss Sweeney, '96. 

Negative, — Mr. Anderson, ‘96; Mr. 
Chapman, 96; Mr. Coe, ’96; Mr. North- 
cote, '06. 

Miss Marion Pitts opposed all foreign 
interference, on the ground that the per- 
mission of such interference would result 
disastrously. 

Mr. Anderson remarked that foreign 
nations might well interfere with Southern 
lynchings. 

Miss Ramsey spoke of foreign jealousy 
of the United States. England takes un- 
fair advantage of weaker American govern- 
ments. If England is allowed to tyran- 
nize over smaller American powers, she 
will become very arrogant. 

Mr. Chapman declared that foreign 
governments had a right to interfere when 
they were wronged. The United States 
was accused of being quarrelsome. 

Miss Rothwell opposed England's en- 
croachments. London Truth has come 
out in favor of the American side, Un- 
published despatches greatly aid the Ameri- 
can side. The Monroe Doctrine is the 
stronghold of the South American repub- 
lies. 

Mr. Coe showed that Canada, Mexico, 
Central America, and South America are 
included in the term ‘‘American.”’ The 
United States ought not to have the res- 
ponsibility of attending to all American 
troubles. 

Miss Sweeney feared numerous wars, if 
interference were tolerated. 

Mr. Northcote thought that the Monroe 
Doctrine did not appeal to our present 
circumstances. British government is 
much more stable than that of South 
American republics. 

Further debate was postponed from lack 
of time.

MISS ANTHONY ANGRY, 


Makes Harsh Remarks About President Eliot 
of Harvard University. 


ROcHESTER, Jan. 16.—Miss Susan B. 
Anthony is muchincensed at the criticisms 
of President Eliot of Harvard university 
and Bishop Doane of Albany on her call 
for the 28th annual convention of the 
American Woman’s Suffrage association 
in Washington, Jan. 23 to 28, Miss An- 
thony says: 

“The first and only time that I ever saw 
President Eliot was at the convention of 
all the superintendents of schools of the 
United States. Before that great audience 
President Eliot declared thatit was not 
to the interest of American patriotism or 
loyalty to have women teachers in the 
schools. There I formed my idea of the 
man, and I have not changed it. 

“Regarding the criticism that I have in 
any way distorted his letter, it is not true. 
Itis harmful to the nation to have such 
a@man as Mr. Eliot at the head of such a 
great institution-as-Harvard university. 
His views are naturally impressed on the 
minds of the students, and the country is 
worse off for it. In my mind Mr. Eliot 
is not an American of whom a4 true pa- 
triot should be proud. He is an arch- 
traitor, and has by this letter alone com- 
mitted treason.” 

Miss Anthony hoped her views would 
be rightly stated before the public. 


BOND MODIFICATION. 


Time of Entire Payment Extended For Conven- 


ience of Purchasers. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Secretary Car- 
lisle, in speaking of the dissolution of the 
syndicate, said he could be quoted as say- 
ing that the “success of the loan is as- 
sured.”’ Further than this, he declined to 

make any statement. 

Secretary Carlisle last night made pub 
lic the following circular, modifying the 
conditions for payment on the advertised 
bond issue: 

Treasury ciroular (No. 3, 1896), dated Jan. 6, 
1896, inviting proposals for the purchase of one 
hundred million dollars ($100,000,000) of United 
States 4 per cent bonds is hereby so modified 
that after the payment of the first installment 
of 20 per cent, with accrued interest, as re- 
quired in said circular, the remainder of the 
amounts bid may be paid in installments of 
10 per cent each and accrued interest at 
the end of each 15 days thereafter; but all ac- 
cepted bidders may pay the whole amount of 
their bids at the time of the first instaliment, 
and all accepted bidders who have paid all in- 
stallments previously maturing may pay the 
whole amount of their bids at any time not 
later than the maturity of the last install 
ments. 

Accepted bidders who pay the whole amount 
at the time of the first installmentor at any 
date thereafter, as above provided, will be en- 
titled to receive, at the date of the payment, 
the whole amount of bonds awarded to them, 
and accepted bidders who-pay by installments 
will be entitled to receive at the dates of such 
payments the amount of t bonds paid for. 


A Sensational Failure. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 16. — The leather 
trade of this city was thrown into a state 
of consternation yesterday by the an- 
nouncement that the abilities of Keen, 
Sutterlee & Co., who failed on Saturday, 
will reach, if they do not exceed, $4,000,000. 
Leather was only one of the various com- 
modities handled by the firm, They were 
heavy importers of goat skins, chemicals, 
coffees, wool and hides, Four other 
leather houses have since gone down in 
the crash which wrought the ruin of the 


larger firm. These are: John M. Fenlin, 
liabilities nearly 100,000; Charles W. 
Landell, $150,000; Charles I)!ingsworth, 


trading as the Eagle Glazed Kid company, 
and John A. Duncan. 


American Church Dissension. 

New York, Jan. 16.—Notice of suspen- 
sion of Rt. Rev. Henry Chauncey 
late bishop of the valley of Mexico, has 
been sent to all the bishops of the Ameri- 
ean church. The suspension is to remain 
in force until remitted, or until the 
bishops shall, after trial, acquit or correct 
the suspended bishop. It was sent out 
from Middletown, Conn., by Rey. John 
Williams, presiding bishop. This is the 
outcome of discord between the bishops of | 
the American church, which has existed 
almost from the time when Bishop Riley 
was consecrated.

clining in wealth and population. On 
the eastern side of the Great basin many 
mountain streams, fed all summer by 
the immense icebergs and snowdrifts in 
the Wasatch mountains, create broad, 
fertile valleys among the foothills and 
run far out into the basin before being 
lost in ‘‘sinks’’ and salt marshes. On 
the western side the few streams scarce- 
ly issue from the hills before they are 
lost in the loose red earth, and scientists 
have declared that if the Ohio river 
were turned into the northwest corner 
of the Great basin not a drop of it 
would reach the Colorado, so drying is 
the air and so absorbing the earth. With 
our present knowledge it is not possible 
to see how Nevada can sustain itself as 
a state.

Th® first year the 
crop failed, and the next winter the peo- 
ple had to dig thistle roots and segoes 
for food. A spirit of wild fanaticism 
followed and a fearful period, known as 
the ‘‘reformation,’’ during which the 
‘*blood atonement’’ doctrinaw? Po. 
ed and occasionally enforced. The saine 
year 2,000 Mormons started from the 
frontier in August to travel to Utah 
with handcarts. Winter came early while 
they were in the heart of the Rocky 
mountains; 300 of them died, and many 
more suffered the loss of an eye ora 
limb or otherwise by cold and hunger. 
In the meanwhile a mob had driven the 
United States judges and other officials 


out of the territory, and gentiles and | 


dissenting Mormons fled in every direc- 
tion. The army came late in 1857 and 
was barred out till the next summer, 
but its location in the territory proved 
the beginning of Mormon prosperity. 

Mines were opened in adjacent terri- 
tories, aud the Mormons had a good 
market for their surplus at famine 
prices. Our civil war came on, a hard 
winter closed the Missouri river, Indians 
dominated all other routes, and flour in 
Montana rose to $110 per barrel. The 
Mormons literally coined money. Dnur- 
ing one peculiarly hard winter some 
4,000 miners came to winter in the city, 
and I have heard old Mormons and mer- 
chants estimate that their average ex- 
penditures there were $5,000 per day for 
four months. After the war came the 
Union Pacific railroad, and when I 
crossed the plains, although the terminus 
of the road was near Cheyenne, the 
Mormon settlements were in a highly 
prosperous condition by reason of 
freighting and furnishing supplies to 
the advance working parties. 

A Great State. 

A dumb war followed between the 
United States officials and the Mormons 
till, in 1882, congress passed the Ed- 
munds act, and the final assault on 
polygamy began. Its origin, aecording 
to the Mormons, was in a revelation to 
Joseph Smith, given July 12, 1843, but 
it was not openly avowed by the church 
till September, 1852. In 1862 the first 
law of congress against it was enacted; 
it was strengthened in 1874 by the Po- 
land act, but it was not till the com- 
mission was appointed under the Ed- 
munds act that anything practical was 
done. The Mormons yielded gracefully, 
and now the only use of the Edmunds 
act is for the prosecution of negroes in 
Washington who are living according to 
the old law of the plantation instead of 
the statutes. 

During all these late years mines have 
been opened and railroads built, and 
great flocks of blooded sheep bred in the 
mountain y istures, and gentile churches 
built, and gentile influence established, 
and now the once Mormon common- 
wealth comes into the Union with 84,- 
970 square miles, 260,000 people and 
politics based on the interests of silver,

Can the Dispute Between England 
and Venezuela Be Settled, 


Diplomatic Correspondence of 
a Few Years Ago 


Which May Greatly Aid In Straightening the 
Existing Difficulties. 


W£ASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Congressman 
Heatwole (Minn.), a member of the house 
committee on foreign affairs, has supplied 
some new and important information on 
the Venezuelan question, having direct 
bearing upon the possibilities of a settle- 
ment of the boundary dispute by the two 
interested governments without the as- 
sistance of other powers, and seemingly 
discounting the probability of such an 
ending to the controversy. 

The British government, according to 
the most recent and apparently inspired 
utterances of its semi-official organs, has

The Correspondence. 

In. this correspondence Venezuela re- 
peatedly affirms by her minister of foreign 
affairs, Rafael Seijas, and afterward by 
Guzman Blanco, acting in the capacity of 
special enyoy, that itis impossible for her 
to compromise the boundary claims by 
any treaty or convention, because of the 
terms of her national legislation. It was 
her adherence to this position that largely 
frustrated the attempts to arrange a gen- 
eral treaty between the two governments, 
and seems to have led to the severance of 
diplomatic relations in 1887. 

This propositions was most clearly 
enunciated by Guzman Blanco in 1583, 
when in a memorandum to Lord Salis- 
bury, then foreign secretary, he says: 

Venezuela has repeatedly held forth to Great 
Britain her impossibility to alienate any part 
whatever of the territory of the republic, such 
a thing being explicitly prohibited by the con- 
stitution; sothat there remains but arbitra- 
tion for bringing the dispute about the bound- 
ary to an end. 

This was partly in answer to the British 
offer of 1581—of a compromise boundary— 
and it appears further from the corre- 
spondence that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment of that day regarded any settlement 
by treaty involving the relinquishment of 
part of her claims under the constitutional 
prohibition of alienating her lands, 

The correspondence begins with a letter 
written Oct. 15, 1883, by O. E. Mansfield, 
the British minister at Caracas, who says 
that he is instructed by Lord Granville 
“to invite the serious attention of the 
Venezuelan government to the questions 
now pending between Great Britain and 
Venezuela,” and “to state that it is, in 
the opinion of her majesty’s government, 
desirable that an early settlement of them 
should be arrived at.” 

The questions are stated to be: 

First— The boundary between Venezuela 
and British Guiana. 

Second—The differential duties imposed 
on imports from British colonies. 

Third—The claims of the British credit- 
ors of the republic, 

Mr. Mansfield also writes: “Her 
majesty’s government considers the que.s- 
tions to which Lord Granville refers 
should be dealt with asa whole, and Iam 
instructed to say that they attach greut 
importance to the simultaneous settle- 
ment of them.” 

Provisional Acceptance, 

Rafael Sijas, minister of foreign affairs, 
replies to the note, cordially accepting the 
invitation to negotiate a treaty, but inci- 
dentally says: 

The government was anxious to overcome 
by any means whatever the serious difficulty 
which the constitution or fundamental law of 
the republic presents to the celebration of 
treaties on boundaries. It denies most ex- 
plicitly to its high powers the faculty of alien- 
ating or making cession of the smallest part 
of the territory under the recognized domin- 
lon of ths republic in no case nor manner 
whatever, even if it were ag an indemnification 
in exchange. 

Under date of March 29, 1884, Mr. Mans- 
fleld says that he is instructed to state that 
bis government is not of the opinion that 
the boundary question should be referred to 
arbitration, and replying a few days later, 
Minister Sijas reaflirms his position that 
article 12 of the constitution of the re- 
public forbids all alienations of territory, 
and as there is & disagreement between 
the two sides as to the extent of territory 
belonging to each, the decision of an ar- 
bitrator cuuld elone determine whether 
the pretensions of this country has or has 
not any foundation. 

He refers to various instances in which 
Great Britain had submitted the question 
of limits to arbitrators, and asks her to— 
without losing sight of the constitutional 
situation of Venezuela—kindly select and 
point out another acceptable way of ob- 
taining a settlement of this difficulty 
which the republic so anxiously desires. 

Mr. Mansfield, writing April 8, 1884, 
questioned: “Whether a district, about 
the sovereignty of which, since the earliest 
days of the republic of Venezuela, there 
hasexisted a discussion with a foreign 
power, is to be regarded as forming so in- 
Jegral a portion of the territory of the re-

Yesterday's outbreak is not of a sort that 
can be silenced, and there is every indica- 
tion that it puts an end to Martinez Cam- 
pos’ power for usefulness to the Spanish 
cause.

Stocks went down here yesterday, and 
there is a feeling of panic. ‘The situation 
here is very critical. 

Nothing has occurred to improve the 
situation of affairs in the city itself, and | 
the supply of ordinary necessities of life is 
becoming precarious and exceedingly high 
priced, and the outiook for the future 
offers little encouragement. The severity | 
shown toward those who express dissatis- 
faction with the situation and with the 
authorities does not avail to suppress this 
feeling, and the mutterings of discontent 
and of criticism of the helpless attitude 
of the authorities are becoming daily 
louder and deeper.

With the exception of a lively skirmish 
between the forces under General Luque 
and the insurgents in Pinar del Rio, 
there was no notable engagement reported 
yesterday. 

Maximo Gomez is said to have camped | 
Wednesday night at a point near Guana-| 
jay, between Guayabal and San Dimas, 
and he seems to have evaded his pursuers, 
as nothing is said of any further losses in- 
flicted upon him. 

The insurgents in Pinar del Rio, a 
were reported to have their safety seriously 
compromised by the movements and fresh 
stations of the troops, are ranging far and 
wide over that province, apparently at 
will. There is not much damage re- } 
ported along their route, except to rail- 
road property, as the people of the Vuelta 
Abajo district are, for the most part, very 
friendly to the insurgents’ cause, and 
offer no opposition to the progress of the 
insurgent forces, 

It is almost like moving in a friendly 
country, and superior forces of troops are 
easily avoided. A part or all the forces 
which moved west along the north coast 
Wednesday countermarched by the south 
coast. The official report says there were 
600 of them under Nunez, Bermudez and 
Alvarez, and that they started back east- 
ward from Patenque, passing between 
San Luiz and the city of Pinar del Rio, 
and very near the latter city. They pro- 
ceeded thence along the south coast in the 
direction of Candelaria. 

General Luque received intelligence of 
their movement and set ont to intercept 
the insurgents’ march. Hx. arched to- 
ward Angostura, near which point ho 
met the insurgent vanguard, which had 
already left the night’s camp. The main 
force of the insurgents, however, shad not 
yet come up. Twelve scouts werg cap- 
tured, and General Luque then proceeded 
forward. He surprised the enemy in their 
camp. The insurgents. however. seem to

The village of San Nicolas, east of 
Guines, in Habana province, has been 
burned and much spoil carried away. 

Jibucoa, in the extreme northern por- 
tion of Habana province, is also reported 
to have been attacked, but the insurgents 
are reported to have been repulsed. The 
damage they inflicted before the repulse 
is not stated, butit is reported that they 
left one dead and three wounded, and car- 
ried off several wounded.

E. Russell, died last night after a short 
sickness from pneumonia. Mr. Russell 
was bornin Princeton, Nov. 29, 1815. On 
his father’s side he descended from the 
Puritans. His mother was a descendant 
from a younger brother of the Earl of 
Huntington. He was a graduate of Har- 
vard, and was admitted to the bar in 1839 
Mr. Russell was a member of the house of 
representatives from Boston in 1844, 1845 
and 1850, and for four years was a mem- 
ber of the senate. He was mayor of Cam- 
bridge in 1861 and 1862, and has been a 
professor of law at Boston university. He 
was prominent in missionary, educational 
and humane He married Sarah 
E. Ballisterin 1861. Ten children blessed 
the union, four sons and six daughters, 
Mr. Russell had always been a staunch

Mayor ADAMs petition to the Legisla- 
ture, to authorize the Metropolitan Park 
commission to construct a boulevard from 
Squantum Head to the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion skirting the shores of the picturesque 
Quincy Bay through Merry Mount Park 
and up Furnace brook valley to the reserva- 
tion making one of the most magnificent 
seashore and upland roadways in the 
country, is a step to be commended. It 
interests the poor man as well as the rich 
man. It places under public control the 
valuable franchises of the shores of Quincy 
bay for time immemorial. It does away 
with private ownership and trespass signs, 
It opens its beaches and waters to the 
people. It will be the people’s promenade. 

For several years this plan has been 
under contempiation. It was warmly advyo- 
cated by Messrs, Charles Francis Adams, 
Chas. H. Porter and William B. Rice, Park 
Commissioners, in their report for 1892, 
and was heartily endorsed by Mayor Fair- 
banks, both in his inaugerals, and since in 
speeches before the public. 

In 1892, Mr. Charles Eliot now of 
Olmstead, Olmstead & Eliot, the eminent 
landscape architect, made plans and a 
report of this proposed boulevard to the 
Park Commissions, Mr. Eliot said in sub- 
stance that “‘the city of Quincy is most 
favorably placed. Behind her rise the 
rocky ridges of the Blue Hills, beside her 
on either band flow the Neponset and 
Weymouth rivers, and at her feet is spread 
the bay. The situation is peculiarly sym- 
metrical. The peninsula of Squantum, 
besides the mouth of the Neponset, is 
matched by that of Hough’s Neck, besides 
the mouth of Weymouth Fore riv2,. 
Hangman’s island jie secriy in the 
middle of the space embraced by the two 
peninstias; and Black’s creek, the only 
COds.agrable break in the shore line of the 
bay, again lies near the middle, both of the 
bay’s curve and of the city. Just bere, too, 
there appears another fortunate feature in 
the geography of Quincy, namely, the 
deep valley of Furnace brook, a stream 
which seems to have been made to flor 
where it is on purpose to provide the in- 
habitants of the interior region of West 
Quincy and East M*oo with an easy 
and beautiful roui¢'to the central portion 
of the bay shore. 

“The existing Adams street follows first 
one side and then the other side of this 
valley, by a route which involves many 
ascents and descents; but when the city 
shall have taken possession of the bottom 
of the valley, as it should for sanitary 
reasons (if forno other), it will then be 
possible to lay out a road which by follow- 
ing the stream, will avoid all ups and 
downs, and by which Black’s creek and 
the bay will be reached very pleasantly and 
easily. 

“Descending now this valley of approach, 
the tide is met at the old dam of Black’s 
creek about half a mile from the open bay. 
Here there is a charming view down the 
creek, comprising a distant glimpse of the 
bay, with perhaps a sail or two, the 
winding creek itself and its accompanying 
salt meadows, two or three boats moored 
in the creek, and for a frame a varied bank 
of oaks, pinesand cedars on either hand. 
There is no better composed landscape 
in all the neighborhood of Boston; and 
certainly there is no prettier.’ 

Mayor Adams has shown commendable 
foresight in having the construction 
placed in the hands of Metropolitan Park 
Commission. This will not throw the 
whole of the burden upon the city but will 
place it upon the Metropoliton Park dis- 
trict, thus making Quincy’s share of the 
expense small. 

In connection with this boulevard the 
development of Merry Mount park will 
naturally come up, As has already been 
pointed out in the LEDGER, the city is 
now at liberty to begin work upon it. But 
it is hardly possible that anything substan- 
tial will be done for a few years, outside of 
developing the plans. Not a sod should be 
turned or a tree trimmed until eminent 
landscape architects like Olmstead, Olm- 
stead & Eliot of Boston, formulate the 
plans which are to be carried out by fu- 
ture commissions, To give this develop- 
ment over to mediocre landscape gardeners 
would make a botch of what our citizens 
desire to have in the future,—one of the 
most beautiful public parks in the country. 

Under judicious management this can be 
accomplished at a minimum expense; 
under ignorant management it can be made 
io be a burden and an eyesore to the city 
for years to come.

Is It Preferable in Politics 
to Party Allegiance, 


The Fortnightly Subject of the 
Quincy Debatng Club, 


Good Arguments Pro and Con, but 
Independence Carries the Day. 


The subject of debate at the Quincy 
Debating club Thursday evening was: 

Resolved, That independence in State and 
municipal politics is preferable to party 
allegiance. 

Harold B, Faxon opened the debate for 
the affirmative. He told how independence 
in politics had acted in the recent State 
and municipal elections. To secure inde- 
pendence in voting, thought must be given. 
In Cambridge the Library Hall association 
weighed eack candidated for office and 
selected the best men. In North Adams 
the voters threw aside all party lines and 
only one candidate was nominated. It was 
to be deplored that people stick to party 
lines. Independence in voting does not 
mean that you area Republican or Demo- 
crat, but it means picking the best men for 
the place. Municipal politics are the ones 
that touch the home life and a voter feels 
@ personal interest in them that he does 
not in National politics, All great progress 
is made by the development of the individ- 
ual, and not by the party. You can not 
get the development by working for a 
party. To secure nearly independent vot- 
ing you should do away with the feeling of 
a party. You must lay aside all personal 
motives and work for the community and 
not for the individual. Party pelitics is to 
be deplored. 

James M. Kuowland, opening for the 
negative, said: Our government was a 
representative one. We elect men to 
represent us, not to be independent. We 
elect him because he believes in the same 
great principle that wedo. The question 
comes up how is the independent voter to 
know who the best man is. In local poli- 
tics he may know but in S'ate affairs he has 
to find out through the newspapers and in 
nine cases out of tc, 2s he looks down the 
liet he-dous not know anything about the 
men. The proper thing was to be inde- 
pendent in the party. Goto the caucuses 
and have his say there. What caucus can 
the independent attend? Most of the so- 
called independents stay awav from 
caucuses and instead of voting ‘or the man 
they had a hand in selecting, they have to 
vote for meu someone else has picked out. 
This was the great objection to the [nde- 
pendent. There wee good honest men in 
both parties, and we should go to the 
caucuses and select the best men. Inde- 
pendent must therefore be a man without 
principle. It was impossible to divorce 
State and National politics. A man could 
not do as much good by being an indepen- 
dent as he could to join some party, 

Stacy Southworth, for the affirmative, 
said it was a well known fact that politics 
were controlled by politicians whose only 
worth was the number of votes they could 
command. Independeace was the puri- 
fication of politics. In support of bis 
argument, the speaker cited New York, 
where Tammany Hall had been turned 
down by the reform movement. It was 
not party allegiance that overthrew Gorman 
in Maryland. New York could not credit 
the election of Morton to party politics. 
In municipal affairs he cited the recent 
election in Quincy, when it was the inde- 
pendent in politics that elected Mr. Adams. 
The recent libel trial of Atwood showed 
what kind of a man we had elected by 
party politics to Congress. The voters of 
this district, who voted for Atwood were 
not doing right by his party or his district, 
and until we get more independence in 
politics never will corruption be over- 
thrown and politics purified. 

Charles Sampson, for the negative, said 
to get advancement we must have 
purpos@, and as the Independents have no 
purpose they must vote for a Republican 
or Democrat. An Independent can not go 
toacaucus, When an Independent votes 
for a Democrat or Republican he is voting 
on party lines and not on an opinion of his 
own, but of someone else, Newspapers 
were causing the most trouble in politics. 
At the last municipal election there was a 
ring that wanted Mr. Hammond, and 
another that wanted Mr. Moxon, and if 
either of these men had been elected it 
must have been by support of the party. 
In closing the speaker declared that it was 
the ignorant men of Quincy who elected 
Mr. Adams on the name of his father. 

A vote was then taken on the merits of 
the debate which resulted in nine for the 
affirmative and one for the negative. 

The debate was then thrown open to the 
house and was participated in by D. King, 
Stephen A. Foster, Alex. E. Craig and E. 
S. Litchfield. 

A vote on the merits of the question re- 
sulted in eight for the affirmative and five 
for the negative.

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THE MILTON EXTENSION. 


The Town Enthusiastic for a Street 


Railway —Many Petitioners. 


The petition to have the Quincy & 
Boston street railway extend its tracks 
from the present terminus at East Milton 
over Edge Hill road through Milton Centre 
to Mattapan, is meeting with favor among 
the citizens of Milton and is being generally 
signed, not only by the residents of East 
Milton, but of Milton Centre and Mattapan 
as well, for one-and all realize the vast 
amount of benefit the town would receive 
from the proposed extension. Not only 
would the value of property along the 
line be enhanced but in the matter of 
convenience alone it would be of untold 
benefit, as it would not then be necessary 
in order to reach Mattapan to make a 
roundabout trip through Harrison Square, 
thus often consuming much valuable 
time, 

Then again, as the proposed line passes 
the Town Hall and the schools, it will be 
readily seen what a great benefit and con- 
venience it would be to the hundreds whose 
business calls them to that vicinity, and 
who now either have to drive there in 
| carriages or walk. 

At Mattapan connection would be made 
with the Norfolk Suburban street railway 
for Hyde Park and also Dedham the county 
seat. Connection could also be made with 
street cars for Boston, and in summer 
what prettier trip could one desire than a 
ride in open cars through Milton to Quincy 
thence by steamer for Nantasket. 

Street railways have often attempted to 
obtain locations in Milton but the de- 
termination of a few and the lack of 
|interest of those who would be mostly 
benefited, has thus far prevented the ex- 
tension of street railways. ‘This, however, 
is a progressive age and the people as a 
whole are now thoroughly aroused, and de- 
termined when the hearing is held before 
the Selectmen to be well represented, and 
no obstacle will be thrown in the way of the 
present movement. When Milton people 
become thoroughly convinced that they 
want a thing they usually get it, and as 
they want a street railway, it is pretty good 
evidence that they will keep at it until 
| they get it. 

That the Quincy & Boston will act 
| favorably upon the petition when it reaches 
them there is no doubt and if the people of 
Milton will only do their part, another 
summer will see the long-felt want fulfilled. 


To Purchase or Lease. 


Representative Newcomb has offered in 
tbe House this week a petition (with accom- 
panying bill, House, No. 112) of the Quincy 
and Boston Stice: Railway Company that 
it may be authorized to purchase or lease 
the property and franchises of the Brain- 
tree Street Railway Company and of the 
Randolph Street Railway Company. On 
motion of Mr. Newcomb the 9:h joint rule 
was suspended and the petition was referred 
to the committee on Street Railways with 
instructions to hear the parties, after such 
notice bas been given as the committee 
shal! direct.

Eckels Asks Banks to Aid In 
Placing Bonds. 


He Has No Doubt But That the Whole Issue 
Will Be Taken.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Reports from 
New York say that bankers there unani- 
mously approve the action of the secretary 
of the treasury in modifying the terms for 
the payment of the bonds which are to be 
issued for the new government loan of 
§100,000,000, bids for which are to be opened 
on Feb. 5. 

There were some who said that they 
thought that the secretary of the treasury 
should go further in his efforts to do all 
that is possible to prevent g stringency of 
the money market Gliowina the financ- 
ing of the new government loan, and they 
suggested that it would be a good plan to 
increase the number of reserve agencies 
and arrange to leave as much as possible 
of the internal revenue receipts to banks, 
60 that the money might remain in circu- 
lation, instead of being locked up in the 
United States treasury, where it would 
really not be needed while the bonds were 
being paid for. 

Allowing for the surplus reserve, it was 
said that practically the New York banks 
would have to liquidate about $89,000,000 
in four months, in order that the bonds 
might be paid for, and that, it was said, 
would be a big strain on their resources 
and on their customers. All agreed, how- 
ever, that the modification in the terms 
for the payment of the bonds would 
greatly facilitate the financing of the loan. 

The question as to where the gold is to 
come from for the bonds is still one of the 
most interesting and most-discussed of 
the questions in connection with the new 
loan. Gold and greenbacks are command- 
ing a premium of }¢ per cent from brokers 
who are contracting to deliver gold to 
bond purchasers on or after Feb. 5. 

Eckels’ Circular. 

The administration apparently is mak- 
ing use of every legitimate means to make 
the forthcoming popular loan a conspic- 
uous success. With a view to stimulating 
general interest in the issue, Comptroller 
of Currency Eckels, with the approval of 
the president and Secretary Carlisle, has 
sent copies of circular letter to all na- 
tional banks in the United States. In it 
Mr. Eckels says:

Speaking about the bond issue, Mr. 
Eckels said: “It cannot be said that the 
public feeling over the general financial 
eittation is hopeless, despite the failure of 
congress toenact the necessary remedial 
legislation. The opinion is generally en- 
tertained that the problem will eventually 
work itself out, and thatin time our na- 
tional finances will be put upon a solid, 
permanent basis. 

“The bond issue is expected to afford 
temporary relief. No doubt is entertained 
of the sale being successful or of the whole 
issue being taken. Of course it is an open 
question whether the gold to be paid for 
the bonds will not be withdrawn from 
the United States treasury to pay for them. 
Should that be done, the relief afforded 
will be reduced just by the extent to which 
the gold is withdrawn.

Among the prisoners is Nicolo Toranto, 
the alleged chief mafia in the United 
States, and Frank Digeroli, who was born 
in the king’s palace in Italy and has 
been in this country only about seven 
months.

LonDON, Jan. 17.—The Chronicle has 
advices from Edunku, saying that a 
forinal meeting of fresh Ashantee envoys 
with Captain Stewart with the British ex- 
pedition took place at Ordasu, and that 
the envoys yielded on behalf of the 
Ashantees, accepting all the British 
terms for peace. Thus the campaign has 
ended, The Chronicle’s dispatch adds, 
without a shot being fired. 


Mekong Dispute Amicably Settled.

A FORGER FOR $75,000 


Prominent Business Man of Boston Is 
Among the Missing. 


Used Father-In-Law’s Name 
on Bad Notes. 


Creditors Will Mourn His Departure to the 
Extent of $150,C00. 
» 


BosTon, Jan. 18.—E. C. Morris, the well- 
known safe manufacturer and dealer, left 
Boston about two week ago and has not 
been heard from since that time. It has 
been discovered that he forged the name 
of his father-in-law, Hon Frank M. Ames, 
on notes which will probably aggregate 
$75,000. It is known that brokers, banks 
and trust companies hold about $50,000, 
and that private individuals have probably 
$25,000 more. 

In the course of his business operations 
Mr. Ames had endorsed a $5000 note for 
his son-in-law. Both being well-known 
men, Mr. Morris had very little difficulty 
in getting notes discounted with the 
name of Mr. Ames as an endorser. He 
was thus enabled to use notes to the 
amount of 875,000, as indicated above. 
They were widely distributed, so that none 
of the men or banks will suffer any large 
individual loss. 

Mr. Morris was 51 years of age, and was 

Widely and Favorably Known 

in Boston. He was originally of the firm 
of Morris & Ireland, safe dealers. After 
this firm was dissolved he formed the E 
C. Morris Safe company, but was forced 
to retire from the management about one 
yearago. He has always been a man of 
correct habits, pleasant and popular ina 
large circle of friends. 

His downfall was due to a common 
cause—speculation. Before he left the E 
C. Morse Safe company he began to spec- 
ulate, and during the past year that dan- 
gerous business was his sole occupation. 

He probably lost most or all of the $75,- 
000 in speculation, as it is not believed that 
he had much money when he fled. Anex- 
amination of his affairs has shown that 
he owes $150,000, much of it to personal 
friends. 

Thus a man who had a large business, 
a good income and considerable property 
has not only lost it through speculation, 
but his losses led to crime and the loss of a 
reputation which can never be regained. 


Sentiment of Boston Reformers. 

Boston, Jan. 18.—The Massachusetts 
Reform club met last night and heard sev- 
eral addresses on the Monroe doctrine. 
Professor John Buck McMasters stated 
that the Monroe doctrine was the sign of 
“No trespassing’’ put up by President 
Monroe when asked by the “holy alli- 
ance’ what the policy of the United 
States was to be among the nations of the 
world. John Bull has torn that sign 
down, and it remains for us either to put 
it up again, and put it up in sucha way 
that it will be seen that we wish to keep 
it there, or let it lie where it has been 
thrown and be silent. Professor Albert 
Bushnell Hart spoke generally against 
the application of the Monroe doctrine in 
the present Venezuelan question. 


Miss Chandler’s Claims. 

Boston, Jan. 18.—Miss Lillian Chand. 
ler of Baltimore, a well-known violinist, 
and Miss Luella V. Orr, who were ar- 
rested after a concert at People’s Temple, 
were arraigned in court yesterday. Miss 
Chandler testified that she first met Miss 
Orr about four years ago, but from a short 
time after the meeting Miss Orrhad ex- 
ercised a strange influence over her, When 
she met Miss Orr in Boston a few months 
ago, the latter induced her, by reason of 
this influence, to enter into a deal on 
some furniture, and that the furniture had 
been removed from the premises, which 
they had hired without her knowledge or 


consent. The case is not finished. 
Looking After the Young. 
PROVIDENCE, Jan. 18. — The annual 


meeting of the Rhode Island Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
was held ,csterday afternoon. Among 
other business were petititions to the gen- 
eral assembly calling for the enactment of 
laws governing “baby farming,”’ similar 
to those in Massachusetts, legislation in- 
creasing the age of consent and also rais- 
ing the age of consent to marriage to 16 
years. Another petition requested thata 
law be adopted prohibiting girls under a 
certain age from attending places of 
amusement without being accompanied 
by parents or guardian. 


On Beacon Hill. 

BosTon, Jan. 18.—Among the bills in- 
troduced in the house yesterday was one 
requiring a uniform rate of 2 cents a mile 
on all Massachusetts railroads, and an- 
other requiring street railway companies 
to protect drivers and motormen from the 
inclemency of the weather during the win- 
ter season. Both of these bills are old ac- 
quaintances, having been before previous 
legislatures. A petition from the Berk- 
shire Cotton Manufacturing company asks 
for an increase of capital stock to €2,000,- 
000. The senate had a short session and 
did nothing of moment. _ 


Dexter’s Blaze. 

BANGOR, Me., Jan. 18.—A fire started in 
Dexter, 42 miles from here, about mid- 
night last night, and at one time 
threatened to sweep the town. The water 
pressure was very low, and a message was 
sent to this city for assistance. A steamer 
was just about to leave by special train 
when a second message was received, say- 
ing that the fire was under control. The 
First National bank building and the 
Western Union office adjoining were 
burned, besides the buildings adjoining. 
Losses not given. 


Another Reed Club. 


ConcorD, N. H., Jan. 18.—The natives 
of Maine resident in this city held a meet- 
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ing last night to launch a “Thomas B 
Reed club of Concord,” as it was an- 
nounced by the speakers. The intention 
of the club, explained in several vigorous 
addresses, was to further the interests of 
the Maine statesman in his candidacy for 
president. ‘The club started with a mem- 
bership of 50 prominent Republican work- 
ers.

Bock IsLanp, R. L., Jan. 18.—Opinton 
is growing that James Clark, whose body 
came ashore here, was murdered. There 
are two bifllet holes, one going throvgn 
the head and the other ball lodging in the 
brain. The body was well clothed, with 
45 cents in the pockets. 


Mrs. Valois Heard From. 


PROVIDENCE, Jan. 18.—Friends of Mrs. 
Clara Valois, who was charged last No- 
vember with the murder of her father, 
John Roessler of Scituate, claim that she 
is innocent and will surrender herself if 
the state officials will accept a reasonable 
amount of bail. She says she has been 
in hiding long enough and is prepared to 
furnish $10,000 bonds, but no more. 


Signs of Poisoning. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Jan. 18.—The sudden 
death of George C. Town of Poultney 
aroused so much suspicion that Dr. 
Caverly yesterday conducted an autopsy. 
Town recently came into the possession of 
considerable property. There were symp- 
tons of poisoning, but until the viscera is 
sualyzed a report will not be made.

New Yors, Jan. 18.—The return of 
Commandant Herbert H. Booth of the 
Salvation Army from London to this 
country last night is likely to create trou- 
ble before long among the officers and the 
rank and file of that religious organiza- 
tion in the United States. It is said that 
if Herbert succeeds in supplanting his 
older brother, Bullington Booth, in tak- 
ing charge of the Salvation Army here, 
public meetings will be held to protest 
against the change. And it is further al- 
leged that Herbert is disliked by the 2000 
officers and 80,000 soldiers in this country. 
On the other hand, Commander Balling- 
ton Booth, who has been recalled to London 
by General Booth, is a favorite with both 
officers and men, and if the order is not 
reconsidered, ® general mutiny in the 
army is most likely to occur. Herbert 
Booth said that he had crossed the ocean on 
official business, and he had no intima- 
tion that any changes would be made in 
the army in the United States before next 
May. 

Quite Exclusive. 

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—All the German sov- 
ereigns will grant a limited pardon today 
to criminals upon the occasion of the cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the proclama- 
tion of the empire. The emperor will con- 
fer many distinctions. An inquiry has 
been ordered into the breach of secrecy by 
The Vorwaerts in prematurely publishing 
the emperor’s decree. The public will be 
excluded from all share in the court fetes, 
and even the representatives of the press 
will not be admitted. The people must be 
satisfled with the stiff, official accounts to 
be given in The Official Gazette. At the 
review in front of the Opera House even 
the usual stand for spectators is pro- 
hibited. 


An Appeal For Hammond, 

SAN FrRANvISCO, Jan. 18.—General N. H. 
Harris of th.; city received a cable from 
E. A. Wilba, dated London, Jan. 17, 
which reads as follows: ‘Hammond in 
solitary con iement; position most criti- 
cal. Others all right. Strong demand on 
United Sta s government in his be- 
half necessa:  forthwith.’”’ It will appear 
that the Souvn African republic has some 
special grievance against John Hammond, 
qudging by wuls cablegram.

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MARIN IN COMMAND. 


Takes the Piace of De Campos, Who Is Re- 
moved by Spain. 

HABANA, Jan. 18. — Captain General 
Martinez de Campos formally resigned his 
command yesterday to General Marin. 
The ceremony took place with much 
solemnity in the great saloon of the cap- 
tain general’s palace. There were present 
ell the authorities of the city and the chief 
officers of the regular army and of the 
volunteers. 


GEWERAL DE CAMPOS, 


General Campos was attired in the 
fatigue uniform of his rank, which he has 
worn daily and for many nights during 
the arduous but unavailing campaign 
against the insurgent forces. General 
Campos made an address to the assembly, 
saying, in part: 

“To judge correctly of the course of re- 
cent events on the island, we need more 
data than are known at present to the 
public. There were times when the pub- 
lic opinion seemed to be that I did not 
wish tosubdue the enemy. At first sight 
there may have appeared to be some 
foundation for such an opinion. But I 
am inspired with the knowledge that I 
have conscientiously done my duty, both 
during tbe civil war in Spain and during 
the past revolution in Cuba. 

“I have been unfortunate in many 
things, and have not been sustained in my 
command. When I came to Habana 
from Matanzas I sought to avoid a public 
appearance, but all saw the reception ac- 
corded me, which I had not requested, be- 
cause [am an enemy of public demonstra- 
tions. Nevertheless, for days after this 
certain politicians were continually writ- 
ingto Madrid, requesting that I should 
be relieved. 

“In consequence, two days since, I called 
a conference of the political leaders to hear 
what they would say. I then informed 
the home government that owing to the 
| Seripus and critical situation, and actuated 
| by serious and patriotic” considerations, I 
| should be obliged to them for the courtesy 


of a relief from my command. My request 
having been granted, I am pleased to de- 
liver my command to General Marin, con- 
j fident 
peace. 
Squabble In Canadian Commons. 

OTTAWA, Jan. 18.—In the house of com- 
mons last evening Mr. Kenny, one of the 
two Conservatives who represent Halifax, 
accused Wilfred Laurier of being an an- 
nexationist in disguise. Kenny read from 
a Boston paper what purported to be a 
report of a speech delivered by Mr. Laurier 
ata banquet held in Boston some years 
ago, in which Laurier said that the time 
would come when Canada must in the 
course of time be separated from England. 
Laurier, replying, said that he had not 
been correctly represented. Still, he be- 
lieved that Canada was attaining the rank 
of a nation. The Conservatives then broke 
into howls of dissent. The Liberals re- 
sponded with cheers. Kenny then went 
on to say that Laurier had treacherously 
conspired to bring about annexation 
Laurier demanded a retraction, and 
Kenny, by order of the speaker, complied. 

Canadians Hurt American Labor. 

New YORK, Jan. 18.—The report of the 
immigration investigating commission 
has just been issued. The report states 
that although the padrone system has in 
part died out through the laws restrain- 
ing unskilled lubor, still the moving of 
large bodies of foreign labor from state to 
state has worked great injury to settled 
labor in the states. ‘At least 100,000 per 
sons,” says the report, “of migrating labor- 
ers leave Canada yearly, spend a few 
months In the States, until they have ac- 
cumulated enough money for their wants, 
and then go home again.”” The commission 
is entirely opposed to the total abolition of 
immigration, but at the same time advises 
that suitable laws be passed regulating 
immigration from contiguous countries 
into the United States. 

Newfoundland’s Woe. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., Jan. 18.—The Herald 
publishes an interview with the leading 
merchants, showing that the outlook for 
fishery products in the European markets 
is very discouraging. The markets are 
glutted with twice as much upon them as 
they are capable of absorbing. Most of 
the merchants will be compelled to greatly 
reduce their outfits next season, thereby 
preventing hundreds of fishermen from 
being able to engage therein. Starvation 
threatens some 4000 people at Fortune Bay, 
owing to the failure in the frozen herring 
fisheries.

Whereas, The most mournful tragedy 
of the nineteenth century has been and is 
even now being enacted, under the appar- 
ent sanction of the Sultan of Turkey, by 
which hundreds and thousands of the Ar- 
menian citizens of that country are being 
systematically and ruthlessly butchered in 
cold blood, and 

Whereas, Defenseless inhabitants are be- 
ing slaughtered, and the women of Ar- 
menia driven into a captivity worse than 
death, whole villages and towns laid waste 
by fire and the sword, and the inhabitants 
who have escaped to the mountains sub- 
sisting on roots and herbs, and 

Whereas, The blood of these murdered 
dead cries to heaven for justice: 

Resolved, That the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs be requested to consider the 
expediency of reporting to this House forth- 
with some expression by this Government 
in denuaciation of these atrocities, and if 
they find that we ae a Nation are powerless 
to act, that we earnestly invoke the union 
and co-operation of the allied powers to 
wipe the Turkish Government off of the 
face of the earth, and secure the freedom 
and independence of Armenia, 

The resolutions were read from the 
clerk’s desk, received with marked approval 
by the House, and unanimously referred to 


the Committee on Foreign Affairs,

Details of Awful Massacres In Letters 
From Ravaged Districts. 


Women and Children Slaugh- 
tered Without Mercy. 


Foreign Missionary Representatives Take Ac- 
tion In Behalt of Armenia. 


New York, Jan. 18—The Armenian 
Relief association are in constant receipt 
of letters whose contents—dealing with al- 
leged Turkish atrocities—the association 
consider are too horrible to admit of gen- 
eral publication. A few of these letters 
were given out yesterday, the names of the 
writers being withheld, the association be- 
feving that their publication would bring 
swift destruction upon them by the Turk- 
ish government. Here are copies of the 
letters: 

ErzRroom, Nov. 9.—It is almost impos- 
tible for me to describe what I have seen 
and heard. It may be that the continental 
papers have written about it; but I do not 
think that they have been able to give 
any adequate idea of the awful situation. 
In Gorum everything which diabolical in- 
genuity can devise has been done by the 
Turkish soldiers and bashi-bazouks, All 
the Armenian villages are in ashes, and 
the smoke which is arising from the 
ruined houses gives the appearance of a 
volcanic eruption. 

Along the road between Trebizond and 
Erzroom at every step bodies are lying. 
We are unable to leave our homes to bury 
the dead; unable to sleep. The whole city 
has taken on the aspect of a wild desert 
strewn with corpses. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of families are compelled to wander 
in rags, begging for their living. The 
same fate has befallen a few Europeans. 

Beggars Description. 

CESAREA, Noy. 80.—While the Arme- 
nians were engaged in their business as 
usual, the Turkish mob fell upon them, 
killing 600 defenseless men and wounding 
1000 more. The mob divided into four 
parts. The first plundered the stores, the 
second looted the houses, the third secured 
the maidens and young brides, while the 
fourth, fiends incarnate, attacked the pub- 
lic baths. 

These human devils have killed six 
naked women in the presence of the 
others, snatching their babies from their 
arms and bayoneting the mothers. The 
shrieks and agonized cries of these poor 
creatures made no impression upon the 
minds of the savage Turks, who laughed 
attheir death agonies. They thén took 
some of the young girls who were with 
their mothers at the bath and dragged 
them naked by their feet through the 
streets, followed by a jeering and hoot- 
ing mob. 

The Tftks who attacked and fired the 
houses, afterward killed the inmates. The 
cries of the women in their distress, min- 
gled with the hoarse shouts of the Turks, 
made a sound that can never be forgotten. 
Men who survived the sword were appre- 
hended, taken to the magistrate and 
searched, but no arms were found in their 
pc_ ssion, not even a knife. 

£4 gen released and allowed to return to 
their homes they were confronted by a 
most ghastly picture. Some found their 
dead, others horribly mutilated; 
daughters had been outraged and bleed- 
ing. My hands almost fail me to write 
the awful particulars. It 1s impossible to 
describe it. It tovuk three or four days to 
remove the bodies of the dead with 40 
carts. 

Addto this the want, the desolation. 
Oh, my God! for how long, how long? 
Where are those Christian powers who 
saved African slaves? Where are those 
Christians who advocated brotherly love 
and mercy, sending their missionaries to 
teach us? Are they deaf to our piercing 
cry? 

Women and Children Horribly Treated. 

VAN, Nov. 11.—After the massacre in 
Paghesh, 500 or 600 Armenians were gath- 
ered in an inn, and the government sol- 
diers were called to conduct them to their 
homes, but instead, they were taken to 
the courtyard of the government building 
and a few of them only were set at liberty 
after signing the statement ‘that the 
Turks are not guilty, as the Armenians 
made the first attack.” The Turks gave 
similar reasons for massacring the Ar- 
menians in the surrounding country. 

Near Harpoot 11 villagas were com- 
pelled to accept Mohammedanism, and 
also near Van the entire population of 
two villages were forced to change their 
religion. Eight villages near Van have 
been entirely depopulated, most of the in- 
habitants were killed, and those who 
survived escaped to the snow-covered 
mountains, where they now wander with 
their children, naked and starving. The 
men who were forced to accept Moham- 
medanism have been compelled to take 
their own sisters-in-law, whose hus- 
bands have been killed, to wife, a prac- 
tice most horrible to the Christians who 
hate polygamy. 

They are also compelled to plunder and 
kill their Armenian brethren to show that 
their conversion to Mohammedanism is 
genuine. The young maidens of these yil- 
lages are carried into the pasha’s harem. 
The Kurds haye attacked the same yil- 
lages over and over to make their work 
of destruction complete. The country has 
been reduced to such absolute poverty 
that there is now no money in the treas- 
ury. 

The Armenians are unable to pay taxes, 
as they have no stores nor harvest fields, 
The Kurds also decline to give their taxes, 
as they are all enlisted in the hamidieh. 
The government is unable to pay for the 
transportation of the army, and the goy- 
ernor of Van has not received his monthly 
pay for six months. This is the prophecy 
of a still worse fate in store for us, for the 
reason that the government will insist 
upon it being raised, and as we cannot pay 
we will be considered as rebellious and a 
massacre will follow. 

Christians’ Appeal. 


The representatives of the foreign mis- 
sionary boards and societies in the United 
States and Canada, who had been in con- 
ference here yesterday, announced thata 
resolution regarding Armenian sufferers 
had been adopted. It says in part: 

Whereas, the suffering in Turkey, resulting 
from massacre and robbery, and 

Whereas, the Red Cross agency cannot enter 
atonce uponits work while immediate relief 
can be applied through existing channels. 

Resolved, That in the judgment of the con- 
ference the appeal for relief is most urgent. 

Resolved, That we recommend to the pastors 
and churches of the several denominations 
which we represent that earnest prayer to Al- 
mighty God be made in behalf of that suffer 
ing pay and that generous gifts be promptly 
sent.

THE CHANGE IN CUBA 


Not Viewed With Pk Pleasure by the 
Inhabitants of Habana. 


Campos Did Not Resign, but 
Was Removed. 


Insurgents Still Busily at Work In Provinces 
Around Habana. 


HABANA, Jan. 20.—Spain’s loyal sub- 
jects are less happy today than they were 
yesterday, not of any especial 
move on the part of the patriots, but be- 
cause of a fear that has grown wonder- 
fully that Campos’ removal will not aid 
the government’s cause. 

That Campos, Spain’s greatest soldier, 
the man who put an end to the 10-year 
war and who settled her troubles in the 
East, should fail now, is taken as a bad 
sign. 

The Autonomists still belleve in Cam- 
and unbhesitatingly say Senor 
Galvez, the leader of the party, says pub- 
licly: “The Autonomist party of Cuba, 
however small a figure it may cut in 
peninsular politics, where it counts as 4 
section of the Liberal party, has the proud 
honor today of repeating its oft expressed 
confidence in General Martinez Campos; 
it believes he is the only man who can 
sustain the honor of the Spanish flag in 
the island of Cuba; it believes he is the 
only man we can hope may bring about 
peace, sustaining at once the honor of 
Spain and averting the total destruction 
of property on the island. 

“We sustain him unconditionally, be- 
cause we believe he is the only man Spain 
can have at the head of Cuban affairs 
whose presence will inspire confidence 
abroad, and especially in the United 
States, recalling as we do a recent Madrid 
interview in Which the minister of war 
said that Campos’ recall from Cuba would 
be in the eyes of the world the first signal 
of Spanish defeat.” 

Cuban patriots express theiz sentiments 
by quoting the words uttered by General 
Campos a few months siuce, when the 
name of General Weyler was first men- 
tioned as his probable successor in Cuba. 
He said then: “If Weyler comes to Cuba, 
the dead will rise to fight him.” 

General Campos will not accept the pres- 
idency of a supreme court of war and ma- 
rine, though he thanks the government

The New Governor, 


It is announced that General Valeriano 
Weyler has accepted the appointment to 
the governorship of Cuba. He will sail 
from Spain on Friday next. General 
Weyler will abandon the lenient policy 
toward the insurgents and adopt a com- 
plete change of tactics, 

General Marin, governor pro tempore of 
Cuba, says that the situation is not dan- 
gerous, since the insurgents are always 
defeated in every engagement in which 
they take part. He intends, he said, to or- 
ganize a fresh plan of campaign, 

General Campos, after surrendering the 
supreme command in Cuba to General 
Marin, made the following statement: 

“I speak because I am now a private 
citizen and not the governor-general. Be 
it known that I have not resigned; the 
government has removed me, and has 


done well, I feel a great resentment, 
caused by the conduct of the parties in 
Cuba. Nations exercise their sovereignty 


in various ways, butthe head should al- 
ways rule. The principle of acthority 
should rise superior to all else. a 

“Ihave been opposed, because while I 
may break, I never bend. I have pre- 
vented a repetition of the sad scenes of the 
last war, and this has been distasteful to 
the mob. 

“The situation is this: Here 1s a prov: 
ince, distant from the mother country, 
where the political parties by the attitude 
they are taking think to shape the policy 
of Spain. If they had not this idea, I 
could speedily show what the necessities 
of the situation are. 

“But they know that they would find 
me in the way if they should ask me to 
shoot 17 students (an allusion to the mas- 
sacre of students in the last war), and be- 
cause of this knowledge they conspire be- 
hind my back. 

“Yes, this justifies the true saying that 
Spain has lost the Americas because of the 
Spaniards themselves, 

“This isa country of shopkeepers who 
want to govern, and it is they who are 
sweeping the country to ruin. Time will 
tell if this is not so.” 

Reports of Battles, 

A report comes from Santa Clara that 
the insurgent band of Alberto and Pastor 
Rajas has made an unsuccessful attempt 
to break through the military line of La 
Trocha. This band comes from Placetas, 
and they attacked the Spanish forces near 
Las Cruces. 

The insurgents have also attacked a fort 
on the plantation of Constantia in the 
Cienfuegos district and, itis said, were 
repulsed with a loss of six killed. 

A train from Nuevitas, in the province 
of Santiago de Cuba, was dynamited by 
the insurgents and the engine destroyed. 
No details are given of the casualties. 

In Habana province the insurgents at- 
tacked a Spanish detachment at the plan- 
tation of Averhoff, near Aguacate, and 
are reported to have been repulsed with 
heavy loss. The troops-had two killed and 
six wounded. 

It is also reported that Colonel Galbius 
has fought the forces of the insurgents 
which have been in Pinar del Rio at 
Pozo Renano, north of Batabano, and on 
the railroad between that point and Ha- 
bana. The new military line, which has 
been established to keep the insurgents in 
the Vuelta Abajo district, follows this 
railroad, and it is explained tbat the in- 
surgents were endeavoring, though un- 
successfully, to break through this line. 

Maximo Gomez was reported as moving 


nnn ene 


from Alquizar Saturday night, and as 
having slept in the bed of the Marques 
Davalos on the plantation of San Antonio. 

Further reports have now been received 
of the engagement between Colonel Gal- 
bius and the insurgents near Batabano, 
It is said that the insurgent forces that at- 
tacked him were those of Gomez. The 
troops met the attack of the insurgents on 
their knees, and withheld their fire until 
the enemy were within a short distance. 
The report says that the insurgents left 11 
killed on the fleld and nine more were 
found in a canefield a short distance away. 
The Spanish artillery did good execution. 
The insurgents retreated, it is reported, 
with a numerous loss, while the loss of the 
troops was insignificant. 

Although the report thus states that Go- 
mez was repulsed and defeated, it is re- 
ported that he moved afterward, south of 
Melena, upon Guines, and in the direc- 
tion of the village of San Nicolas. These 
points are eastward of the military Mine of 
Batabano, and would ‘indicate that Gomez 
was successful in his attempt to break 
through that line. 

During his operations Saturday, Gomez 
invaded Bario and Pueblo Nuveo, which 
are in the Hmits of Pinar del Rio. The 
garrison made a heroic defense, and upon 
being charged with tue bayonet the insur- 
gents are reported to have retreated with 
@ numerous loss. The troops lost nine. 

Gomez is now procceding in the direc- 
tion of the Cienaga de Zapata, the great 
swamp in the southern part of Matanzas, 
for the purpose, it is supposed, of await- 
inga junction there of the forces which 
are advancing from the eastern provinces. 

A large force of the insurgents, consist- 
ingof the bands of Rabi and Jose Maceo, 
passed the village of Manjuari yesterday. 

The insurgents have burned the railroad 
station at Cauobas, oniy afew miles from 
Matanzas. 

The mayor of the village of San Nicolas 
has been hanged by the insurgents. 

The column of Major Cedeno fought the 
band of Leonico Vida! on the plantation 
of Natalia, in the district of Sagua, the in- 
surgents losing elght killed aad seven 
tuken prisoners, while the troops lost one 
killed and one taken prisoner. 

The station at San Cayetano, in Habana 
province, has been burned. 

The band of Bermudez plundered Sierra 
Lineres in Pinar del Rio, and it is alleged 
that the negroes of the band violated what 
they could lay their hands on and hanged} 
the merchants in the presence of their 
wives and children.

It goss without saying that the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford is not bent 
on acquiring the control of the entire 
railroad system of New England for the 
purpose of ruining that section. It is not

Old Colony divisions, with the intent of 
making the grass grow in the streets of the 
metropolis of New England. It must be 
clear that if Boston is to be reduced toa 
city of inferior grade, it will furnish the 
New Haven road less, rather than more, 
business than at present, and it is aburd 
to suppose that the New Haven people 
would view such an outcome with 
faction.

To Connect Blue Hills Reservation, 
Merry Mount Park and Boston. 


The full text of the Metropolitan boule- 
vard bill, in which the city is considerably 
interested, is printed in full below : 


SecTION 1, The Metropolitan Park 
Commission, created by chapter 407 of the 
Acts of the year 1893, is hereby further 
authorized and required to take in fee or 
otherwise in the name of and for the Com- 
monwealth by purchase, gift, devise, or 
eminent domain, for a roadway, parkway 
or boulevard, all the right, title and interest 
of the public or of any city or town or of 
any corporation or individual in, to or con- 
cerning the following described strips of 
land: Beginning at Squantum Head in 
the City of Quincy ; thence running south- 
westerly along the shore of Dorchester bay 
and along and including Squantum street 
to the vicinity of Moswetusket Hummock 
on Quincy bay: thence running south- 

peterly “at every point at least two hun- 
dred (200) feet distant nurtherly from At- 
lantic street toand over the Old Colony 
railroad by a bridge, to Hancock street ; 
thence to and over Neponset river to 
Franklin park in such direction and over 
such streets and lands as the Board of 
Park Commissioners of the City of Boston 
may approve; also an extension of said 
roadway, parkway or boulevard beginning 
at the first described roadway at a point at 
or near Moswetusket Hummock, so called ; 
thence running in a generally southeasterly 
and southwesterly direction along the shore 
and across the property of various parties 
and of the Nationa! Sailors’ Home to the 
easterly extremity of Merrymount park ; 
thence through the park to the south- 
westerly extremity thereof at Furnace 
brook ; thence running up the valley of 
Furnace brook Hancock street, 
across the location and underneath the 
tracks of the Old Colony Railroad Com- 
pany, and across Newport avenue, in a

Sect. 2. The said board for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provisions of this 
act way expend the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars ($500,000), and to meet 
any expenditure sinder the of 
this act, the treasurer and receiver general 
shall issue a corresponding amount of scrip 
or certificates of indebtedness as an addi- 
tion to the Metropolitan park’s and 
establish a sinking fund to be established, 
assessed and collected in accordance with 
the provisions of sections nine, ten, eleven 
and twelve of said chapter four hundred 
and seven of the acts of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-three. 

Sect. 3. All takings under the right of 
eminent domain shall be made and all 
damages sustained by reason of any such 
taking shall be determined in the manner 
provided in chapter two hundred and 
eighty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-four and acts in addi- 
tion or amendment thereto for takings and 
damages under said acts, and all the pro-

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon 
its passage.

What Science May Do. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The weather bu- 
reau, under the direction of Professor 
Moore, is now engaged in experiments in 
the management of aeroplanes of kites 
that promise to be of high scientiflo value. 
It is the purpose of Professor Moore to de- 
vise a system of kites which can be relied 
upon to carry a considerable weight two 
miles above the surface of theearth. The 
kite adopted for tho purpose is of cellular 
construction, and is intended to carry up 
to this great altitude instruments which 
will automatically record the conditions 
of the atmosphere above. Professor Moors 
feels that the weak spot that remains in 
the weather service is in the predicticr of 
rainfalls. According to his theory a vast 
improvementin accuracy in this reneees 
can be attained by a full knowledge of 
what is going on in the air, far above the 
earth, and this he expects to ascertain by 
means of his kites,

Mr. Bayard cabled he would comply, 
and wrote confirming the cablegram. In 
this letter, dated Jan. 4, he says: My 
function was in gratification of head 
master and those interested in the wel- 
fare of the school, to deliver the prizes to 
the graduating students.

And 
as I have grandchildren in Boston, I sent 
a copy into that household. This was the 
extent of ‘publication’? in the United 
States of which I have any knowledge. 

The occurrence, he said, had passed out 
of his memory until it was made the basis 
of a resolution of impeachment by the 
United States house of representatives as 
a “high crime and misdemeanor’ under 
the constitution. 

He thanks Mr. Olney for his prompt

Accident at Harrison Square. 


The 6.11 A. M. train inward from 
Quincy was derailed at Harrison Square 
this morning just after leaving the station. 
The tender left the track and the two fol- 
lowing cars were thrown on to the Shaw- 
mut Branch tracks, The accident caused 
serious delay in all the inward trains for a 
couple of hours at least, as it happened at 
atime when many who are employed in 
Boston were on their way to work. Very 
fortunately nobody was injured in the least 
moving slowly. The 
passengers were considerably shaken up, 
and had the train been going express by 
the Harrison Square station, undoubtedly 
there would have been a serious accident. 
Those on the train after seeing what had 
happened immediately took the electric 
cars into Boston, knowing that it would be 
some time before trains could run. The 
frog on the Shawmut Branch track was 
probably the cause of the derailment. 


Verdict for $1,925. 


A verdict was reached Monday in the 
Supertor court at Dedham in the case of 
Stephen Nagle vs. the city of Quincy, the 
jury giving Mr. Nagle $1,925. The plain- 
liff was thrown from his pungin Febru- 
ary, 1594, on Washington street by a ridge 
of snow and received injuries from which 
he has never recovered. In the court 
whileon the stand he had a spell which 
may have influenced the jury some. J. W. 
McAnarney and Peter Dailey appeared for 
Mr. Nagle, and P. R. Blackmur as city 
solicitor, 

It is said Mr. Nagle offered to settle for 
$1,000, but that the best offer of the city 
was but $300, 


Almost Killed the Captain. 

Olt eg in. 21.—The crew of the Amer- 
ican schooner Susie M. Plummer, Captain 
Creighton, from Baltimore, with coal for 
the Panama canal, mutinied here and 
pinioned the captain and mate. The cap- 
tain was terribly hacked with a razor un- 
til it broke. Doctors stopped the hem- 
orrhage, saving the captain’s life. The 
ringleader of the mutiny had been in irons 
on the voyage out. Captain Creighton 
hails from Boston. 


In Gideon's Favor. 

New York, Jan. 21.—In the suit of 
David Gideon, the horseman, 
Philip J. Dwyer, president of the Brook- 
lyn Jockey club, to recover $50,000 for 
slander, the court decided against Dwyer, 
holding that the words alleged to have 
been uttered constituted slander. Judge 
Beekman gave judgment for Gideon, and 
ordered the case before a sheriff's jury to 
assess damages. aa

Poor Armenia.

Thomas Pownall in 
a work entitled, ‘‘A Memorial to the Soy- 
ereigns of Europe’’ (1780), that ‘* America | 
must avoid complication with European 
politics’? and ‘‘the entanglement of al- 
liances,’’ and later in a letter from Wash- 
ington to Jefferson in 1788.’’ An ener- 
getic general government must prevent the 
several states from involving themselves | 


in the political disputes of the European } 
powers.”’ 

It is obvious that an “Alliance” is a 
union of two or more powers to promote 
an Object of mutual advantage. It is per- 
fectly plain that it would not be an en- 
tangling alliance’? forthe United States 
government to save a Christian people from 
the murderous hate of fanaticism, devil- 
ish in its frenzied cruelty. There need 
be no alliance whatever with anybody. 
An assurance from the proper source that 
the United States government would! 
neither seek to acquire territory nor to 
establish a permanent protectorate, but | 
simply seek to save the lives of peaceful | 
Christians and protect the property of 
American residents, would allay the sus- 
picions of foreign nations, who, in spite of 
their pity, are obliged to remain passive 
through fear of international complications 
which would inevitably result. Such a 
movement, on the part of a nation re- 
nowned for its peaceful, self-contained 
policy would meet the approbation of the 
entire civilized world, and save us_ the 
humiliation of having the 19th century 
close with an epoch of murder and rapine.,

HOW SUZANNE KEYSER WON THE 
MEDAL AT THE INSTITUT RUDY. 
Young Old Maids—Discrimination Against 
Women—A Successful Woman Barber. 
Ideal Dress of the Working Woman, 

The Limit of Woman’s Work. 


Philadelphia has many people and 
nhiany things to be proud of, but it is 
not generally known that one of its fair 
danghters has won such distinction as 
has never before fallen to the lot of an 
American. This young woman, not yet 
22 years of age, is Miss Suzanne Key- 
ser, the daughter of Mr. Charles 8. 
Keyser, the well known lawyer. So 
quietly has she reaped her unusual hon- 
ors that few outside of the circle of her 
most intimate acquaintances are aware 
that she, an American born and English 
speaking maiden, went to France, and 
in Paris, its literary and artistic center, 
won the medal for dramatic ability at 
the Institut Rudy against at least 800 
competitors, allof whom were French. 

How she won the medal which never 
before has crossed the ecean is told by 
her in a bright, pleasing fashion, essen- 
j tially girlish and very winning in its 

utter absence from any trace of egotism. 

“T have always loved to recite, and 
to be trained by some member of the 
Comedie Francaise seemed to be the 
height of my ambition. Therefore when 
papa took me to Paris I made up my 
mind that I should at least aim for 
what I had always been dreaming abont. 
Therefore one morning we went to see

gances with civilization. Among the 
Australians and other savages girls 
marry at 11, 10 or even 9 years of age; 
among semicivilized Egyptians, Hin- 
floos, etc., the age is from 12 to 143 
southern Europeans marry their girls 
between the ages of 15 and 18, while 
among the nations who lead modern 
tivilization the age is a constantly rising 
pne—from 17 or 18 of 50 years ago the 
average has risen to between 21 and 25. 
And does it not follow, by inexorable 
logic, that girls who wait until 28 or 80 
are forerunners of a still higher civili- 
tation? 

It is not only a fact that women 
marry later in life than they used, but 
it is equally true that everywhere the 
more mature woman is to the fore. The 
young and inexperienced bud bas ceased 
to be the reigning queen of the hour. 
She has been forced to yield her place to 
the maturer woman, the woman of cul- 
tivated mind and manners, of broader 
experience and wider knowledge. 

All this is only the natural result of 
evolution. With her deeper interests, 
wider outlook, enlarged sympathies, she 
scarcely feels the relentless march of the 
years, and with all the new light upon 
her physical care and condition she can 
easily look as young asshe feels. Rouge 
pots, wigs and hair dyes have happily 
gone their way, and fresh air, exercise, 
baths and diet have taken their place. 
—New York Sun. 


Discrimination Against Women. 

It is not difficult to find an excuse for 
the refusal of the men of Massachusetts 
to give the ballot to women. So long as 
the masses of female citizens of that or 
any other state are indifferent on the 
suffrage question their fathers, husbands 
and brothers will not insist on loading 
them with political burdens or duties. 
This may or may not be the best policy, 
but it harmonizes with human nature 
and is likely to stand. The advocates of 
equal suffrage should see, in recent 
events in New York and Massachusetts, 
that their work lies among the woimen; 
that a desire for the ballot on the part 
of a majority of the women is a condi- 
tion precedent to their getting it. Ap- 
peals to legislatures, to constitutional 
conventions and to party conventions 
will have little effect while the women 
remain in a don’t care state of mind. 

But the fact that the women of Mas- 
sachusetts de not vote except for school 
officers is not a good reason for dis- 
criminating against them in public em- 
ployments. Indeed their exclusion from 
any participancy in making laws, as-

A Successful Woman Barber. 

Mrs. Anne Howard has opened a bar- 
ber shop near the Brooklyn , bridge, 
where all the work is done by women— 
done most delicately and delightfully. 
"IT believe it would be a good idea to 
have a couple of colored women to pol- 
ish boots, too,’’ she said to a New York 
reporter. ‘‘As soon as men get over the 
strangeness of it they like to have a 
woman take care of them. I learned 
how to shave out west, where most of 
the new ideas come from these days. I 
have two shops in Chicago that are 
ing a good business. In one of them, 
while Iwas working there with four 
others just before coming east, we took 
In $125 a week, and the business is 
growing. 

“Tam going to open a shop in New 
York before long—that is, as soon as I 
am wellstarted here. Rents areso much 
higher over there in any location that I 
should care to have that I thoughtI had 
better be settled in Brooklyn first. My 
trade here is better every day. Wednes- 
days and Saturdays I am yery busy. I 
shall have two more women here within 
a week or ten days. Of course it isn’t as 
pasy to find really good women barbers 
as it is to find men, but I know so many 
that I shall not have any trouble. 

“The men in this business don’t like 
the idea at all, and every now and then 
I receive anonymous letters from some 
man barber or other. All I have to say 
for the writers is that while they were 
writing they were not doing anything 
else, and that they haven't done me any 
barm.”’

There is plenty of real work for all of 
us to do beyond the sphere of home, in 
the fields of art, science and literature, 
and also, like Florence Nightingale and 
many other brave women, as nurses and 
comforters of the sick, the wounded and 
the dying. 

Women’s influence is sometimes said 
to be greater now than in past times. It 
is more palpable certainly, but I doubt 
whether more potent, for, as we know 
well for centuries, the hand that rocked 
the cradle ruled the world. The differ- 
ence is that nowadays women are not 
content to work quietly as mere wire 
pullers. Instead they like to see and be 
feen, and to have the credit of their 
deeds. 

The old idea was that ‘‘men must 
work and women must weep,’’ but the 
newer idea that women ehould work, 
too, according to. their talents and op- 
portunities, seems more rational and 
healthy and is calculated to make them 
weep less. Let them give over weeping 
by all means, but in all their work let 
them remember that ‘‘woman is not un- 
developed man, but diverse,’’ and 
therefore not to try to be like men, and 
also not to think that nothing is tc 
high or too sacred for them to meddle 
with.—Home Netes.

Although the loss will not reach a figure

It appears that in order to Tise acety- 
lene in the building, a special permit must 
be obtained.

No New County. 


The above was the striking headline 
which appeared in a Boston paper yester- 
day over the hearing on the proposition to 
create a Metropolitan county. The ‘* Greater 
Boston ’’ committee had nothing further to 
offer and there were none who cared to 
speak in favor of the scheme. The re- 
monstrants, however, were out in force, 
and Medford, Lynn, Cambridge, Wakefield, 
Somerville, Milton, Waltham and Norfolk 
county were heard. 

The Herald reports 
follows : 

Judge Grover of Canton appeared in 
the interests of Norfolk county. The peo- 
ple of Norfolk county, he believed, would 
suffer severely from a metropolitan 
county. Oae hundred and twenty-one 
millions of taxable property would be 
taken away from Norfolk and the 60,- 
000,000 remaining would be compelled to 
bear the onerous burden of building new 
county buildings upon a vew site. Fur- 
thermore the citizens would be incon- 
venienced because of the crowded con- 
dition of the courts in the new county. 
The judge informed the committee that 
it now took twice as long to settle a case 
in Saffolk as in Norfolk county. This 
disadvantage, he thought, would be in- 
creased under the new arrangement. 


Judge Grover as 


Mr. W. W. Fifield, of Medford, in his 
arguments said: 

This idea originated in Boston; it has 
been fed, nourished and clothed by the 
city of Boston, The city of Boston is be- 


hind the commission, and has been from 
the beginning. We know the financial 
condition of Boston. Her net indebtedness 
is $44,000,000 or $45,000,000, exclusive of 
her water debt. The subway will cost $10,- 
000,000; a tunnel or bridge to East Boston, 
which must be built in the near future, 
will cost $5,000,000; the new bridge to 
Charlestown will cost from $1,000,000 to 
$2,000,000. I would like to know, inquired 
Mr. Fifield, what interest Medford has in 
the expensive police and fire departments 
of Boston? What interest has she in the 
East Boston ferries ?

Silver ‘Dollars Galore. 

W ASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—When the pres- 
ent administration came into power, there 
were in the treasury about $29,000,000 in 
silver dollars, coined from bullion pur 
chased under the act of 1890 and available 
for the redemption of treasury notes is 
sued in payment for the bullion pur- 
chased. Since August, 1893, about £13, 
000,000 of these notes have deen reteemed 
in silver dollars and cancelled. The secre- 
tary of the treasury has now decided: to 
coin from the bullion now on hand, and 
purchased under the act of 1890, about 
$15,000,000, which will restore the amount 
of dollars in the treasury to what it was 
on March 4, 1803. The average cost of 1} 
silver bullion purchased under the Sher- 
man act was 71!¢ cents on the dollar. At

Artificial Scenting of Flowers, 

Flowers that have lost something of 
their perfume are now scented artificial- 
ly by watering them with an alcoholic 
solution of essence, using a little glycer- 
in to fix the odor. Thus, for violets, the 
liquid is composed of 100 grams of 
glycerin and 10 grams of essence of | 
violet. In many places, while scented 
violets are comparatively rare, the un 
scented kinds grow wild in great profu- 
sion. These are now bought up in large 
quantities, scented artificially and put | 


into the market in advantageous compe- 


tition with the perfumed violets grow | 
by the horticulturists. Cut flowers which | 
have wilted from time or transportation 
are revived by being plunged into a 
weak solution of salammoniac. Flowers 
which have little or no scent are also 
perfumed for sale by being put intoa 
box with ice and then saturated with 
a current of carbonic acid charged with 
perfume.—London Public Opinion.

is not he who refuses, but he who chal- 
lenges. In every state in the Union the 
duellist has become by statute a felon, and 
the most striking instance of any of the 
change of public sentiment is that juries 
never hesitate to convict him of a crime. 

While this healthful advance in civiliza- 
tion and this undoubted public sentiment 
supporting it, mark the new relations be- 
tween individuals, there has been little if 
any progress in the peaceful, lawful and 
orderly sentiment of international dis- 
putes, involving communities. The bar- 
barous, murderous and uncertain meth- 
ods of the ancient and the medieval periods 
still prevail. The alarms of war agitate a 
world. The battle blood which is the in- 
heritance of the ages is aflame for fight. 

So strongis the power of custom that 
this right to appeal to private combat by 
the dropping of a glove before the judge 
that the arbitrament of arms actually re- 
mained a part of the statute law of Eng- 
land's colonies in America until the inde- 
pendence of our republic—and of Eng- 
land herself until 1818. Nay, more, it 
survived in active practice until 50 years 
ago, in the form of the duel, in nearly 
every part of this country. No man could 
retain his position at the bar or in society 
who would refuse a challenge. 

Only one power keeps the nations of 
Europe from instantly declaring war. 
The bankers and business men have be- 
come the arbiters between nations, In 
modern conflicts, so vast and expensive 
are the preparations for and operations of 
war that the longest purse wins. ‘The 
only two nations which may be said to be 
free from this thraldom, because of their 
wealth, their commeyce and credit, are the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Easy to Stir Up Strife, 

The events of the past few weeks have 
demonstrated how easy it isto arouse the 
fighting blood among our own people. 
The strongest evidence of the fervor and 
wnguinary sentiment among 
us today is the action of congress upon the 
president’s Venezuela message. By the 
constitution of the United States the war 
power belongs to congress, and yet the 
senate and house of representatives with 
unanimity and hot haste rushed to record 
their approval of what they believed at 
the time to be a declaration of war. The 
lesson seems to be enforced that a hasty 
or passionate president could plunge the 
nation into war, and the reason and justi- 
fication for its sacriflces of blood and 
treasure and industrial interests would be 
left for academic discussion after the strife 
Was over. 

There are occasions when war is both 
rightand necessary, and a nation must 
embark upon it without counting the con- 
sequences, but the issue of battle is never 
certain, nor does the arbitrament of war 
always end in right and justice. The 
struggle between Prussia and Austria for 
supremacy in the German empire was de- 
cided not by the merits of the case, but 
by the needle gun in the hands of the 
Prussians used against the old-fashioned 
musket of the Austrians. 

Our war of 1812 was right if our dispute 
with Great Britain and our demand for 
fair treatment and justice could not be 
settled by arbitration. It isa curious and 
impressive fact that the purpose for

There are no obstacles in the 
way of a peaceful adjustment upon a per- 
manent basis of all present and future 
difficulties between the democratic spirit— 
the people—of the United States and the 
democratic spirit—the people—of Great 
Britain. 
United States Perfectly Safe. 

The United States is the enly nation so 
situated that it can with honor and safety 
move upon the pathway of peace for an in- 
ternational court of arbitration. North of 
us lies Canada with its vast territories. 
It seeks no war. It'wants no hostilities 
and no disagreements with our republic. 
So there is no danger from Canada. To 
the south of us is Mexico, with only 12,000,- 
000 of people, of whom 10,000,000 are In- 
dians, uneducated and degraded. We 
need fear nothing from Mexico. Farther 
away are the republics of the isthmus of 
Darien and of South America. We have 
no fear of them. And now look at Europe. 

It is 8000 miles across the ocean from 
the nearest seaport of any European power 
to any seaport of the United States. 
cording to the census of 180 we have 
9,200,000 fighting men. The experience of 
the Civil War has shown that from them 
could be drafted, mobilized and in- 
structed in three months 3,090,000 of sol- 
diers. 
the world could not land upon our shores 
an army which could march 100 miles 
from the sea coast. 

Had there been an international court 
of arbitration in the Venezuelan matter, 
Lord Salisbury could not have pleaded 
that there was a boundary line embracing 
territory solongand unquestionably held 
bythe British that they could not in 
honor submit the question of their title to 
the court. 

Secure in our isolation, supreme in our 
resources, unequaled in our reserves, and 
free from dangerous neighbors, we occupy 
among the nations of the globe a position 
so exalted and safe that to compare us 
with other countries would be absurd. 
The statesman or the politician who really 
fears for the safety of this country isa 
fool. The statesman or politician who 
does not fear (because he knows better), 
and who yet preaches of our weakness and 
our vulnerability, isa demagogue, and he 
insults the intelligence of the American 
people. This great reservoir of force for 
all purposes—the American republic—this 
mightiest engine of war and most benefl- 
cent power for peace on the face of the 
globe, can extend the right hand of fellow- 
ship to warring brethren across the At- 
lantic and promulgate with honor and 
dignity ascheme for an international tri- 
bunal, and lead in the movement. 

The idea of securing at any early date 
an international court representing and 
embracing all the nations of Europe and 
of North and South America is probably 
at present Utopian. The tremendous war 
spirit existing among the peoples of con- 
tinental Europe, the office-holding and 
patronage of their armies, the problems 
of race, balance of power and dynasty in- 
volved, would deter any of those nations 
from an immediate acceptance of the in- 
ternational court. 

But the United States and Great Brit- 
ain have no reason to be guided by the 
standards of the continent. They have 
the same common law. Their legislation 
has been for the past 50 years along 
similar lines of progress and liberty. 
Their courts and methods of prozedure are 
alike in most of their characteristics. 

It is possible for these two great coun- 
tries, out of this present difficulty, to 
evolve a tribunal of international law and 
justice, which shall be in perpetual ses- 
sion, Whose members shall be selected 
with such care, whose dignity shall receive 
such recognition and whose reputation 
shall be so great that each nation can sub- 
mit to it any question in dispute and bow 
to its decision with safety and honor.

King Was Scared. 

King Prempeh was greatly impressed 
by the show of force in the square, the 
maxim guns being conveniently posted 
and every yard being utilized by the Brit- 
ish and their native allies. Finally, the 
king, through an interpreter, replied that 
he was ready to submit to the British, 
took off his crown and sandals and ad- 
vanced to the formed by biscuit 
boxes, upon which Sir Francis Scott and 
the governor we.e seated, surrounded by 
their staffs. His majesty then placed his 
head between the feet of Sir Francia Scott 
and those of the British governor, clasp- 
ing them with his hands and actually 
grovelling in the dust as a mark of his 
complete submission to the power of the 
Queen of England. 

This display of helplessness upon the 
part of King Prempeh greatly impressed 
the Ashantees present. They’were greatly 
agitated and talked excitedly together, 
but they made no attempt at resistance, a 
step which would have been useless in the 
face of the almost entire British expedi- 
tion and the deadly rapid-fire guns already 
referred to 

The governor finally made the king 
arise, and recalled to his majesty’s mind 
that he had been requested to immediately 
pay 59,000 ounces of gold to the represen- 
tatives of Great Britain. In reply, his 
majesty, who was greatly agitated, said 
he only possessed 380 ounces of gold and 
that he had no nieans of collecting the 
50,000 demanded by the British. .To this 
the governor replied that such a state- 
ment was merely child’s play, and that 
the demands of the British must be com- 
plied with, as the king’s ability to pay the 
amount was too well known to admit of 
nowiscussion. 

King Prempeh then asked for time, but 
the governor answered that upon a pre- 
vious occasion the Ashantees had failed to 
keep their promises made to the British, 
and that the latter had no intention of 
giving them the opportunity of doing the 
same thing again. The governor then 
abruptly announced that King Prempeh, 
the queen’s mother, the king’s father and 
other chiefs of importance present would 
be taken prisoners, under escort, to Cape 
Coast Castle. 

Feared a Volley. 
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the nati 
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The governor’s words fell like a thunder 
bolt upon the assemblage of Ashantee 
natives, and there was an impetuous 
movement forward which boded trouble, 
but the troops, which had been at ground 
arms, were promptly ordered to “carry 
arms,” and the machine-like precision 
with which the Martini-Henry carbines 
were lifted from the ground to the carry 
struck dismay into the Ashantees, and 
probably averted serious trouble, for they 
fell back as if fearing a volley from the 
troops. 

One of the chiefs, however, rose from 
his seat near King’Prempeh and uttered 
some shrill words in a loud tone of voice. 
These were interpreted as saying that the 
Ashantees complained that the replies 
which their ambassadors had brought 
back from Great Britain had misled them, 
and that the Ashantees, therefore, were 
not to blame. 

The governor, in reply, said that their 
ansaha (ambassadors) would be made 
prisoners and taken to Cape Coast Castle, 
where they would be charged with forgery 
In having put their names, apparently,.to 
documents of a misleadiug nature. It is 
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also claimed that these ambassadors were 
not really the chiefs they represented 
themselves to be, but men of a much 
lower rank. 

A strong guard of British troops then 
moved forward and surrounded the king, 
the queen’s mother, the king’s father, the 
prominent vhiefs and the ambassadors 
without any trouble, so suddenly was the 
movement made and so effectively was it 
carried out. The prisoners were quickly 
removed to a large house, which was sur- 
rounded by the guard, and then the 
psbanieee were quietly dispersed by the 

roops. 

Tne whole affair was splendidly ar- 
ranged and admirably executed. In fact, 
from first to last, from the moment the 
expedition was first organized until it 
reached Coomassie, there has not been a 
single hitch in the arrangements, and it 
has not been necessary to fire a shot. 
Every provision which it was possible to 
make for the health, provisioning and ac- 
commodation of the troops was made with 
the most perfect system. Thus the fa- 
vored ones when they reached each point 
of their journey found shade and comfort, 
food, and even Bass’ ale and brandy and 
soda for those whe needed stimulants. 

The troops have suffered very little from 
sickness, considering the unhealthy cli- 
mate, and, strange to say, it was the men 
of the well-seasoned East India regiment 

j and those of the British regiment stopped 
| at Gibraltar on its way home from India, 
after many years in that country, and 
sent to Cape Coast Castle to take part in 
this expedition, who suffered the most 
from sickness and who also proved less 
able to sustain fatigue on the march in 
the hot weather prevailing in Ashantee. 
Finally, it may be said that the submis- 
sion and capture of King Prempeh will 
insure British supremacy in that part of 

Africa for many years tocome. His ma- 

jesty, his relatives and the chiefs captured 

will be kept at Cape Coast Castle until the 

50,000 ounces of gold demanded by the 

British government are forthcoming and 

until all the other questions connected 

withthe expedition and its objects have 

been arranged. The Ashantee ambassa- 

dors accused of having misled their peop! 
will be tried, and, if found guilty, severely 
punished.

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Business Widely Spread. 

The Granite State Provident association 
has not confined its business to New Eng- 
land by any means. It has one of the 
largest lists of investors in the state of 
New York of any building and loan asso- 
ciation, and has also been very prominent 
in Ohio, 

Within the past four years {t has also 
paid great attention to western 
and, as aresult, thus built up a business 
extending practically over the country. It 
‘nts very large commissions, 
than any other similar 
ation, and not unnaturally this was 

sonducive to large sales of stock. 

The hope of the association in doing 
business has been in getting large percent- 
ages from borrowers who were necessarily 
contributors. Large premiums were paid, 
and heavy rates of interest were de- 
manded. Probably borrowers from the 
funds of the organization averaged nearly 
9 per cent per annum. 

Such rates, of course, were profitable, 
but to get them the association has fre- 
quently been obliged to assume risks on 
property that savings banks would de- 
cline, anda settlement before proper re- 
turns were made on such risks would cer- 
tainly result in great loss. 

The greatest source of trouble, however, 
has been in the fact that there have been, 
for mauy months, more investors than 
borrowers, and the organization has, there- 
fore, been unable to get the big rates of 
interest desired. There have been more 
persons who have used the coffers of the 
organization as a sayings bank than those 
who have wished to possess their own 
homes on easy payments. 

That put the organization to the neces- 
sity of taking greater risks on investments 
than even those on small real estate loans 
would be, or compelled it to draw small 
rates on legitimate and solid investments. 
Still, even under these conditions, the 
concern would probably be a paying one 
today, if it were not for the fact of ex- 
tremely heavy expenses.

POSITION UNTENABLE, 


Opinion Regarding New Hampshire’s 
Law and Order League, 


Said to Have Been Derelict, if 
Not Dishonest. 


Should Have Sought Information Before Deny- 
ing Truth of Charges. 


Concorp, N. N., Jan. 24.—The Concord 
People and Patriot publishes the follow- 
ing editorial regarding the reply of the 
New Hampshire State Law and Order 
league to the Boston Herald’s charges of 
corruption: 

We were mistaken. We thought and 
said that the reply of the State Law and 
Order league to the charges of the Boston 
Herald would be a dynamite shell, the ex- 
plosion of which would be both startling 
and destructive, but, asa matter of fact, 
the reply is not even a Fourth of July fire- 
cracker. It amounts to this only: 

1, The league was organized in 1894; ib 
is composed of 2000 as reputable, high- 
minded and philanthropical citizens as in- 
habit the state, most of them members of 
evangelical churches and a large number 
of them Christian ministers, 

2. The object for which the league was 
organized is expressed in its bylaws and 
in an address to the people of the state. 

8. These noble people, pursuing this 
noble objects, ‘he Herald assails. 


4. It follows, therefore, that what The 
Herald has charged against the league 


isn’t true; for how could men and women 
banded together for the purpose of upset- 
ting the saloon agree, even for money, to 
allow the saloon to exist? 
The All-Important “If.” 
5. However, if The Herald will make its 


charges as definite as those of an indict- | 


ment and produce witnesses to prove the 
charges, we will agree to listen to the 
testimony; and if, after doing so, we shall 
come to the conclusion that The Herald 
has made out its case, we will find the 
league guilty 

6. But if The Herald shall refuse to pro- 
duce its witnesses before the league offi- 
cials against whom The Herald has made 
its charges, and permit the alleged cul- 
prits thus to determine their own guilt or 
innovence, then the league must insist 
that The Herald is either a sensational 
paper or in the pay of the Mquor interest. 

This is an untenxble position, and, in 
assuming it, the league has made itself 
ridiculous, The fact is, the league hasn't 
lived up to its promises, as both Raider 
Brown and Rey. A. J. Wheeler will tes- 
tify. 

Both these men say they were compelled 
by officers of the league to pass by the 
hotel saloon dnd other fayored liquor 
places and attack the weak saloon men, 
from whom money was taken, not unfre- 
quently, in the shape of compromise fines 
and other payments. 

The league knows that it has allowed 
the saloons of Concord, Manchester and 
Nashua to run wide open in undisturbed 
safety for many a long day. 

The league knows, also, that it has been 
derelict, if it has not been dishonest; and 
the league ought to be told that it should 
have sought for information on the sub- 
ject of The Herald’s charges before it de- 
nied the truth of them; it should not have 
made haste to deny before it had made 
haste to ascertain the truth of the matter. 


On Beacon Hill, 

Boston, Jan. 24—The petitioners for 
biennial elections closed their case, and 
the remonstrants will now be given an 
opportunity to explain their position. 
Another hearing of importance was the 
subject of issuing marriage certificates.

George F. Kenngott from the pastor- 
ate was discussed at length, and his 
friends were outvoted. It was voted to 
lease the meeting house and property toa 
party of 16 foraterm of three years at $1 
a year, providing they agree to carry on 
Congregational worship and not disturb 
the pew-holders. This action was taken 
to keep Mr. Kenngott out of the pulpit. 
The legality of the action is questioned, 
and the courts will probably be called upon 
to decide in the matter. 


Started by an Electric Wire. 

HOLYOKE, Mass., Jan. 24.—Fire, which 
started in the store of W. F. Wright last 
night, caused $4000 damage, and there 
were several narrow escapes from death. 
The first floor was occupied by Wright's 
store and the other four stories mainly as 
living apartments. The flames spread so 
rapidly that several occupants of the block 
were unable to escape, and they were 
rescued with difficulty. One man, Ha- 
larie Labare, was partially suffocated. A 
woman fell down stairs and was injured. 
The fire was caused by improper electric 
light insulation in the store window. The 
insurance is $35,000, 

Joe Tye’s Case. 

Boston, Jan. 24.—Joe Tye, the China- 
map, who, it is alleged, swindled his 
countrymen here out of $14,000 some years 
ago and went to China, returningrevently, 
only to be arrested, was in court for trial 

esterday, but was held until later. The 
United States government is now inter- 
estedin Tye. for the Ohinese inspectors 


are wondering how fthe prisoner got into 
this country. Whether he was smuggled 
into the United States or came through 
on papers not his own are questions of 
considerable interest just at present, 


Decidedly Vigorous. 
GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 24.—City Mar- 
shal Parsons’ second important move 
since assuming office is a warning that he 
will enforce the cigaret law, which, he 
claims, is badly abused. The police force 
were last night officially notifled to arrest 
fvery intoxicated person seen on the 
streets, and not to assist home anyone 

showing signs of intoxication, 


Guarding Against Rabies. 

Boston, Jan. 24.—The state cattle com- 
mission has ordered all dogs closely muz- 
sled for the next 90 days in Newton, 
Cambridge, Watertown, Belmont, Somer- 
ville, Arlington, Medford, Malden, Ever- 
ett, Chelsea and Hevere. Three cases of 
undoubted rabies have been discovered. 
The first oase occurred in Newton. The 
other cases occurred in the towns of Mill- 
bury and Revere, All towns through 
which the dogs passed are under the mus- 
zle rule, which will be strictly enforced, 


Three Recruits For State Prison. 
Boston, Jan, 24.—George L. Lang and 
Frank D. Hagar, convicted of being the 
cause of Lillian Ray’s death by a crim- 
inal operation, were yesterday sentenced 
to 13 years each in the state prison.

Free Coinage of Silver the Panacea 
For Our Financial Troubles. 


Gold Had Friends In the Con- 
ference of Silverites. 


Appeal to Citizens to Free Themselves From 
Money Power’s Grasp. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Republican 
silver senators yesterday signed a declara- 
tion which is intended to be used in the 
coming campaign as the demand which 
the silver men will make for a plank in 
the national convention. 

In the preamble it is recited that the 
present financial system endangers the 
industrial prosperity of the United States, 
which is threatened by China and Japan 
as a result of the decrease in the value of 
silver and the difference of exchange be- 
tween the gold and silver using countries. 

It is therefore resolved that the signers 
favor the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 for the pur- 
pose of obliterating this difference of ex- 
change, which is declared to operate as a 
bounty on the export of products from 
silver using countries to gold using coun- 
tries. Itis also resolved that they favor 
a tariff which shall equalize the difference 
in the cost of labor between this country 
and the countries of Europe and Asia. 

The Silver Conference 
resulted in an animated discussion yester- 
day over the financial situation and the 
policy to be pursued by the friends of 
silver. 

During the discussion considerable feel- 
ing was aroused by some of the remarks 
made by General Hatch of Missouri, in 
which he stated in effect that if the Popu- 
lists of Kentucky had done their whole 
duty the election of Mr. Blackburn to a 
seatin the United States senate would 
not now bea matter of doubt. General 
Fields of Virgiuia and others made re- 
plies. Mayor Turner of Lansing, Mich., 
and Senator Stewart of Nevada also ad- 
dressed the convention. 

The committee on resolutions, of which 
Senator Jones of Nevada is chairman, 
submitted their report, consisting of an 
unusually long preamble and ending with 
the following declaration: 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That over and 
above all other questions of policy, we are in 
favor of restoring to the people of the United 
States the time-honored money of the consti- 
tution—gold and silver, not one, but both—the 
money of Washington and Hamilton, and Jef- 
ferson and Monroe, and Jackson and Lincoln, 
tothe end that the American people may re- 
for an honest product; the 
American debtor may pay his just obligations 
in an honest standard, and not in a standard 
that is appreciated 100 per cent above all the 
great staples of our country, and to the end, 
further, that silver standard countries may be 
deprived of the unnatural advantage they now 
enjoy in the difference in exchange between 
gold and silver—an advantage which tariff leg- 
islation alone cannot overcome. 

We therefore confidently appeal to the peo- 
ple of the United States that leaving in abey- 
ance for the moment all other questions how- 
ever important, even momentous, they may 
appear, and sundering if need be all former 
party ties and affiliations, that they unite in 
one supreme effort to free themselves and 
their children from the domination of the 
money power—a power more destructive than 
any which has ever been fastened upon the 


| civilized men of any race or in any age, and 


upon the consummation of their desires and 
efforts we invoke the gracious favor of divine 
providence. 

The committee on organization reported 
in favor of holding a a ni itional convention 
in St. Louis on July 22 next, and presented 
a basis of repre sentation arranged in part 
on the aise strength as ascertained from 
the Bi-Metallic union, and provided for 
the appointment of a provisional national 
committee to serve until the holding of 
the convention. 

The mode of selecting delegates is to be 
prescribed by the national committee, sub- 
ject to certain regulations, one of which 
is that no person shall be eligible as a 
delegate to the conventions or meetings 
that choose the representatives to the 
national convention, or sit as @ represen- 
tative in the national convention, who is 
not in favor of the declaration of principles 
enunciated by the conference and who 
is not willing to subordinate party alle- 
glance to the advanceme nt of such prin- 
ciples. The convention adopted the report 
and adjourned sine die. 


A New Departure. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wilson yesterday issued a general 
order providing that in all cities and towns 
haying free delivery postal service the 
postal system be extended to include 
house to house collection. For the con- 
venience of the department, however, the 
introduction of boxes in houses until 
further orders will be confined to 25 places, 
those in New England being as follows: 
Portland, Me.; St. Albans, Vt.; Boston 
and Springfield, Mass. 


Ta! ked of Days Gone By. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—At last eyen- 
ing’s session of the Woman Suffrage as- 
sociation, Miss Susan B. Anthony, the 
president, delivered her annual address. 
It consisted principally of a review of the 
efforts made by women in the early career 
of the suffrage movement, and the at- 
tempts on the part of the women of 
Rochester, of which Miss Anthony was 
one, to force the government to grant the 
franchise to women. 


Rumors Untounded.

As to this, the privilege claimed by the gov- 
ernment of the United States for such citi 
zens by naturalization in the country of or 
igin is greater than that claimed by any one 
of the four governments nagied. A very gen- 
eral rule among governments of the European 
continent, and one which obtains in principle 
with respect to Great Hritain, also, is that no 
alien may be admitted to become a citizen of 
the state by naturalization except upon pro- 
duction of proof that his allegiance 1s per 
mitted by the sovereign of whom he is already 
a dependent. : 

The United States minister at Constantine 
ple has heretofore reported that naturalized 
Armenians, or other Turkish subjects of Great 
3ritain, France, Germany or Russia, return- 
ing to the jurisdiction of Turkey, are not 
ciaimed by their adopted governments a5 
citizens, nor protected a3 such, except upon 
proof that their charge of allegiance has been 
permitted or is recognized by the government 
of Turkey.

MORE BOOTY SEIZED. 


Boston Police Make Another Raid on 
Convict Chaffey’s House. 


Done In Behalf of Murderer 
Barrett’s Wife. 


She Will Get What Property Remains Unclaimed 
After a Certain Period. 


Boston, Jan. 25.—Mrs. Barrott, wife of 
the burglar who is now serving a life sen- 
tence in the state prison for murder, called 
on Mrs. Chaffey, wife of Barrett’s former 
partner, at her house in West Roxbury. 
The caller’s object was to obtain goods 
which belonged to her, and which were 
kept from her during the time that 
Chaffey was at liberty, by himself and 
bis wife. 


MES. WILLIAM BARRETT. 
No opposition was made to Mrs. Bar- 


rett's examination of the goods. She 
went through the house, accompanied by 
a constable, and was allowed to pick out 
anything that she could identify as her 
property. This included paintings, vases, 
bric-a-brac, several frames without pic- 
tures, and two trunks full of small goods. 

Whatever she pointed out was loaded on 
afurniture van and eventually carted to 
Boston. Mrs. Chaffey said the goods that 
Mrs. Barrett took away were the same 
that she left there during her visit of two 
months to Mrs. Chaffey, while the case 
against Barrett was being tried. 

After the departure of the searching 
party there was a sequel that proved of 
great importance. The appearance of 
things at the house led Lawyers O'Neil 
and Hudson, who accompanied Mrs. Bar- 
rett on the expedition, to think that a 
search of the premises under the authority 
of asearch warrant as well as with a re- 
plevin writ in a civil process would yield 
results. 

The papers were forthcoming, and yes- 
terday the two lawvers, with Inspector 
Dugan and State Officer Whitney, accom- 
panied by a patrolman, made a 

Second Search of the Premises. 
The design of Barrett's lawyers was to 
complete the work of the day before. 

Much valuable property was recovered, 
among which were some beautiful bronzes, 
various articles of silverware of antique 
make, and in one trunk were a lot of 
watch movements. A few of the articles 
alone were valued at several hundred 
dollars. 

All the property was taken to police 
headquarters. Aiithat is not identifled 
and restored to its owners will be turned 
over to the lawyers to be disposed of by 
them for Mrs. Barrett's benefit. 

The lawyers think, however, that they 
can establish title to almost all the goods. 
There will be no contest in the courts, 
they say, but to make assurance doubly 
sure, they got Mrs. Chaffey’s consent in 
writing to release all her right, title and 
interest in the articles taken. At the 
same time Mrs. Barrett also agreed to lay 
no claim to the articles. 

During the search of her house, Mrs. 
Chaffey not only offered no resistance, 
but went from room to room with the 
searching party, opening boxes and draw- 
eFs, and giving all the help she could. 

The warrant entitled the searchers to 
look for about $150,000 worth of bonds 
which Chaffey is supposed to have had in 
his possession at one time. 

They didn’t find the bonds. Mrs. Chaf- 
fey said she burned them shortly after 
Chaffey’s arrest. This is probably true, 
although Ckaffey claimed that he burned 
therm. 

Speeial Offerinas Asked For. 

Boston, Jan. 25.—Rev. George H. Gut- 
terson, New England secretary of the 
American Missionary association, has 
sent out an appeal to all the Congrega- 
tional churches of New England, asking 
for an observance of Abraham Lincoln 
Memorial day, Feb. 16. He states that 
this isthe jubilee year of the association, 
and expresses the hope that this semi-cen- 
tennial year may be signalized by special 
offerings in support of the great work of 
the American Missionary association 
among the neglected millions of our coun- 
try. The occurrence of the Lincoln Memo- 
rial day furnishes a specially appropriate 
occasion for calling attention to the work 
of the association, and to the great bur- 
den of debt now resting upon it. The 
work among the negroes must always be 
associated with the name of Abraham 
Lincoln, who lifted them from slavery 
into freedom and gave his life a willing 


sacrifice to the cause of their Nberation 
and the salvation of our country. Abra- 
ham Lincoln was born on the edge of the 
great region occupied by the mountaineers 
of the south, or “American highlanders.”’ 
Among these people the American Mis- 
sionary association has established its 
churches, schools and missions, and they 
have loyally responded in co-operation in 
the spread of an intelligent gospel among 
the 2,500,000 people. The work of the 
American Missionary association gathers 
immediately about the name of Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Gn Beacon Hill. 


Boston, Jan. 25.—A bill was introduced 
in the house to allow the Old Colony to 
take land between Federal and Kneeland 
streets and land they now own, for new 
terminal facilities. The resolutions re- 
garding the Armenian outrages were laid 
on the table in the senate.

Murray was known to have been an inti- 
mate friend and companion of J. H 
O'Neill, the defaulting officer of the Amer- 
icun Handsewed Shoe company.

Boston, Jan. 25.—The arrangements for 
Christian Endeavor day rally of Massa- 
chusetts societies next Thursday are offi- 
cially announced today. Bishop Arnett 
of Wilberforce, O., will speak in the even- 
ing.

C. A. Dickinson of Boston, Rev. Dr. 
French of Malden, Rey. G. H. Johnson of 
Lowell, Rev. Dr. F. E. Clark, Rev. Dr. 
Wayland Hoyt of Philadelphia and Mrs. 
F. E. Clark. Mr. Somerby will lead the 
chorus. 


A Welcome Storm. 

Boston, Jan. 25.— The easterly gale 
which begun early yesterday morning 
abated late last night, passing over this 
vicinity and taking a northeasterly course.

LIVES ENDANGERED. 


Inmate of Insane Asylum Attempted to Destroy 


the Building. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N.Y., Jan. 25.—C. S. Mit- 


chell, a patient at Matteawan hospital for 
the state insane, set fire te that institution 
in five different places at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, and for a few hours the 


buildings were threatened with destruc- 


tion. Fire was at first discovered in the 
cellar under the kitchen, which is some 


distance from where the patients are con- 
fined. 

No sooner were the efforts made to ex- 
tinguish the flames than it was discovered 
that the north wing was also ablaze, 
directly under where over 100 patients 
were located. Smoke was fast filling the 
buildings, and the patients were terror- 
stricken, especially the women. 

The pyromaniac had made the most 
sareful preparations for the destruction of 
the buildings, as small piles of shavings 
were found so systematically distributed 
as to have enveloped the whole north 
wing in flames, had a half-hour’s time 
been lost after the first discovery of the 
blaze. 

Meanwhile several scattering blazes 
were discovered in various sections of the 
asylum, and soon the fires were beyond 
the hospital attendants, even with their 
excellent facilities in an emergency of 
that kind, and help was summoned from 
Fishkill Landing, about two miles dis- 
tant. The Beacon and Tompkins hose 
eompantes arrived in a short time, and it 
took the combined forces of the hospital 
attaches and the others until 7 o'clock 
last evening to get the fire past the danger 
point. 

DON'T WANT SIBLEY.

Harrity’s Call. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25. — National 
Chairman Harrity yesterday afternoon 
issued the official call for the Democratic 
national convention on Tuesday, July, 7, 
at 12 o'clock, at Chigago. Each state is 
entitled to arepresentative equal to double 
the number of its senators and representa- 
tives in the congress of the United States, 
and each territory and the District of 
Columbia shall have two delegates. The 
call says: ‘‘All democratic, conservative 
citizens of the United States, irrespective 
of past political associations and differ- 
ences, who can unite with us in the effort 
for pure, economical and constitutional 
government, are cordially invited to join 
us in sending delegates to the conven- 
tion.” 


A Matter of Speculation. 

Lonpon, Jan. 25.—In spite of the de- 
nials, official and semi-official, that have 
been made from many quarters, the re- 
port of the offensive and defensive alliance 
between Russia and Turkey, which was 
printed by The Pall Mall Gazette on 
Thursday, is not viewed with entire in- 
credulity. Special dispatches, published 
by the London newspapers from the 
European capitols, notably from Berlin, 
Paris and Vienna, show a tendency to ad- 
mit the possibility that a Russo-Turkish 
treaty has been concluded. 


Latest From the Transvaal. 


PRETORIA, Jan. 25.—All the prisoners 
held here on a charge of complicity in the 
recent uprising, except Messrs. Phillips, 
Rhodes, Farrar, Hammond and Fitz- 
patrick, were released on bail yesterday, 
and their preliminary examination will 
probably be held on Wednesday, after 
which it is believed the bulk of the pris- 
oners will be discharged. The police at 
Cape Town have received s warrant for 
the arrest and extradition of Charles 
Leonard. It is reported that he has al- 
ready sailed for England. 


Tammany’s New Leader. 

New YorE, Jan. 23.—John C. Sheehan 
was last night elected chairman of the 
finance committee of Tammany Hall for 
1806. This position naturally carries with 
it the leadership of Tammany. County 
Clerk Purroy, at a meeting of the com- 
mittee on organization, intimated in a 
guarded way that Richard Croker might 
ultimately be invited to again lead the 
forces of Tammany Hall. No statements 
have been given out as to just how this is 
to be brought about. 


Delay Costs $16,000. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Secretary Her- 
bert has decided to accept the torpedo 
boat Ericsson from the builders, the Iowa 
Iron works, subject to a dock trial at New 
London, Conn., todemonstrate that her en- 
gines are in order and have been repaired 
properly since her last mishap, The only 
deductions made from the contract price 
of $120,000 will be $16,000 on acvount of de- 
lay in the completion of the craft.

HALIFAX, Jan. 25.— The Nova Sco- 
tia schooner Millie L. E. left Halifax 
for St. Pierre, Miq., Dec. 10, with a gen- 
eral cargo.

THE WEEK PAST. 


The surprise of the week was the col- 
lapse of the Metropolitan county scheme 
Few expected that it would be successful, 
yet they expected it would required a de- 
termined resistance and perhaps a long 
fight. The fact that the Metropolitan 
county would be known as ‘‘greater Bos- 
ton ’’ was enough to salisfy the people that 
it was a greater Boston idea. Quincy had no 
idea of giving up the distinction of being 
the only city in Norfolk county that Bos- 
ton might say it was acity of a million of 
inhabitant. It was matter of sentiment 
quite as much with Quincy as with Boston, 
and our people saw disadvantages rather 
than benefits in the change. 


But we have a Metropolitan park district 
to which the good old Commonwealth has 
lent its credit. It promises to make the 
park system in and about its metropolis 
among the finest in the country, To con- 
nect Boston and the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion by a seashore drive seems very 
desirable, and as this roadway will be 
through our city, our people should be 
ready topresent a strong case before the 
Legislative committee next week. 

Our new City Council held a very short 
session Monday evening but did it not 
rush one mattertoo hastily? Our citizens 
have responded generously in the past in 
aid of the Quincy City Hospital, and it is 
well that the city as a city should help the 
institution, but we are debarred from ex- 
tending aid to the Adams Academy, Wood- 
ward Institute and others, and it may 
be questionable how far a city should ap- 
propriate money for this corporation over 
which it exercises very little control. But 
the point raised is, that as the resolution 
involved an appropriation of money it 
should have been referred to the Finance 
Committee before passage.

of City Treasurer, from which he ie about 
to retire, but it surprised many that the 
Council quietly dropped Mr. C. A. Spear 
this year for Mr. Burgin, It has been 
rumored that Mr. Spear may be appointed 
City Treasurer, in which case he would 
continue on the board and it would be 
merely a presto change. Perhaps the 
Council knew what it was about, 


But when are those appointments com- 
ing ? No one seems to know. But the 
general impression now is that they will 
not be made public until the next meeting 
of the City Council, which is Monday even- 
ing, Feb. 3. However, as it is but a mat- 
ter of courtesy that the Mayor sends his 
appointments to the City Council, and as 
the new officers are supposed to assume 
their several offices on the first Monday in 
February, it would not be at all surprising 
if they were made public through the local 
press sometime next week. Watch the 
Dairy LEDGER for them.

SUPPORT OF CONGRESS 


Pledged_to the President In Any 
Action Taken Against Turkey. 


Bayard to Be Censured For 
Indiscreet Speeches. 


Certain Circumstances Induced Committee to 
Be Easy With Him. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — After a brief 
but stirring debate, the senate yesterday 
agreed to the concurrent resolution urg- 
ing decisive action by the European pow- 
ers against Turkey, and pledging to the 
president the support of congress in the 
most vigorous action he may take for the 
protection of Americans in Turkey and 
the redress for injuries to American per- 
sons or property. 

Mr. Cullom, (Ills.), who reported the 
resolution, urged its adoption in a speech 
which set forth the startling extent of the 
massacres, the greatest in the history of 
the world. Mr. Blanchard (Ia.) spoke in 
the same line. 

The climax of the debate was reached 
when Mr. Frye (Me.) supported the reso- 
lution in a speech which aroused great 
enthusiasm from the galleries for its ex- 
pressions of sympathy with the Arme- 
nians and for its bitter arraignment of 
Great Britain’s course toward America. 
The following is the essential feature of 
the resolution: 

That itisan imperative duty in the interest 
of humanity toexpress the earnest hope that 
the European concert brought about by the 
treaty referred to (the Berlin treaty) may 
speedily be given its just effect in such deci- 
sive measures as shall stay the hand of fanati- 
cism and lawless violence, and as shall secure

cited. 

Resolved, That the president be required to 
communicate these resolutions to the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, Germany, Austria, 
France, Italy and Russia. 

Resolved, further, That the senate of the 
United States, the house of representatives 
concurring, will support the president in the 
most vigorous action he may take for the pro- 
tection and security of American citizens in 
Turkey, and to obtain redress for injuries 
committed upon the persons of such citizens. 

Bayard’s Case, 


Little doubt is felt by the action by a 
special committee of foreign affairs, which 
met yesterday, that a resolution will be 
brought before the house next week ex- 
pressing disapproval of Ambassador Bay- 
ard’s two speeches which were called to 
the attention of the house by Messrs. Mc- 
Call and Barrett (Mass.). 

The members of the sub-committee— 
Messrs. Draper (Mass.), Pearson (N. C.) 
and Dinsmore -(Ark.)—discussed the mat- 
ter for two hours, and decided to recom- 
mend to the full committee, at their meet- 
ing next Thursday, that they report to 
the house, in the form of a resolution, an 
expression of disapproval of the ambassa- 
dor’s remarks at Edinburgh upon the 
effect of the protective system on political 
morality in the United States, and his as- 
sertion at Boston, Eng., that the Ameri- 
cans were often a violent people, who 
needed a strong man to govern them. 

These three gentlemen were unable to 
agree upon the wording of the resolution, 
and the task of framing it in appropriate 
language will be left for the committee 
next Thursday. The purport of the reso- 
lution will be a mild censure of Ambassa- 
dor Bayard for the two utterances men- 
tioned, and an expression of the opinion 
of the house that representatives of the 
United States abroad should be very dis- 
creet in their public reference to home 

olitics, 

It is understood that the sub-committee 
feel that the present tension between the 
British and American governments over 
Venezuela constrains them to recommend 
a milder form of censure than they think 
the ambassador’s remarks would call for 
under ordinary circumstances. One of 
them said that while they did not wish to 
take any action that would detract from 
Mr. Bayard’s standing with the power to 
which he is accredited, they did not feel 
justified in ignoring his speeches. 

In the discussion of the question already 
had by the whole committee, it was agreed 
that Ambassador Bayard’s remarks were 
indiscreet, and an attempt will be made to 
agree upon a form of resolution which will 
be a compromise of the extreme views, and 
which both Democrats and Republicans 
can approve, so as to divest the proceedings 
of any partisan character.

Parker of Athol, Mass., in their store, on 
North Charles street, on Jan. 11. The 
presentment was made after an investiga- 
tion extending over three days. The jury 
had the power to present for manslaughter 
or to dismiss the case, but it was decided 
to report the charge of willful murder, 
The Angeliers will remain in jail until 
their trial is begun. 


Needless Worry. 

Lennon, Jan. 25.—The Chronicle this 
morning has a mysterious editorial as- 
suming that the Venezuela difficulty will 
be surmounted, but it expresses the belief 
that grave dangers still surround the 
future relations of England and the 
United States. The Chronicle is appar- 
ently influenced by a fear that the settle- 
ment of the dispute will nullify the effect 
ofits special agitation in favor of a per- 
manent court of arbitration.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Has Nothing to Report of a Highly Encoureg- 


ing Nature. 

New York, Jan. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
ee review of trade says: The week 
has been marked by improvement, appa- 
rent rather than real. Prices of some 
products have risen, but only because sup- 
plies are believed to be smaller than were 
expected. Prices of pig iron and billets 
have risen, but because coke and ore have 
been made dearer and not because of any 
better demand for finished products. 

Textile industries do not gain. With 
materials practically unchanged, they halt 
because the demand for future Celivery is 
so narrow. Cotton manufacturers have 
for months been storing up staple goods, 
but prices have gradually declined ever 
since Oct. 17, and now average 6.4 per cent 
lower than at that point, when the rise 
from the lowest average of quotations in 
March, 1895, had been 22.9 per cent. In 
Europe, as here, mills are running largely 
against expectations. 

Woolen goods also tend lower, with 
small demand, and are practically at the 
prices of a year ago, though wool is higher. 

Noris there anything new in the boot 
and shoe industry, for though hides are 
about 3!¢ per cent lower than a fortnight 
ago, leather does not change, and boots 
and shoes are but slightly lower. 

The failures for the week have heen 373 
in the United States, against 363 last year, 
and 61 in Canada, against 69 last year.

A Source of Much 


' Source of Much Worriment to 
Spanish Authorities In Cuba, | 
Mounted Insurgents Harass- | 


ing the Troops. 


General Maximo Gomez Has but Very Few | 


Weeks More to Live. 


HABANA, Jan. 25.—The Spanish author- | 
ties now have to face a very difficult prob- | 
jem here. The prices of all kinds of pro- 
visions, especially groceries, flour and salt, 
to say nothing of the luxuries of life and 
farm produce, are going up rapidly every 
day, and there is a scarcity of almost 
everything. 

In spite of this, people are flocking into 
Habana from the country districts and 
other provinces, and in many cases the 
refugees are people who have lost almost 
tverything they possessed, and a very 
zreat number of them here and elsewhere 
are depending upon charity. The cost of 
the war has been enormous, and the drain 
upon provisions for the army has been 
very great. 

Gomez's Fate Sealed. 

For some time past alarming reports 
have been in circulation concerning the 
health of General Maximo Gomez, com- 
mander-in-chief of the insurgent forces. 
On one hand it has been asserted that he 
was suffering from wounds. Another 
version had it that he was seriously sick 
with fever. 

It appears, from information derived in 
trustworthy circles, that neither of these 
asserted that the insurgent chief is a very | 
sick man. 

It is stated upon the authority referred 
to, that the doctors in attendance upon 
General Gomez recently held a consulta- 
tion and diagnosed his case as being an 
advanced state of consumption, compli- 
cated with fever.

Gomez on Thursday for a time ap- 
peared half inclined to risk a decisive en- 
gagement with the Spanish troops. He | 
was bivouacked at the village of Placoo, | 
not far from Quivican, south of this city. 
Colonel Galvis, in command of the Span- 
ish troops at Quivican, heard of his pres- 
ence and immediately summoned all the 
government troops available and advanced 
upon him. 

Guerilla Warfare. 

The rebels, contrary to custom, awaited 
the approach of the Spaniards, and when 
the latter were within range opened fire 
upon them from various sheltered posi- 
tions. Colonel Galvif waited until the 
full strength of the column was available, 
and then moved upon the enemy in a} 
semi-circular formation. But after half 
an hour's firing upon both sides, during} 
which a number were killed and wounded, 
Gomez suddenly divided his forces into} 
two columns, and began to retreat. One 
of the insurgent columns retreated south- 
ward to a plantation in the Lagia district, 
and the the other towards Batabano. 

News received from the front yesterday 
showed that Gomez apparently reunited 
his forees and camped at Florde Maya for 
a short time. But he broke camp at4 
o'clock yesterday morning when informed | 
of the approach of fhe Spanish troops, 
who had pressed onward, with but little 
rest, throughout the night. 

The forced march, however, had told 
terribly on the Spanish infantry, and the} 
mounted insurgents of Gomez had no dif- | 
ficulty in getting away. The Spaniards 
had also effected a junction, Colonels | 
Linares and Aldecoa having united their 
forces as soon as the scouts brought word 
that the two insurgent columns had 
wheeled in toward each other. Later, the 
third Spanish column, under Colonel Gal- 
vis, re-enforced the columns under} 
Colonels Linares and Aldecoa, and this | 
strong force started in pursuit of the in-| 
surgents, moving in a southerly direction. 

The trail of broken-down horses left by | 
the insurgents is becoming more marked, 
and they have also dropped behind them | 
some of their heavy baggage. <A prisoner, | 
severely wounded, who was captured by | 
the troops, reported that the horses of the | 
insurgents are becoming exhausted from | 
long marching and that great numbers of 
them are suffering from sore backs and 
sore feet. The insurgents are also said to 
be short of ammunition and provisions 
and to be living almost entirely upon 
sugarcane. 

Loss of Men on Both Sides. 

A dispatch from Cienfuegos says that 
Major Alonzo, with 300 men of the Alava 
battalion, has been engaged for three 
hours at La Pas,in the Cienfuegos dis- 
trict, with a strong force of insurgents, 
who were moving in a westerly direction, 
and who are believed to have formed part 
of the second insurgent army. The insur- 
gents left 12 killed and 15 wounded on the 
field and retired taking with them many 
other wounded men. On the side of the 
troops only a few soldiers were wounded. 

Reports continue to be received of small 
engagements with the insurgents in all 
directions, indicating that they are no 
longer united.in a main body, but are 
broken up into small parties, confident of 
their ability to evade any Spanish force 
that they are not strong enough to oppose. 

The important town of Sabanilla, on 
the railroad south of the city of Matan- 
zas, has been attacked by insurgents. No 
details are given of the damage done to 
property, nor are claims stated as to the 
success of the resistance, but it is said 
that three of the volunteer soldiers were 
killed and 10 of the civil guard were 
wounded.

THE WESTLAND CASE. 


Another Legal Point Raised and 


An Adjournment for Two Weeks. 


Another hearing in the celebrated case 
of Clan McGregor against William West- 
land was held Saturday, as noted in the 
LEDGER of that date, and at 1 o’clock all 
the government witnesses had been ex- 
amined. 

The defence did not put on any witness- 
es, as at the completion of the govern- 
ment’s side Mr. McAnarney, counsel for 
Mr. Westland, raised a legal point which 
the court desired to consider, and con- 
tinued the case two weeks. 

The point raised by Mr. McAnarney was 
this: 

At the first hearing that was held 
witnesses produced the treasurer’s books, 
and the testimony offered by expert ac- 
countant Paul, was based on items taken 
from these books, Upon cross-examination 
it was brought ou! that the books pro- 
duced in court were not the original books 
as it was the custom of the treasurer’s to 
make a note of cash received at the lodge 
meetings and at recess upon a small memo- 
randum book, while the regular books 
were kept at the home of the treasurer, 
and whenever time offered it was the 
custom of the treasurer to copy the items 
on the memorandum book into the regular 
books of the order. It was also shown 
that these memorandum books were still 
in existence, and when Mr. McAnarney 
ascertained this he objected to allowing 
the treasurer’s book admitted as evi- 
dence as they were but copies and the 
originals were in existence. The court 
sustained the objections and ordered the 
originals produced at the next heuring, 
but in order to allow the case to go on it 
was agreed for the time being to permit 
the witnesses to testify from the books 
then in court. In Saturday’s hearing Mr. 
Paul the expert was again placed upon the 
stand and testified to what he had found 
upon a reexamination of the treasurer’s 
book, which asin the first instance were 
compiled not from the original memoran- 
dum book but from the copies. When Mr. 
McAnarney again raised his objection 
Saturday he read a stenographic report of 
the court’s ruling on his first objection 
and of the testimony taken at that time 
and continuiog said the government had 
failed to comply with the order of the 
court as it had not produced the original 
books as it was ordered to. 

Then it was that the court took the 
matter under advisement and continued 
the case for two week, and in the mean 


RUNYON IS DEAD. 


United States Ambassador to Germany Was a 
Prime Favorite. 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Hon. Theodore Run- 
yon, United States ambassador to Ger- 
many, died at 1 o'clock this morning of 
heart failure. 

Theodore Runyon was born at Somer- 
ville, N. J., Oct. 25, 1823. He graduated 
from Yale college in 1842, and in 1836 was 
admitted to the bar, In 1853 he was made 
city attorney, and in 1856 city counselor 
of Newark, a position he retained until 
in 1864 he mMmcame mayor of the city. 
He was appointed in 1856 a commissioner 
to revise and codify the military laws of 
New Jersey, and in 1857 was made briga- 
dier general, and, subsequently, major 
general of the New Jersey National guard. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War he was 
placed in command of a New Jersey brig- 
ade of volunteers. In 1865 he was Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of his state, 
but was not elected. In 1873 to 1887 he 
was chancellor of New Jersey. 

In March, 1893, he was appointed by 
President Cleveland United States minis- 
ter to Germany, and shortly afterward 
was made ambassador in accordance with 
a law_of congress. A degree of LL.D. 
was conferred upon him by Yale, Rutgers 
and Wesleyan colleges. 


Viclory For Unionism. 

New York, Jan. 27.—The great lockout 
of the tailors by the Coat Contractors’ as- 
sociation has been brought to an end. 
All union conditions are granted, exist- 
ing agreements will be lived up to and the 
objectionable notices posted up in the 
shops will be taken down, and applica- 
tions have been made by the contractors 
for the reinstatement of all former em- 
ployes. Further, in view of the decision 
rendered by the court of special sessions, 
that manufacture of clothing, etc., is per- 
missable under the law in tenement 
houses, it agreed that members of the 
Garment Workers union shall only be 
employed to work in shops conducted 
separately from living apartments and 
which employ at least four machines, and 
where the factory and sanitary laws are 
observed.

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NOT AN EASY TASK 


Considerable Time Will Be Required | 
to Float the St. Paul, 


Passengers Were All Landed 
Without Mishap. 


Racing in a Fog Said to Have Been the 
Cause of the Acoldent 


Lona BRANCH, Jan. 27.—Racing in a 
fog explains the reason that the giant 
steamer of the American line, the St. 
Paul, went ashore on Saturday morning 
off Long Branch. 

Captain Jamieson of the St. Paul says 
he was not racing, but his officers and 
many of the passengers say he was, and 
the captain of the Campania admits the 
fact that within a few miles at least of the 
treacherous Jersey shore, in a dense fog, 
two big steamships, filled with human be- 
ings and valuable freight, were steaming 
ahead at a frightful pace, the big engines 
running like mad and the officers of both 
vessels calmly walking the deck and guid- 
ing the ships only by dead reckoning, and 
all for the honor of reaching port first, 
and thereby adding laurels to the reputa- | 
tion of their tespective companies, 


CAPTAIN JAMIESON. 


The St. Paul is still lying stranded in|} 
the surf a short distance out from the 
beach, just opposite Hotel Brighton. 

Lifeboats went out early in the fore- 
noon, but no person was allowed to go 
aboard any of them except the crews. The | 
breakers lashed themselves into furious | 
spray against the sides of the big ship and 
then dashed madly on, drenching the gal- 
lant lifeboat crews, who vainly attempted | 
to launch their crafts. 

Shortly before noon a number of tugs | 
hove in sight, and by lo’cloek the St. | 
Paul was surrounded by more than a 
dozen small steam crafts, including a 
revenue cutter and the Chapman and Mer- 
ritt wrecking boats. The lifeboats, after 
a few trial trips from the shore to the | 
St. Paul, made arrangements to transfer | 
the mails and passengers to some of the 
steam tugs which lay around, and the | 
mails were the first to be tackled. 

Landing of the Passengers, 

After Uncle Sam’s correspondence had 
been safely stowed away and headed for | 
New York, the life-saving crews in com- 
mand of Captains Mulligan, West and 
Wardwell turned their attention to the 
first and second cabin passengers. Cap- | 
tain Jamieson had the big gangway 
lowered and stationed the purser on the 
landing at the bottom. It just took 12 
boat loads to exhaust the supply of first 
and seconds. They were all transferred to 
the side-wheeler George Starr, which left | 
at 3:45 o’clock for New York. 

It was the general impression that the 
steerage passengers would not be taken 
off, as the wrecking companies intended | 
to pull the St. Paul aff at once. This was 
found to be impracticable, and the boats | 
hastened to take off the steerage people. 
To their oredit be it said that they offered 
less resistance to their deliverers than did 
those who had proceeded them. The 
poorer passengers were by far the pluck- 
fest, as they all came down the gangway 
and jumped into the boats with astonish- 
ing bravery. All the passengers were 
taken off the steamer before 4:30. 

Captain Wardell of the West End Life- 
saving station said that he was pretty | 


sure that the steamer would remain | 
in her present position for many 
days to come. “As long as the wind | 
is off shore,” said he, “she is al! right, | 
but if a gale strikes her in the op- 
posite direction I have grave fears that | 
she will succumb to its influence, like | 
other iron ships.” | 

All the leading representatives of the In- | 
ternational Navigation company, popu: | 
larly known as the American line, who} 
are here, owing to the stranding of the St. 
Paul, place great reliance on the Merritt | 
and Chapman Wrecking companies, who | 
have charge of the pulling off of the big | 
steamer, and they hope to have the St. | 
Paul at her berth by the end of this week. | 
The vessel is now about 150 feet further 
toward the northeast than where she lay 
Saturday night, owing to the efforts of 
the wrecking tugs. 

Boatmen had a busy and profitsble day 
of it yesterday, and the side plates of the 
steamer were touched and scrutinized by 
hundreds of people who probably would 
not know whether a plate was sprung or 
not. They examined every foot of her 
sides, however, and after gazing at the 
powerful hawsers which were stretched 
from her bow to the working tugs, they 
came back to the shore self-satisfled that 
they had seen something which they 
might never have a chance of witnessing 
again in a lifetime. 

The fact that the ship Fola of London, 
bound from New York to Calcutta, had 
sunk late Saturday night, and one of her 
lifeboats coming ashore off West End 
yesterday morning, added considerably to 
the interest manifested by the visitors as 
to the safety of the St. Paul. 

The press representatives were not al- 
lowed on board the St. Paul, but one of 
their number managed to elude the 
watchful officers at the gangway, and suc- 
ceeded in making his way to the captain’s 
cabintyesterday afternoon. Captain Jamie- 
son, he said, looked rather blue when he 
spoke to him. In response to the repre- 
sentative’s inquiries, he said: 

“Ts is not the truth that any of the 
plates are sprung, and the vessel is ail 
right. There is no sign of“leaking. The 
Chapman and Merritt people who are in 
charge of the bringing off of the ship are 
sanguine of success, and I feel confident 
she will move off very soon, perhaps after 
a couple of tides.”’

Take Them tothe Supreme Court 
for interpretation. After examination a 
full report will be made to the governor 
by the bank commissioners. 

The report will contain the findings of 
the condition of the association, and the 
names of the agency company who guar- 
ranteed for a fixed sum, set aside from the 
money paid shareholders, or the names of 
persons who hold the stock representing 
the agency company in the Granite State 
association at the present time, 

It is believed that the agency company 
does not exist, but has sold its interest to 
the Granite association for $100,000, for 
which special stock has been issued and 
received by members of the agency com- 
pany, the income being set aside from 
shareholders that the agency company re- 
ceived before the sale to the Granite asso- 
ciation. 

Whatever profits were made by the 
agency company while it existed are now 
being drawn as dividends on the special 
stock, which is practically the same thing 
in another form. After the report of the 
bank commissioners is received and ex- 
amined by the governor, if any action is 
necessary, its course will be determined 
upon. Colonel S. 8. Jewett of Laconia 
has been employed by the Granite State 
association.

HALF A HUNDRED KILLED. 


Miners Meet a Horrible Fate by an Explosion 
In a Colliery. 

CARDIFF, Wales, Jan 
of the town and vicinity of Tylorstown, 
which is situated near here, were terrified 
by a terrific yn yesterday, which 
shook the whole town and caused people 
torush out of doors, wondering whether 
they were being overwhelmned by an earth- 
quake. 

It was ascertained ina short time that 
the concussion was caused by an explo- 
sion in a neighboring colliery, with dis- 
astrous consequence to life and property 
The latest report plac 
dead at 54, though it is feared that fur- 
ther exploration of the mine will develop 
the bodies of more.

Which Would Result. 


| Editors of Daily Ledger: 
In view of the fact thata large sum of 


| pended on Hancock street, it is of the ut- 
| most importance that it be done in such 
|@ way as shall not only make the street 
| comfortably passable, but that it shall also 
give some evidence of the growth, advance- 
ment and prosperity of the city. 

From City Hall to Neponset bridge this 
| street must be entirely rebuilt. Shall it 


be done under the old country road sys-| 


tem or shall it have the benefits of modern 
methods and be adapted to modern uses? 


It must accommodate an enormous traffic, 
some of which is extremely wearing and | 


requires the most indestructable surfaces, 
while it would be a great error not to make 
provision for the comfortable passage of 
light vebicles and the thousands of bicycle 
travelers. More space must also be provided 
for the street rai!way, in order that it may 
properly serve those citizens who find that 
the most convenient method of travel. 
Therefore, provision should be made for 
traffic, one for 
pleasure travelers, space for double tracks 
for street railway and sidewalks of liberal 
width. This would require not less than 
18 feet in centre for street railway, 22 feet 
each for two roadways, and 9 feet each for 
sidewalks, making a total of 80 feet in 
width, The present width is four rods or 
66 feet. The street would therefore need 
to be widened not less than 14 feet. It 
would be stil! better to put 10 feet more in 
each roadway and make the whole width 
100 feet, but it is probable that this would 
carry the expense to a prohibitory point.

| the Cuban Revolution. 
|Pinar Del Rio Completely 


| Covered by Insurgents. 


Different Bands Form a Junction Without Inter- 
ference by Troops. 


HABANA, Jan. 28.—General Canella has 
arrived here for aconference, and Generals 
Marin and Canella will shortly begin op- 
erations against the insurgents. 

The Spaniards are about to inaugurate 
guerilla warfare against the patriots, and 
officers are now said to be in San Do- 
mingo forminga band of bandits and mur- 
derers. The bandits are offiered $1 a day 
and what they can obtain by theft and 
murder. 

The general impression here is that Gen- 
eral Weyler will be the last Spanish gov- 
ernor of Cuba. A revolution is looked for 
here daily. 

Communication with Pinar del Rio is 
still very much interrupted, but reports 
received by courier show that the insur- 
gents there, under Antonio Maceo, are 
displaying great activity, and are doing 
much damage, despite the reports dissem- 
inated here that he was being closely 
pressed by the Spanish troops, and was 
anxious to escape into Habana as best he 
could. 

Itisadmitted that some 2000 residents 
of Pinar del Rio province have joined the 
forces of the insurgents. 

Pablo Oliva effected a innction at Punta 
de La Sierra, Pinar del Rio, with about 
300 other insurgents, and afterward suc- 
ceeded in capturing the private guards on 
the plantation of Murias. 

Maceo and his men e in the extreme 
western portion of Pin del Rio, accord- 
ing to the latest accounts. The volunteer 
troops at Paso Real and Guanes report 
that large numbers of insurgents have 
been passing those points in the direction 
of the city of Pinar del Rio, and that they 
have formed a junction with Maceo, 
whose following was about 4000. 

Ammunition Seized. 

At Mantua the insurgents learned from 
confidential sources of the whereabouts 
of large stores of ammunition, which 
were all captured. 

At Santa Isabel, on the western coast of 
Cuba, the stores were plundered, and at 
Santa Marta the same was done. 

Those who are fleeing before the advance 
of the insurgents can go no further west 
on land, and at Arroyos de Mantua they 


have boarded the pilot boats Guanera, 
Lince, Nueva Holanda and Khivas for 
refuge. 


Maceo has now scoured the province of 
Pinar del Rio as far west as the seacoast, 
and it remains to be seen whether the 
claim of the authorities can be made good— 
that he will not be allowed to return to 
the eastward or to rejoin his forces with 
those of Gomez. 

General Canella has arrived here fora 
conference, and Generals Marin and Can- 
ella will shortly begin operations against 
the insurgents. 

The insurgents have made an attack on 
the station at Guira Macurijes, in Matan- 
zas province, butitis reported that they 
were repulsed. 

It is learded that the coffee crop is being 
gathered in the province of Santiago de 
Cuba. The sugar crop up to this time at 
Guantanamo, in the province of Santiago 
de Cuba, is stated to be 3700 tons. 

The French government has made a 
claim upon the Cuban authorities that 
the insurgent leader Laine, who is now 
being tried by a military court, is entitled 
to a trial in a civil court, and France cites 
the treaty in support of this representa- 
tion. 


Caine’s Serious View. 

LONDON, Jan. 28.—H. Rider Haggard 
presided last evening at the meeting of the 
Society of Authors, to which Hall Caine 
read his report upon his mission to Can- 
ada. Mr. Caine took the ground that the 
Canadian copyright question was more 
liable to breed a serious international and 
colonial dispute than anything in the 
Venezuelan or Transvaal question. Mr. 
Haggard, speaking on the report, said 
that it was ridiculous to suppose that any 
government would put pressure upon 
Canada with regard to a copyright law. 
Most of them, he said, would rather see 
the question dropped than to quarrel with 
Canada over copyright. 


Destination Kept Secret. 
NORFOLK, Jan. 28.—The cruiser Mont- 
gomery, of Admiral Bunce’s fleet, lying 
in Hampton roads, passed out of the capes, 
closely followed by the Raleigh. ‘The des- 
tination of the warships is unknown, but 
it is surmised that the purpose of the 
navy department is to use the Mont- 
gomery and the Raleigh to liein waiting 
off the Virginia capes to pick up the Haw- 
kins, with the party of alleged filibusters 
under Garcia, and place the ship under 
detention and the party under arrest for 

violation of the neutrality laws. 


Bella's Accuser Weakens, 

BROOKLYN, Jan. 28.—The case of Bella 
Clinton of Athol, Mass., charged by Pro- 
fessor Durege, the music teacher, with 
forgery, was called for final disposition 
yesterday before Justice Walsh. Durege 
begged District Attorney Backus to allow 
him to withdraw the charge, but the dis- 
trict attorney refused to do so. Laterin 
the day Durege was arrested and held for 
trial, charged with aiding, advising and 
abetting a criminal surgical operation. 


Five Days For Throwing Egas. 

NEw York, Jan. 28.—Louis Silverman, 
who threw rotten eggs at Herr Ahlwardt 
on the occasion of the latter’s reception in 
Cooper Union on Dec. 12 last, was yester- 
day fined $25 or five days in the city pri- 
son. Justice Jerome, in imposing sen- 
tence, said that the court was not in sym 
pathy with Ahlwardt’s views, and only 
for the character of the complainant he 
would have sent Silverman to prison.

POWER OF POPULISTS. | 


Balance on Their Side In the Senate 
Until March 3, 1897, 


Coast Defense Bond Bill Pre- 
sented by Lodge. 


Armenian Resolution Adopted by the House 
Without Amendment. 


WA:HINGTON, Jan. 28.—Senators Frank 


J. Cannon 
took the oath of office in the senate yester- 
day, the former drawing the term ending 
March 3, 1899, and the latter the term end- 
ing March 3, 1897. 

With the exception of the contested 
Delaware case, this establishes the politi- 
cal division of the upper branch of con- 
gress until March 4, 1597, as follows: Re- 
publicans, 44; Democrats, 39; Populists, 6. 
Total, 89. Necessary for majority, 45. 

Should Mr. Dupont be seated from Del- 
aware, the Republican vote would be in- 
creased to 45, but at the same time the 
number necessary for a majority would 
be increased to 46. 

Aside from this event, the session was 
given to further speeches on the silver 
bond bill. Mr. Lodge offered an amend- 
ment to the silver bond bill providing for | 
a bond issue of $100,000,000, the proceeds 
to be used for coast defenses. It reads as 
follows: 

The secretary of the treasury is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to issue bonds to a total 
amount $100,000,000 at such times and in such 
amounts as may be required to carry out the 
purpose of this section hereinafter de- 
scribed. Said bonds shall be payable in coin 
20 years from the date of their issue. They 
shal! be offered at par tothe people of the 
United States in denominations ranging from 
$5u to $1000, and shall bear interest at the rate 
of 3 per cent per annum. 

The subscriptions to the loan, or such por- 
tion of it as may then be required, shall be 
opened July 1, ls, and at such subsequen 
dates as the secretary of the treasury may de- 
termine, at all sub-treasuries of the United 
States and all national banks, and the sub 
scribers shall have the right to pay for the 
bonds in lawful money of the United States. 

The sum of $3,000,000 shall be annually set 
aside from the revenue of the government as @ 
sinking fund to pay the bonds under this act 
at maturity, and the $5,000,000 thus annually 
appropriated shall take precedence of all other 
appropriations, except those for the sinking 
fund, now estublished by law, and for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the pub- 
lic debt. 

The bonds authorized by this act shall con- 
stitute a loan to be known as the “coast de- 
fense loan,’ and the proceeds of said bonds 
shall be kept in the treasury as a fund apart, 
and shall be used only for providing for the

defence of the seacoasts and lakes of the 
United States and for the manufacture of 
guns, the purchase of sites and the erection of 


forts and batteries for that purpose in accord 
ance with plans prepared by the war depart 
mentas authorized by law now or hereafter 
passed by congress to provide for coast de- 
feunses. 

feform Demanded. 

The house, after an interesting four- 
hour debate, adopted the resolutions 
passed by the senate last week, calling on 
the powers, signatory to the treaty of Ber- 
lin, to enforce the reforms in Turkey 
guaranteed tothe Christian Armenians, 
and pledging the support of congress to 
the president in the most vigorous action 
he might take for the protection and se- 
curity of American citizens in Turkey. 

The house committee had prepared 
some resolutions on the same subject, but 
it was deemed advisable, after the senate 
resolutions reached the house, to substi- 
tute them for those prepared by the com- 
mittee. Mr. Quigg (N. Y.), who had 
charge of the bill, made an able presenta- 
tion of the case, bnt there was a disposi- 
tion on the part of some members to go | 
farther than the resolutions did, and Mr. 
Hepburn (la.) proposed to give the Turk- 
ish minister his passports and sever all 
diplomatic relations with Turkey. 

His remarks denouncing the Turkish 
outrages, and charging that,the powers, 
signatory to the treaty of Berlin, were 
actuated from political and other con- 
siderations in maintaining the ‘balance 
of power’ in eastern Europe, were re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm, and at one 
time itlooked as if the bouse might be 
carried to his way of thinking. — | 

But the counsel of Mr. Hitt, not to take 
rash action, in the course of which he 
pointed out the dire consequences that 
might result from severance of diplomatic 
relations with a friendly power that had 
fulfilled her treaty obligations to us, pre- 
vailed, and the Hepburn proposition was 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

Mr. Bailey opposed the resolutions on 
the ground that it would be improper for 
us to ‘‘insult” the parties to the treaty of 
Berlin by intimating that they had nos 
carried out their obligations. Mr. Turner 
(Ga.) took a similar view, and Mr. Gros- 
venor (O.) characterized the resolutions as 
incomplete and unworthy, and requested 
the committee to withdraw them. They 
were finally passed by a vote of 143 to 26, 
after a motion of Mr. Bailey to send them 
to the committee had been defeated 55 to 
103.

NEw YORK, Jan. 28.—A long statement 
from Thomas C. Platt was made publio 
yesterday, in which he expressed his keen 
sorrow over the existence of the factional 
fight in the ranks of the Republicans of 
this city.

“This dispensation for working people 
extends also to days of fasting and absti- 
nence outside Lent, except Fridays and 
the vigil of Christmas,” 

Lent will begin Feb. 19.

Interviews With Several of Our 
Physicians, 


It Is Universally Recommended by 
Them---No Bad Results. 


Many Fatal Cases With the One Who 
Will Not Use It. 


In view of the prevalence of diphtheria 
in our city, the Board of Health are 
strongly recommending to our citizens the 
use of anti-toxine in treatment of the dis- 
ease, feeling sure that the best of results 
may be expected to follow, provided the 
remedy is used in the early stages of the 
disease. The opinions of the leading 
physicians of the country are universally in 
favor of the remedy, and to substantiate 
and show to our citizens the good results 
that may be expected to follow its use, we 
give below the opinions of the physicians of 
the city who have been consulted in regard 
to it. 

Dr. Gordon strongly urges its use and 
reports the best of results particularly 
when used before the 31 day, he regards it 
as a specific for diphtheria. Has applied it 
to some 16 cases and all have recovered. 
Has noticed no harmful results when used. 

Dr. Gilbert concurs in its use, and has 
applied it to 6 cases, and all have recovered 
except 1. Has noticed no harmful results 
in those to whom he has applied it. 

Dr. Hunting is strongly in favor of its 
use. Has applied it to all his cases with 
two or three exceptions, which were so 
light as to not need it, and all have re- 
covered; and has noticed no harmful 
results, 

Dr. Welch also is strongly in favor of its 
use. Has applied it in some 40 cases and 
all have recovered with one or two ex- 
ceptions. He has not noticed any ill 
results from its use, 

Dr. Sheahan is also very much in favor 
of using it, being perhaps the first phy- 
sician to use it in thecity. He is de- 
cidedly of the opinion that no ill results 
has followed its use. Has applied it to all 
of his cases, and regirds it as almost a 
specific in the early stage of tbe disease, 
even in worst cases, and reports no bharm- 
ful results. 

Dr. F. S. Davis does not recommend its 
use. As the results show, a terrible fa- 
tality has attended the cises to which he 
has been called. Since November 1895, he 
has reported to the Board of Health 
6 cases of children, and 5 cases of 
adults sick with diphtheria, of which the 6 
cases of children proved fatal, There have 
been no fatal results in the cases of adults 
for the last two years io the city. 

Dr. Padula is also in favor of its use and 
has used it in three cases, In the cases of 
two of his patients, in his opinion, he was 
called to late, and was unable to save their 
lives; the other case recovered, 

Dr. Hallowell also is very strongly in 
favor of its use. Has applied it in all the 
cases to which he has been called, and with 
very favorable results. Some 12 cases in 
all, and is positive that no harmful results 
follow. 

Dr. Ash, a member f the Board of 
Health, also fully concurs in its use, and is 
decidedly of the opinion that no barmful 
results follow, being in his mind a specific 
in early stages, its beneficial effect, soon 
evidencing itself and cutting the disease 
short. It frees the patient on whom it 
bas been used of the severe forms of 
anaemic paralysis and tendeucies to kidney 
complications which often after  con- 
valesence from diphtheria, in cases not 
treated by anti-toxine, result fatally. 


Lively Grass Fire. 


What might have proved a bad con- 
flagration was discovered Tuesday evening 
and extinguished by the efforts of Officer 
Carl Nicol, assisted by Thomas Doyle, Jobn 
Duffy, ex-Councilman Dixon and Henry 
Bowen. As the 8.15 Pp. M. train from 
Boston was passing by the Purity Dried 
Fruit Company’s factory, some of the 
sparks from the engine ignited the grass on 
the Adams estate, on the east side of the 
track, and was burning quite fiercely when 
discovered by Officer Nicol. All five 
worked heroically and succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the fire after quite a piece had 
been burned over. If left alone it would 
bave caused considerable damage, as it was 
headed directly fora group of houses on 
President’s avenue. Taken all together 
Officer Nicol is to be complimented on his 
good work without calling out the fire 
department, as some of the people around 
thought he should do,

John Poulin Fired Four Shots at His 
Wife, All Taking Effect. 


Their Two Little Children 
Witnessed the Deed. 


Husband Killed Himself, While the Woman's 
Life Hangs by a Thread. 


Boston, Jan. 29.—John Poulin, aged 42, 
attemptedto murder his wife last night 
at their home in Edgerly place, and then 
shot himself, dying almost instantly. 
Poulin was jealous of his wife He fired 
four shots at her, taking effect in the 
neck, the left arm andin each side, then 
turned and shot himself in the mouth. 
His wife was taken to the city hospital, 
and will probably live. 

Poulin left the house to get a can of 
beer, and after some time returned. The 
appearance of the bedroom made him sus- 
picious, and he at once accused his wife of 
being untrue. 

Then, without giving her time to reply, 
he drew his revolver and fired four shots 
at her, the whole four taking effect. The 
first shot entered her left side immedi- 
ately below the breast, another in her 
arin, another in her back and the last in 
the back of the head. 

As soon as he thought that he had 
killed her he placed the revolver in his 
mouth and fired, nearly blowing the top 
of his head off. 

The Poulins lived on the second floor of 
the tenement, and the shooting took place 
in the kitchen. Their little children, 
Pierre and Marie, were overwhelmed with 
sorrow and fear. Pierre is 11 and Marie 13. 

They say that their mother went tothe 
door to greet the husband and father, and 
he roughly brushed her aside. Almost 
immediately he flred the shots. 

Extremely Jealous, 

The other dwellers in the flat say that 
Poulin had probably been told some story 
by someone 9n the street, or else had been 
taunted with his wife’s unfaithfulness by 
someone whom he had met. One man 
said last night that Poulin often told him 
to watch his wife, and said that he had re- 
ceived an anonymous letter which told 
him some things that had made him sus- 
picious. 

The little children managed to tell last 
night that their father and mother only a 
few months ago came to this city from 
Montreal. He was employed as a janitor 
in some large building in the city. Both 
he and his wife were French Canadians, 

Dr. Williams, who was called in to at- 
tend the woman, said last night that there 
was no possibility of the woman's re- 
covery. She is now in the Boston city 
hospital, At 2 o’clock the physicians 
then reported her as being quiet and com- 
fortable, 

Poulin was 42 years of age, and his wife 
was one year older. The neigbors say that 
he was of a jealous, passionate nature, 
and the scenes between the two when he 
would be drinking, as was the case last 
night, would be terrible. He often was 
heard to threaten to take her life, and al- 
ways carried a revolver. 

He often told the other inmates of the 
house that sometime his wife would re- 
gret her unfaithfulness to him. He was 
suspicious of any attentions paid to his 
wife, and when Piene LeBlane called 
upon his wife he became almost insane. 
LeBlane was the man whom he suspected 
of being in the rooms during his absence 
last night. ae 

Must Pay the Penalty. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Jan. 29.—In the su- 
perior court yesterday F. A. Hobbs re- 
tracted his former plea of not guilty to the 
indictment for embezzlement from the 
Stockbridge Savings bunk, and entered a 
plea of “guilty.” Judge Fessenden sen- 
tenced him to serve a minimum sentence 
of six years or a maximum of 10 years.

The Hospital Appropriation. 


The petition of Hon. W. B. Rice and 
others presented to the Legislature last 
week by Representative Thompson of this 
city, was accompanied by the following 
bill:

These are fearful times in Turkey. ~ 
While the signatory powers are gazing on bye 


the scene, the Turks are destroying Cliris- 
tlans by the thousands. Such awful bar- 
barities are a disgrace to all the nations 
that permit them. ‘Truly we are keptina 
dreadful state of feeling. Then, too, itis 
evidently growing worse every day. 

While we are stirred to realize this be- 
fore our eyes, we are sure that God will 
still watch over us. After destroying all 
our outside work, the Turks attacked the 
work we carry on io our homes. This 
failing them, they attacked me personally, 
made all kinds of charges and insinuations 
against me, and denied me every right 
they possibly could. I appealed to our 
government in vain. 

Butas time went on, and our representa- 
tions became more and more urgent, 4b 
last the department of state ordered two 
crusiers to come to Mersine and examine 
our affairs and hear any complaints we 
wished to make. Admiral Kirkland, 4 
bitter enemy of missions and mission- 
aries, made a cruise, but did not call at 
Mersine. We protested against the dis- 
crimination in calling at ports where he 
was neither needed nor sent. 

Consul Gibson took up the matter with 
great vigor, and sent a protest to Wash- 
ington. ‘The uavy department ordered 
Kirkland to return from an Italian port 
to Mersine. He was, it is said, going to 
some European horse race.

Gomez's Death Rumored. 

HABANA, Jan. 30.—There is a rumor 
here that Maximo Gomez has died as 4 re- 
sult of his sickness. The friends of the in- 
surgents place no credence in the rumor, 
and there is no confirmation of the report 
It probably owes its origin to the fact that 
the insurgents tried to buy a coffin at San 
Antonio de !os Banos, and the conclusion 
that it was intended for. the burial of the 
leader of the Cuban insurgents was 
jumped at. Anengagement of some im- 
portance has undoubtedly taken place be- 
tween Gomez's forces and the pursuing 
columns of the Spaniards at the planta- 
tion of San Lucia. The official report 
makes no statement of the result of the 
fight beyond asserting that the insurgents 
lost 31 killed and 90 wounded. The Span- 
ish losses are not stated. 

We'll See About It 

Lonypon, Jan. 30.—Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Chamberlain have been considering 
the result of the inquiries into the records 
here, made on behalf of British Columbia, 
which shows that the United States has 
no right, under the Anglo-Russian treaty 
of 1825, to 8,000,000 acres of land opposite 
the Prince of Wales island, on the Pacific 
coast, which is of strategic commercial 
value, and which the United States has 
usurped since buying Alaska. The rec- 
ords show that the Clarence strait, and 
not Portland inlet, is the correct bound- 
ary. It is suggested that the Canadian 
members of the Alaska boundary have 
been led into assuming the correctness of 
the United States assumption. 


Nothing to Say. 

New Yoru, Jan. 80.—The Cubans in 
this city are very downcast over the fate 
which befell the members of the Hawkins 
expedition. At the headquarters of the 
junta and the press bureau, no “official” 
Statement was forthcoming. Minister 
Palma sent out word that he must decline 
to discuss the matter for “diplomatic rea- 
sons.” The matter was disoussed at the 
Spanish-Cuban press bureau, but ‘not for 
publication.” Senor Cuyas declined to be 
seen, and the other members of the bureau 
had nothing to say. 


Doesn't Speak Weil For Boers. 

CaPeE Tows, Jan. 30.—A correspondent 
at Pretoria writes that the Reform union 
prisoners were set upon in the streets of 
the Transvaal capital, while on their way 
to prison there. One of the American 
prisoners, apparently John H. Hammond, 
was flung down, trampled upon and 
bruised, amid the yells of the armed 
Boers. The aggressors were not arrested. 
The prisoners were allowed nothing more 
in jail than ordinary prisoners are. They 
had to eat their food off the ground at 
first. 


Becoming Obstreperous. 

BERLIN, Jan. 380.—A semi-official state- 
ment has been published warning Presi- 
dent Crespo of Venezuela that he cannot 
count upon the help of the United States 
to enable him to shirk his obligations, 
supposing Germany takes measures to en- 
force the payment of the railway claim. 
The Monroe doctrine may, perhaps, be ap- 
plied to territorial disputes, the statement 
says, butit cannot be invoked to protect 
defaulting debtors against the claims of 
the European states.

Cubans Should Be Recognized as Bel- 
ligerents, Says Cameron. 


Tillman Gives His First Show 
In the Senate. 


Abuses the Administration Generally, With an | 
Extra Dose For the President. | 
| 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 80.—Referring tothe 
insurrection in Cuba soon after the close 
of our civil war, Senator Cameron says: | 

“Tt is said that early in the year 1869 a | 
proclamation was actually signed by | 
President Grant, recognizing the ee 

| 
| 


as belligerents, although the fact was 
known to very few persons. This procia- 
mation was not promulgated, owing to the 
opposition of Secretary Fish.” 

The senator also quoted at some length 
from the message of President Grant in 
1869, in which the president predicted 
that in due time Spain must find it to her 
interest to establish the independence of 
her dependent. He referred to the diplo- 
matic efforts made at that time by this 
government to secure Cuban independ- 
ence, which was to be on the following 
basis: 

1—Independence of Cuba to be ac- 
knowledged by Spain. 

2—Cuha to pay Spain for the relinquish- | 
ment of her rights. 

8—The abolition of slavery. 

Our government was to guarantee the 
payment of the indemnity. Mr. Cameren 
attributes the fact that our government 
failed at that time to recognize the bel- 
ligerency of the Cubans to the promises 
of reform made in Spain and to the in- 
ternal strife in Spain, which rendered our 
government loath to press an outside 
complication. He says also that Mr. Fish 
was irritated by the operations of the 
Cuban junta in this country, which at 
times infringed out neutrality laws. 

We also at that time had troubles of our 
own inthe south. The action of our gov- 
ernment was, he says, in striking con- 
trast to that of Spain in recognizing the 
Confederates as belligerents. Mr. Cam- 
eron also refers to other revolutions dur- 
ing which our government was on the 
point of intervening. 

“The nicest sense of international re- 
quirements,’’ he says, “cannot fail to per- 
celve that provocation from Spain was 
overlooked by our government for a longer 
period and with greater patience than any 
other government of equal power would 
have tolerated.”’ 

After quoting at length the report made 
by General Campos in 1879, Mr. Cameron 
says: “The highest Spanish authorities 
have been obliged to confess that the 
grievances of the Cubans are just and 
their aspirations for liberty legitimate.” 
He says the Spanish government in Cuba 
isanarmed monarchy. “The danger and 
the scandal of the Cuban situation,” he 
says, “have been such ascan be compared 
with nothing but the condition of Ar- 
menia.” 

He asserts that a state of war exists, 
and that with that alone we have to deal. 
“The precedents for recognition are,” he 
says, ‘clear, and if our action were to be 
decided by precedent alone we should not 
be able to hesitate.” He asserts that the 
{nsurgents have made a record which en- 
titles them to recognition, and adds: 

“If the government of the United 
States still refrains from recognizing the 
belligerency of the insurgents after this 
conclusive proof of the fact, the reason, 
doubtless, was that, in theabsence of legal 
complications, the question becomes 
wholly political, and that its true solu- 
tion must lie not in recognition of bellig- 
erency, butin a recognition of independ- 
ence.” 

He says, in conclusion, that he fs confl- 
dent that no other action accords with 
our friendly relations with Spain, our 
just sympafhy with Cuba and with our 
dignity and consistency. 

Tillman's Bluster, 

The presentation of committee reports 
on Cuba anda highly dramatic and sen- 
sational speech from Mr. Tillman, the 
new senator from South Carolina, fur- 
nished two stirring events in the senate. 

The majority resolution on Cuba asks 
the president to urge, Spain to grant bel- 
ligerent rights to the insurgents, while 
the minority report directs the president 
to take steps toward securing from Spain 
the complete independence of Cuba. Both | 
resolutions went to the senate calendar. 

Such atorrent of invective has seldom 
been heard in the senate as that in the 
speech of Mr. Tillman. Veteran mem- 
bers of the body characterized the speech 
as one of the most remarkable in the his- 
tory of the upper branch of congress. It 
abounded in statements of sensational 
character, arraigning President Cleve- 
land, Secretary Carlisle and other men in 
high places. There was a directness of 
statement and a dramatic manner of de- 
livery which awed floor and galleries. 

Senator Tillman began his first speech 
at 2p. m., and from the start made it evi- 
dent that he is the star comedian of the 
southern combination. His first act was | 

| 
| 


to move all his notes and papers down 
from his seat at the rear of the chamber to 
adeskin the front near the center, so 
that the reporters could hear better. He 
then took seven minutes by the clock to 
explain how he came to violate an un- 
written law of the senate, and take an ac- 
tive part in debate in the first session of | 
his senatorial services. 

He closed this introduction by com- 
menting on the presence of the curious 
and amused group of his fellow-senators 
who were gathered around him. “Thank 
ex gentlemen,” said he, “for coming 

ere to listen to me,’’ and then he paused 
& moment while they smiled broadly and 
the galleries giggled. At 2:20 he begun 
his formal speech. 

The gestures of the senator were used 
frequently in acting his words. At ons | 
point he made a profound salute a: 
tipped his hat to Sherman as the financial 
victor of a quarter of a century. Te 
galleries were moved alternately to ap- 
plause and laughter. Pausing for a sip 
of water, amid rounds of laughter, he re- 
marked: “I seldom wet my whistle while 
I speak; still you can’t run a windmill on 
water.” The next moment there was a 
hush throngh the chamber as the senato 
applied such names as “Judas” to a mem- 
ber of the cabinet, or characterized the 
president in bitter terms. 

At times the senator’s voice sank to a 
whisper, as, for instance, when he gave 
warning of the approach of a popular re- 
volution and communism and the march- 
ing on Washington of a host with rifles 
in their hands. Again his voice resounded 
through the chamber and the outer corri- 
dors as he ealled senaters and members
